No Bar funds are %Qkag to help promote 
the tour, and the Bar will receive no profit 
from the tour. Still, some Bar members are

Begin moving toward coalition; new government could be unstable

JERUSAIJM — Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin won agreement yesterday 
from the leader of the National Religious 
Party to join in a new coalition government 
just hours after Israel's inconclusive 
national elections — the closest in the 
nation's history. 

If all religious factions join forces with 
Begin, he would have enough votes for at 
least a 61 seat majority in Parliament and 
be able to lead the next government. 

Bill the vote counting was still going on 
and the process of forming a government 
could last weeks, even months. 

Incomplete returns indicated Shimon 
Peres* opposition labor Party would end up 
with the Itfiot number of seats in the 12D- 
seat Pariiament ~ 49 venus 48 for Begin*s 
Likud. 

But wiidi six NRP seals added to his total, 
Bepn would only need mother seven votes 
for a majority whidi he oould ^ if other 
minor factions, especially otiier r^fkNis 
pariiss, joined 1^ coalition. 

Under Israel's system, either major 
candidate can draw on support from 



smaller parties to amass the necessary 
majority. 

Peres was resting up from the drawn out 
election night of see-sawing tallies and an 
aide conceded, "forming a Labor 
government would be a problem. ' ' 

Emerging fron a 30-minute meeting at 
Begin 's Jerusalem home. National 
Relipous Party chief Josef Bull said, *'We 
have an agreement, let me say in a sense of 
direction and vahics but not in qMcial 
details." 

Begin, clearly tired but in a good mood, 
said, *'l am now in a period of silence and 
contemplation and therefore 1 don't make 
statements." He then plunged into the 
crowd of cheering wellwishers gathered 
outside his home. 

Burg said a grouping of religious parties 
tfairt would add between 12 and 14 seats 
to Likud "would give us an imaemhate 
majority." 

"We have the same opodons that for the

Family sues after son dies in elevator

The parents of a Florida State freshman who fell to his 
death in a Smith Hall elevator shaft have filed a $1 million 
iav^suit against the university, the Board of Regents and the 
companies which made and maintained a * 'dangerously 
defective" elevator. 

Bryan Duff, attorney for Edwin and Patricia Bryan of 
Winier Haven, filed the suit in Leon County Circuit Court 
on Wednesday, June 24, naming the university, the Board 
of Regents, the Florida Department of Business 
Regulation, the Otis Elevator Company and the 
Montgomery Elevator Company as co-defendants. 

The Bryan's son. 18-year-old Joseph David Bryan, was 
fatally injured on October 25, 1979 when he attempted to 
escape from an elevator car stalled between the sixth and 
wventh floors at Smith Hall. Bryan and a companion 
managed lo open the elevator's doors, but when Bryan 
attempted to jump to the sixth floor landing he struck his 
head on both the sixth floor ceiling and landing. He then 
slipped past the car and fell to the bottom of the shaft, 
about ten feet below the first floor landing. 

He suffered massive head injuries and died at Tallahassee 
Memorial Regional Medical Center the next day. He had 
yet to complete his first quarter at Florida State. 

At the time university officials said both Bryan and his 
companion, Tim Schomer, had been drinking, and 
speculated that the two had pulled the elevator's stop 
button as a prank. But Schomer denied that, insisting the 
elevator stopped of its own accord. In fact, the elevator had 
been closed down the weekend before the incident because 
of its tendency to stop between floors. 

The problems with the elevator stemmed from a loose 
side panel. Smith residents had complained that the 
elevator could be stopped between floors if that panels were 
pulled on or leaned against. Other dorm residents said 
pulling alarm buttons was a popular prank, and that Bryan 
and Schomer might have assumed the alarm would go 



unanswered if they had pulled it. 

In their suit, Bryan's parents ctoim the 

defectively designed and manttfacturcd by tkc Otis 
Company and that the Montgomery GoiB|Muiy. contracted 
to service university elevators, had not properly maintained 
the elevator in which Bryan was injuraL TIk Biyans 
claimed the elevator had no signs warning passengers 
against attempting to leave the car unassisted. They also 
accused the university of negligence in failing to fix the 
stalling problem and in allowing its continued use. 

FSU attorney Harold Jaski said yesterday the mnvenity 
had received notification of the suit and that the state 
Division of Risk Management was still investigating the 
Bryans' allegations. The course of legal action the 
university will take will (kpead upon the outcome of that 
investigation, he said.. 

Two injured by bicycle

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Reagan and the ERA 



Equal Rights Amendment supporters began the countdown this 
week: they have one year to pick up the three states needed for 
national ratification. 

In Washington, more than 3,000 people turned out for a pro-ERA 
rally, and heard former New York Congresswoman Bella Abzug, 
actor and noted good liberal Alan Alda, even former President Gerald 
Ford's daughter Susan Vance argue in favor of the amendment. 



Yet even the most optimistic of the bunch must feel a little skeptical. 
ERA has been spinning its wheels for three years now, having run into 
a seemingly impenetrable roadblock named Phylis Schlafly. Her 
powerful **STOP ERA'' movement has fought the ERA at every turn 
including here in Florida. 

^Even with the support of the Carter administration, the ERA has 
"icen »l a standstill, in fact, some states have voted to repeal its 
approval. Whether they can actually do that or not is up to the courts, 
but the fact that they voted to is a good indication of the anti-ERA 
strength. 

iNtow, with Ronald Reagan in the White House and an alleged 
eoaservitive Me sweeping the country, it seems the odds are stacked 
against ERA. 

But those odds may not be as great as they seem. 

Strangely mough, Reagan may actually help bolster the ERA 

^ ^ country other than blacks that have 

a serMMt beef with the President, it is women. Polls show that 
Reagan's insensitivity towards women has cut a deep swath of 
discontent. In a recent Lou Harris Poll only 37% of the women in this 
country gave the President good marks, compared to 67% of thdr 
male counterparts— a gap of 28 points. 

The lack of high-level female appointments in the Reagan 
administration, his opposition to the Equal Rights Amendment and to 
women's right to choose abortion, plus the harships Reagan's 
budget cuts are expected to cause women, who compose a majority of 
the poor, are some of the obvious reasons for Reagan's lack of 
popularity among women. 

Pit Sduroedo', Democratic Congresswoman from Colorado, thinks 

the alienation runs so deep it will galvanize women into a Doiitical 
•force. 

"For the first time ance women got the vote, they are voting 
ngmficanUy diffmnt from men," Schroeder says. If this polling 
pattern continues in the gOs, women are going to go out as a voting 
block and you arc going to see some real changes. ' '

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Normalizing relations with Cuba

In 1972, Richard hfixon, m the mo^ sucoes^ 
single act (tf hb presidency, startled the world 1^ 
going to Gonmrnnist China. He thereby ended a 
feneration of hostilky — the "ChiccHns*' were 
regarded as even more sinister than the relittiveiy 
stakl Soviets, and it was forbidden to import a 
postage stamp from numUand China. Now when 
American and CSiinese leaders join in denouncing 
Soviet expansionism and talk of military sales, it is 
difficult to understand the stre^th and fixity of the 
old policy of sterik boycott. 

Today there is a paraOd situation madi nearer 
home — just 90 mUes off the U.S. mainland. The 
policy of b<q^tt and isolation of Fidd Castro's 
Cuba has for over 20 years been no more sucoesslid 
than it was toward Mao's C^aa. Fdr a time, it gave 
moral satisfaction and might conoeivab^ have 
worked. But the cutting off of dq;ikMBatic leiatlons, 
the closure of the U.S. market, the hidting of the 
once-vital tourist traffic^ phis inany a paran^tey 
pinprick, have had no success in either toppfing ihe 
Castro government or in middng it less ai^^ 
American. To the contrary, isolation, acts sodi as 
the Bay of Pigs, and the siege mmtality made 
possible the communization of the islmd and Idl 
Castro entirely dependent on Soviet sopport md, to 
a large extent, subservient to Soviet designs. 

Even with Soviet support, it is remarkable thitt a 
small, rather poor country located whore U.S. 
economic influence is strongest should mm^^ a 
posture of total ennnty for so )0O%. \% is the man 
remarkable because the two countries are natural 
economic partners, have no imponast material 
conflict of interest, and have had good reli^ionsln 
the past. The Cubans have absorbed much 
American culture and have retained friendly 
feelings toward the people of the United Stjtfes; 
their favorite sport is baseball and their radios are 
mostly tuned to Miami. But the United States has 

for over 20 years excluded American influence from 

the island. 

The Soviet Union has been more crafty in dealing 
with adjacent countries of differing ideology. It 
does not boycott Finland but maximizes trade and 
all manner of exchanges, and Finland for various 
reasons avoids giving offense to its big neighbor. 
Some observers fear that other small countries in 
Western Europe might be similarly influenced by 
Soviet trade opportunities, particularly ^rrrt g to 
the Soviet Union's natural gas. 

There is no need to offer gifts to Castro, but if 
trade and travel were freed, it is likely that a large 
part of Cuba's foreign trade — now 75V« with the 
Soviet bloc — would revert to more normal 
channels. The advantages of trade with the United 
States are such that within a fairly brief time quite 
possibly more than half of Cuban exchanges would 
be with this country, while Cuban resorts could lure 
more tourists than the Bahamas and Curacao. Such 
economic currents could not fail but to enhance 
U.S. influence in Cuba. It would be impossible to 
continue blaming the ''imperialist embargo*' for 
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shortages, and the devil-image of the United States 
would be hard to sustain. On the contrary, Cudu 
would probably try, like various communist 
countrks of Eastern Europe, to lure American 
mvestments. There are already strong official 
sipois that Cuba is eager to increase its trade and 
tourism with the West in an effort to satisfy its need 
for hard foreign currency. 

If renewal of ties to the United Sutes would 
increase U.S. influence, why would Castro permit 
it? Conceivably, he might try to restrict relations 
narrow^, but then he wouki bear the onus of 
nusing barriers. In fact, the recent indications of a 
stnmg desire for trade with the United States are 
logk^Uy motivated. The condition of the Cuban 
economy is deteriorating after an improved 
stoaticm m 1980, and there has been little real per 
capita growth over the past 20 years. There is 
probably no better way to revive it than by turning 
back to Cuba's amt advantageous trade partner. 
Bamamc dependence on the Soviet Union i$ a 
poor ahemative, with shortages, poor quality, sio\« 
ddhreries, red tape and lack of needed goods. 

One argument against reopening trade with Cuba 
is that ft moM relieve the Soviet Union of the 
burden of keeping the island economically aloft, a 
burden ertimated to cost from $3 million to S8 
auHion per day. But the Soviets obviously find it 
worth ^ e«^ditiare for maintaining a foothoM in 
the Western hemisphere. It would be^ 
oorreqxmdingly valuable for the United States t9 
decrease the Soviet presence and not to have an 
enemy power on the U.S. doorstep. Indeed, a U.S. 
Cuban nqqiroc^enient couldhavebeaelicial effects 
tibroughoirt Latm America, where Cuba's influence 
is primarily doe to its open deflance of the United 
Stito. 

The benefits for the United States might wdl 
extend as te as the U.S.-Soviet confrontation in 
Africa, where the Cubans have been effective as 
Soviet MUTOgates. A rapprodiement would ease 
many problms ui U.S. dealings with Latin 
Amoica, espedaUy oor vital neighbor, Mexico. 

In recent months, the Castro govemment has 
experienced somethmg of a moral revival, after tbe 
htiadllatioB of 19t0 add the refugee exodus, 
because it has been able to raise the spector of 
violent action by the HeaganadmmistraUon. Intliis 
situioioii, there is no caU for such a dramatic 
fBitiire as Nixon's visit to Peking, no need for a 
Ratan<:ttm> bearhug. But ronovai of the old 
unproductive barrios to exchanges between the two 
natioos woukI enable the United Slates to put it^ 
great potential influence to work toward developing 
new rcbti0Ml4ps that wouhl be bendkial f or botb

Trask and Bush originally introduced 
their proviso in response to the sponsorship 
by Florida State's Center for ParticHiant 
f ducation and Women's Center of a Week 
()[ Lesbian and Gay Awareness.

McCall and Land both praised the 
governor for his public deaounoeomt of 
the Trask/Bush Proviso, and they agreed 
that he probably could not have vetoed It. 

In other measures, Graham could have 
vetoed, but chose not to.

LA VIRTUD. Honduras — As bursts of 
torrential rain punctuate the fierce heat, the 
people of Santa Marta, a small village 
perched high in the green mountains of 
northeastern El Salvador, climb the 
hillsides with machetes to tend a fiesUly- 
planted crop of corn and beans. 

But they are not planting at home this 
year. Santa Marta and scores of villages like 
it have been levelled in recent months by the 
Salvadoran armed forces, in what some 
Salvadorans have come to view as a 
deliberate effort to exterminate the 
populace of Morazan, Canabas and 
Chalatenango provinces, where opposition 
to the government has long been deq;ily 
entrenched. 

The government plan was a simple one, 
charges Sister Irma, a Franciscan nun 
working with the survivors, who are now 
packed under open canvas truck tarps in a 
muddy, disease-ridden camp here on the 
Honduran side of the Rio Lempa. "They 
wanted to get rid of the peasants, to get 
them out of the countryside. That was the 
only way to get rid of the war," she says. 

Behind the plight of the 20,000 
Salvadorans at La Virtud lies a tale of 
neglect, forcible pacification and escalating 
violence at the hands of their own 
goveininciit, culminating in an apparent 
campaign to apply a final solution to the 
problem of peasant unrest. That solution 
brought wholesale destruction to the 
viBntes of the northeast. 

The accounts of refugee after refugee 
hcreoottfim that such a plan has become at 
lenst the defiKkf pohcy of the Salvadoran 
National Guard and the paramilitary 
or^mtkm CMtKN over the last year , as 
guerrillB nctivkies and peasant protests for 
land reform giew in the three piovinces. 
They itofl of w i d espread torture and killing, 
the oblitenuiOB of entire towns with 
tftaiery, napafan and 500-pouod bombs, 
Md flight of their popufanions mto the 
Mountains and across the Lempn and 
Sempul rivers inio tlnmhiiai. under heavy 
flie from the ante of both countries. 

^ ptitkipnied in protests, the 
tmgfics say, because even in asoie penceful 
times, life in places like Smm Marta had 




Salvador inhabit some of the world's most 
densely-populated farmland, and their 
reputation as first-rate farmers was earned 
the hard way, scratching crops out of every 
avaOable bit of soil. The people of Santa 
Marta consumed half — and sent the better 
half to market in the nearby city of 
Sensutepeque. 

••We received nothing but the worst of all 
that we grew," said "Juan.'* (The refugees 
ait La Vttud asked that their real names be 
withheld because they feared reprisals.) 

••We heard about things like land 
reforms and promises of better prices for 
our crops," said Teresa, a widow and 
mother of 13. **But it never affected us. We 
owned the same small piece of land we 
always had — just enough to live on — and 
we retted where we grew our com and 

beans. When we sold them, the money paid 
the rent.** 

UttO a 1969 wv between Honduras and 
El Salvador, many of SanU Marta's 
residetts had annually crossed the bonier 

into this very ireipon, to roit and cultivate a 
few extra acres and supplement thdr 
meagre income. Ui^he their homeland, 
H«*duras is veiy qiarsely-popidated, and 
the yearly mfhix ncroas Sempul and 
Lempa rivers produced little friction here, 
despite rocky rehrtions between the two 
governments. 

Once the practice was halted, however, 
the pressmcs of hmd shortnge, constant 
inflation and Latin America's hi^iest birth 
rate made the situitfion of the rural 
Salvadorans ever more precarious — and 
the need for change more pressing. 

**lt cnne to a momieat when we reahzed 
that everything we had been told was not 
true,*' cqiiaaied hum. "We worked harder 
every year, but our d^dren were sttfving. 
We became aware of the fiact thtt nothmg 
would improve uiOess we took

Among the deeply-rdi^ous fw nnnij itf 
Santa Marta, the first steps towud 
organization were taken in .the viUi^ 
church, much as they have been virtualy 
everywhere in Latin America over the past 
15 years. "It was the priest who he^ us 
to understand with more clarity what hod 
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done to us/* wockxdm% to Carlos, 
another refugee. "We had only just reasons 
) oppose our govemmcitt." 
But as the political situation in El 
aivaJor deteriorated through the- 1970s, 
^aivadoraii peasant organizations were met 
sith the mounting violence which now 
counts for 1,000 deid each month. Like 
,any other villages which had actively 
jijghi reforms and become identified with 
the opposition, Santa Marta was swept by a 
wave uf grisly atrocities at the hands of the 
National Guard or 

Teresa and other refugees here tell of 
seeing pregnant women, whose husbands 
v^ere suspected of bdng guerrillas, 
murdered in the town square and their 
fetuses ripped from their wombs with 
ayonets. Other Santa Martans were 
tortured, burned aHve or decapitated. A 17- 
vear old girl now at La Virtud said she was 
.apiured carrying medical supplies, 
allegedly to the guerrillas, and raped by a 
dozen soldiers. 

Santa Marta ^ responded by 
iransforming itself into a defensive 
stronghold. Like the peasants of many 
Vietnamese villages during the war in 
Southeast Asia, the refugees say that they 
dug a complicated tsnnel system to hide in 
during the bombardments by heavy artillery 
which began last year. "We even fought 
back when we could,*' said Juan. "But we 
had little to fight with — a few Belgian 
rifles, some carbines, one or two M-l€s 
stolen from the Guardia/* 

Then, early in March, the day of 
reckoning came for Sai^ Marta. After 72 
hours of artillery fire and air raids with 
napalm and 500>pound bombs, "We just 
had to leave," said Carlos. "We had 
nothing left to defend ourselves with." 

'it was horrible," he continued. "There 
was a young giri burning in frcmt of my 
house when we ran down the street. Seven 
of my friends were lying dead nearby." 

For the next 12 days, the people of Santa 
Marta hid in the moontaias trymg to decide 
what to do. Over that entire period, most of 
them had nothing to eat except leaves and 
brush. On March 15, the dedskm was 
reached to try the crossing into HondiOBS, 
not far from the site on the Rio Sempul 
'here at least 600 Salvadoran refugees 
crished at the hands of Hooduran and 
^aKadoran troops last year. The villagers 
ot Santa Marta knew what hi4>pened on the 
Sempul, but they had nm out Of choices. 

They arrived en masse at the Rio Lempa 
at dawn on March W, along with thousands 
' other fleeing Si^vadorans from the 
province of Cabanas. Ahogether, they inay 

^ numbered 7,000, xoosO^ women and 

children. 

Martina, a mother of two, said that she

when I climbed up on the other side." 

In the meantime, she continued, "The 
helicopters came and started shooting at 
everyone in the water. There were people 
dying all around us." 

Around 1:30 p.m., Yvonne DiUing, an 
American relief worker from La Virtud, 
arrived on the Honduran side of the river 
with two French doctors and Father Robert 
Gallagher, a Catholic missionary from 
Brooklyn, New York. The four joined the 
few exhausted Salvadorans who were able 
to swim, ferrying children across the 50- 
yard river. 

"Five minutes later American-made 
helicopters dropped down again and began 
strafing the river with machine guns," said 
Dilfing. "They had to see that it was women 
and children. They had to. 

*'We began hidhig the kids mider rocks, 
but at least 25 drowned," she recalled. 

Relief workers say a total of 4,000 
refugees made it across the Lenqia. No one 
is sore what happened to the rest, although 
it is assumed that many escaped back mto 
the mountains. At dusk, tiie survivors were 
surrounded by the Hcmduran army in the 
tiny hanyet of Los Heniandes. LiOer, some 
of the soldiers told friends 8t La Vutud that 
ORDEN had been allowed to enter 
Honduran tenitoiy hdbkad the refugees, 
and had systematically wiped out stragglers. 
Estimates of the number of peofrie killed in 
or after the crossing run to 200. 

"That first flight was the worst," 
remonbered Martina. "AB night we could 
hear the children crying on the other side of 
the river ^ 'Muui. Pi^ml' It was terrible." 

Eveatoatty, the people of Santa Marta 
and o^cr survivors were inoved up to La 
Virtud, where 16,000 Salvadoran refugees 
were already encamped under the aiupioes 
of Caritas, a Catholic relkf agency. 

They have been there ever since, caught 
in limbo between a Honduran government 
which deeply fears them, and a Salvadoran 
miUtary which has destroyed their town. 

"We will go home one day," said 
Roberto, who lost a 12-year-old son in the 
Lempa crossing. "But right now this is our 
struggle," he remarked, pointing at the 
people working in the hMlsides. 

Supplies trickle very slowly into this 
remote corner of Central America, and the 
crop which will eventually fill these steep, 
unused slopes around La Vutud has more 
than the usual importance 

Doctors here say that 500 of the refugee 
children may die of maUiuthtion in the next 
two months.

I can't be so enthusiastic. Watching 
Rmders of tiie Lest Arte, I feel like the 
target of so much teicate cideulation, not 
just behind the camera and in the editing 
room but also by the promotion men. 
That s bad enough, but the fact is the 
calculations, especially Spielberg's, are off 
There ate so rauQr chfT-hanger scenes m 
Rmders strung one after the other, some 
done well and some not, that before tong all 
the effect is lost. Action that's constantly 
nsing isn't really rising at idl; you can't go 
up if you never go down. 

That's what's distast^l about die movie 
in particular. But the problems go beyond 
execution. Like most people. 1 like^i fifan to 
be -about " something; I like to see 
humans on the screen with thoughts or 
emotions that I can maybe relate to. The 
cliff-hanger formula doesn't preclude this 
even if its possibilities for this sort of 
development are more limited.

Legteiators seem to prefer the placid, dutt impressionism 
of pMel beachfronts d app te d seagulls and waves for 
theff office widb. BKto thi^ or pordnaits balanced by civie 
awtfds and dqskMMs. Evcff Inthe Capitol at l«fe, there's 
tawoely HMire than a towist scene scattered here and there. 

It's surprising then, and somewhat pleasing, to hop off 
the elevator on the 22nd fkx)r and walk into 'The Florida 
Triangle," an exhibitiaD of work by grad students from 
Florida's three latgest universities. 

The focus is on photography and art with "photographic 
amnbifities," which resutts in wotk tet ii as crften pwdy 
decorative as it is visuaUy arresting. 

At last month's opening, Bucky Wall's video installment 
caught the best of both worlds, at k proved to be both 
atteiMioa^grabbing and more than entertaining. With his 
image repeated on four TV screens. Wall recited a litany of 
frustration and agony, beginning each sentence ( on each 
respective screen) firith the words Hate, Deny, War and 
Despair. Since he was only changing the first words of his * 
sentences, the sequences produced a humorous cacaphony, 
an effect heightened by Wall's deliberate ^leech and mo^- 
maniacal expression. 

Unfortunately, the piece is no longer on display. A pity 
because the bulk of passers-by on the 22nd floor are 
tourists or office workers, folks who would no doubt get a 
rise from hearing **I>eny is not being able to say F— at the 
Capitol."

The final — though still not official results — ensured 
that Begin will be asked to form a new coalition. Begin said 
he will announce his new government within 10 days to two 
weeks. 

ANKARA, Turkey — Revolutionary Guards killed three 
leftists and arrested 15 others yesterday in a sweep through 
Tehran as part of a crackdown on opposition to the Iranian 
regime following the bombing last week that killed 74 
fundamentalist leaders.

NEW YORK — The number of arrests in New York City 
has dechned in the past two years despite the fact that 
serious crime has increased 25 percent during the same 
period, the Police Department said yesterday. 

Department and police union offi'^ials attribute the 
decrease in arrests from 1978 to 1980 to a steady decline in 
poUce personnel since the city's fiscal crisis began in 1975.

Rev. Drinan blasts Reagan, et. al

WASHINGTON — His collar loosened, the Rev. Robert 
F Drinan sat back in his chair in the tiny cluttered office 
and pronounced judgment on President Reagan and his 
men: "They are a gr^up of radical right wing extremists 
who have taken over the country." 

Drinan, late the congressman from the Fourth District of 
Massachusetts and now president of Americans for 
Democratic Action, is wam^lig up for a fight with Reagan 
and the conser^ttives who cune to Washington with him 
last winter. 

interviewed for UPl's Audio Roundtable at his 
Georgetown University Law School office, Drinan took 
over the helm of the nation's best-known hberal 
organization from another former House member,»Patsy 
'^link, atter he and other Roman Catholic priests were 
required by a papal order to give up elective offices in 
government. 

There was nothing pale about Ms. Mink's liberalism. 
But if the first week of the 60-year-old Jesuit legal scholar's 
^Da presidency is any indication, he will give the group a 
much louder trumpet to rally the faithful to the cause of 
Strong government intervention on behalf of the poor, the 
f^inoniies and the handicapped. 

He voted 100 percent liberal when he was in Congress, 
and he is talking 100 percent liberal still. 

'^e are in a situation of confrontation with the Reagan 
administration," he said. **lt is true there is a conservative 
frend in Congress, but we at ADA are not persuaded that 
'^^re is a generation-long thrust to the right . 

'*^e are not persuaded that the Congress or the country 
*ant to get rid of the vast social programs that have helped 
^0 many people. Once people realize what has been done to 
^hcm in the budget, they are f^»^ to protest in very, very 
strong ways. 

**Staning on Oct. 1," he said, "people will see the 
**Wrophic effects. They will begin to realize that the 



federal government has been cut back in a drastic way and 
has, m effect, transferred $30 biUion from the poor to the 
Pentagon." 

Drinan r^ects the argument that liberalism and its works 
were cast down by the voters last fall: "They can't say that 
liberalian was r^ected and that all the spending or welfare 
programs were rejected. That is not a uue evaluation of last 
Nov. 4. 

"The people were frightened about world events. They 
had some lack of confidence about Jimmy Carter. But only 
25.2 percent of the people voted for Ronald Reagan." 

In any case, he said, whatever the voters felt last fall, 
they were not told what the Reagan agenda was going to be.

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Emotional rescue 

They reached the mountaintop one day early, so their feat did not 
coincide with Independence Day, as they had hoped it would. Never 
mind, the 1 1 handicapped men and women who scaled the frozen face 
of Mt. Rainier, Washington, declared their own independence with 
such spectacular success that all Americans should take just a moment 
to reflect on what independence means in our culture. 

Climbing such a mountain is no small accomplishment for even the 
most hardy and able amoung us. The day before their departure, 
anotto group of 11 dmibm died beneath tons of ice freed by the 
summer sun from the mountain's slope. A sinn^ fate almost cost 
several of the handicapped cfimbm — seven are blind, two are deaf, 
one is an epileptic and another is an amputee — their lives during their 
descent. 

"What really handicaps people is not physical disability, but 
emotional ones," said Judith Oehler, a Wind doctor who helped 
organize the climb after she successfully completed an Outward Bound 
wilderness course. "People who are fearful or very depressed are mor^ 
handicapped than we are. * ' 

The 11 climbers have proven her point: not just by sununoning 
sufficient courage to risk their Uves on a dangerous mountain, but in 
thdr personal hves as well. R^resented amoung them were a doctor, 
a lawyer, a teacher and a tax accountant Before tackling Rainier they 
had to prove themselves against a society that still refuses to 
acknowledge tht vitality and ability of ahnost anycme physically 
impaired. As a result we make emotwmU crif^^ of milUons of 
Americans who are othmrise capable of leading lives just as fulfilling 
and productive as those of anyone else in this country. 

On July Fourth we celebrated the historical date when this country 
declared its independence from a society that constrained our desire 
and ability to determine for ourselves how we should grow and 
prosper. Ask yourself, how many people in our country do we deny 
these same rights to today? The list certainly goes beyond those who 
have lost the use of their eyes or limbs. It grows to include minorities, 
women, prisoners who have served their debt to sodety, children, 
migrant workers. . .The list goes on but you probably get the point. We 
put up many legal and physical barriors to success against whidi too 
many people must waste thdr lives in futile battering. Not because 
these peofde represent any real threat, except, perhaps, to our own 
emotional security, but because we think them incapable of meeting 
our standards. That's an idea whose time came and went with tribal 
fealty. 

Oehler and her companions did more than declare their 
independence from the physical barriers the world has set before them 
by conquering Rainier; they declared their independence from us and 

our archaic ideas about who can contribute to society and who can't. 
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Has it really been nine months?

land obviously is the key word here — the 
Isceae of a crime. There are no subjective 



clues that point to violence. No blood 
stains on the floor, no evidence of a 
struggle, not one pictorial element in 
disarray, not even a mutilated body— all we 
see is a (presumably) female foot and a bit 
of leg. The photographic information 
does not present us with a concrete fact; 
rather, it sets a tone, creates a mood, 
invokes an emotional response in the viewer 
that could very well be the "sense of 
impending doom" but could also be a 
"chance encounter" of an entirely different 
nature. Think about it. Maybe this woman 
has set a sexual trap for this man who is, 
by chance, her lover, or her husband. 
Maybe she has invited him into the 
bathroom. Maybe fun and frolic has just 
happened. Or is about to happen. You 
don't know. The point is, of course, that 
given the information presented in the 
photograph, more than one interpretation 
can be made. That Ms. Rauch chooses to 
interpret the event as rape/murder speaks 
of her own personal conditioning to the 
mass media's depiction of women as weak 
and helpless victims. This is an entirely 
different issue, totally divorced from Ms. 
Crowell's photogn4>h in both form and 
content. 

As an artist and a woman I deplore the 
rampant exploitation of women, pictured 
time after time as stalked, defenseless 
victims of deranged, psychotic males, but, 
hey, gimme a break— let's not conjure up 
the bogey-man where he does not exist.

It began as a siini>le question in the minds of the Florida 
Student Assodation — how can the state Board of Regents 
(wssibly do an effective job of dealing with student 
concerns? The nine members of the BOR, well-intentioned as 
they may have been, were largely middle-aged, finandally 
weii-established white males. They knew finances and 
government well, certainly, but they were many years away 
from their time as studesits. 

The FSA took their question to the state legislature. Hie 
Legislature agreed — and, in faU of 1977, Florida's student 
regent was born. 

Four students have served one-year terms since then, and 
have managed to bring the student regency from a cautious 
experiment to a respected institution. 

"He can have a tremendous, impact,'* said Richard 
Hueiet, BOR director of Student Affairs. "The other regents 
\^ere all students once themselves, but that was long ago. It 
can be really helpful to have someone who is really there. 

"He's probably the one Board member who's expected to 
have a constituency. The other regents are supposed to 
represent the broad institute of education in the sUte. The 
student regent is expected to represent the views of the 
student," Hueiet said. 

Representing the more than 120,000 students in Florida's 
nine universities is a great deal of responsibility, and a great 
deal of work. The student regent is expected to attend the 

lonthly meetings of the BOR, as well as monthly meetings 

the Florida Student Association, and the state Council of 
"Student Body Presidents. In between come meetings of 
! umcrous advisory boards the regent may need to attend, as 

I! as BOR task force committees that may be assigned to 
■ ^^r her. The student regent is also expected to keep up 

ih current events both in education and the state political 

^^nc He or she also has a great volume of mail to read and 

pond to (current stwlent regent Gerald Sanchez estimates 
*i<^ niay receive as much as 150 pages of mail in a single day). 
The student regent also acts as a lobbyist for student issues 
^ith the university presidents, the BOR, the Legislitture, and

EditcatkHi Commitsicmer Ralph 
Turlmftofi and Riglits Lobbyist Fatriek 
Land have joined forces. 

Last Tuesday they both filed suit in 
Florida*i Second Circuit Court alleging that 
it is blatantly unconstftutional to cut off 
funding to universities that support 
organizations which * 'recommend or 
advocate sexual relations b etween persons 
not married to each other." 

Last session, the Legislature 
overwhelmingly passed the Trask/Bush 
Proviso in an effort to rid Florida's 
universities of "homosexual and other 
immoral groups.'* Supporters of the proviso 
cited ctesses on gay awareness and other 
controversial subjects offered by Ftorida 
State's Center for Participant Education. 

Governor Graham said he wanted to veto 
the proviso because it was unconstitutional 
and ridiculous. Graham's general counsel, 
however, said that legally the governor could 
not veto it without vetoing the entire 
education budget. 

The proviso became law last week. 

Calling the budget proviso *'a threat to the 
entire education system/* Turlington filed 
suit, alleging that the Florida Constitution 
forbids inclusion of substantive l^islation 
like the Trask/Bush Proviso in the state 
budget. 

A few hours after Turlington announced 
his suit, the Florida Task Force, a statewide 
nonprofit corporation working for gay and

lesbian rights, filed its sinular'suit. 

The Task Force suit also afleges that Rep. 
Tom Bush, R-Ft. Lauderdate, imd Sen. Alan 

Trask, D-Winterhaven, "acted in concert to 
mislead and defraud the Legislature and 
citizens of Florida by introducing legislation 
that they knew or should have known 
violates the Florida Constitution . " 

Both suits ask the court to rule the proviso 
null and void, and to require the state to pay

l^antiffs' atton^y fees. The Task Force 
version also asks the court to declare that 
Bush and Trask acted unconstitutionatty in 
introducing the meiisure. 

*'As citizens and taxpayers of Florida, we 
are appalled with the actions of Trask, Bush 
and the state Legislature," said Land. '*A 
number of important issues faced our state 
this year, and our L^islatfure, instead of 
dealing with them, chose to spend their time 



dealing with the Ukes of the Tr«k/||i^ 
proviso." 

Land predicted the coun would 
quickly on the suits, and probably ^ 
down a judgment in the next few weeks. Ui 
year the Florida Supreme Coun ruled, : 
Graham Firestone, that any state cititr 
can sue to determine if a proviso of the 
budget is imconstitutional even if theproviic 
has never been enforced. 

The supreme court said that provn 
language must rationally relate to th 
purpose of the appropriation to whidi ii h 
attached. A proviso must also implemer. 
advance, or enhance the purpose of i- 
anmpriation, said the court . 

Land and Turitngton both allege in thor 
suits that the Bush/Trask Proviso meets qodc 
of the supreme court's requirements fc 
appropriate proviso language. 

Bu^ and Trisk mamtain that their provik 
is not substantive l^islation and that, iikei 
budget rules, it dictates how money is not k 
be spent. 

The proviso has not been enforced, and tke 
Board of R^ents will probably drag its iiee 
ui adopting rules to enforce it, according toi 
high-placed official in the BOR. 

The University of Florida Student Senat 
already passed a resolution advocitii; 
premarital sex, placing UF in ooo 
compliance with the proviso. UF probiM) 
will not lose its fimding and also prob# 
will not kik;k the student senate off campK. 
predicted another BOR official.

In black and white 

i:.ngland's protracted race riots shouldn't pass by unnoticed here in 
America, where recent poUs show an ever-widening gap between 
blacks and whites. 

Syndicated columnist Carl Rowan, in conjunction with the Denver 
Post, polled more than 400 NAACP membm at that roup's 
convoition last week, and the results deserve close scrutiny. Blacks in 
America see their situation worsening, and believe racism is, if 
anything, more prevalent now than 25 years ago, when the civil rights 
movement first began. 

A whopping 67% of the blacks polled said the status of blacks and 
other minorities has deteriorated over the last year, while only 5% said 
that it has improved. And when asked if America is more racist now 
than 50 years ago, a surprising 44% of the blacks said yes, tlutt radsm 
is more of a problem in the 80s then it was in the 30s. 

That last statistic may shock many whites, who tend to believe race 
relaticms have improved dramatically in the last two decades, and that 
blacks and whites are equally affected by the economic left-right of 
rising inflation and unemployment. However, a Gallop poll taken in 
June shows that almost three in ten non-whites are dissatisfied with 
their present condition and pessimistic about the future, compared 
with only one in ten whites who feel that way. 

As for Reagonomics, blacks who responded to Rowan's poll feel it is 
strictly for whites only, with its tax slashes and corporate incentives 
bolstering big business at the expense of labor and the small business 
owner. 

Perhaps most ominious of all, thoiigh, is the black perception of 
future race rdations. A staggering 49^9 of the NAACP membm feel 
a race war is imminent in America. Add that figure to the 57% of 
blacks who, in a Washington Post poll, said they felt many recent acts 
of violence against blacks were part of a "conspiracy by some group 
to attdck blacks' and one can see how fast the fuse is burning. 

As we enter the Dog Days of summer, when temperatures and 
tempers are sure to rise, it would do well for the Reagan 
administration to access the tragic situation in England, where Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher's similar economic policies have been put 
into practice. Like Reagan, she promised prosperity for all. Instead, 
she has delivered devisiveness, which has erupted into street warfare. 

Today blood flows in the streets of Uvopool. Will DetnMt be next?

O'Conner joins the Supremes

President Reagan's appointment of Arizona 
Appeals Court Judge Sandra O'Conner is laudable 
enough. The Supreme Court is long overdue the 
representation of a woman, and a quick review of 
O'Conner's record shows strong bi-partisan 
support in her home state, where RepubHcans and 
Democrats have managed to live with one another 
in like numbers for some time. 

Reagan has also reassured much of the country, 
and probably no one more than the eight justices 
now on the bench, by choosing someone who isn't a 
right-wing idealogue. O'Conner's selection will 
make it easier for those justices now in their 70s to 
step down without fear that their years of 
contribution will not be upended in the rush to pack 
a "Reagan Court" with narrow-minded right-of- 
center constitutional constructionists who would 
systematically dismantle the court's jurisdiction in 
social and anti-trust issues. 

To be sure, Reagan's hand was forced somewhat 
by a 1980 campaign pledge to make a woman one of 
his early court appointments. But to his credit 
Reagan has also shown his willingness to alienate 
his oldest constituency, the so-called New Right, 
who find many of the positions taken by O'Conner 
on abortion and the Equal Rights Amendment 
while an Arizona state senator in the early 7Qs pure 
anathema. 

But in all the ballyhoo created by liberals as they 
rush to embrace O'Conner because she is a woman, 
it should be remembered that she is also a long-time 
conservative. Politically she occupies the same 
realm of moderate conservatism haunted by her 
predecessor. Potter Stewart. She is less likely to see 
the court as a vehicle for constructive change in 
society than her future colleagues William Brennan 
and Thurgood Marshall, holdovers from the very 
activist Warren Court. 

The single area where O'Conner can be 
reasonably expected to break new ground — and I 
admit to having rather high hopes here — is 
women's rights. Liberal or conservative leanings 
aside, women in public life have shown a great deal 
of solidarity on women's issues (Sen. Paula 
Hawkins is a notable exception.) These issues can 
be roughly defined as the Equal Rights 
Amendment, abortion rights, equal pay for equal 
or comparable work, discrimination within the 
criminal justice system, sexual harrasment in the 
work place, publicly funded child care, equitaMe 
divorce settlements and rape laws. 

The presence of a woman like O'Conner on the 
High Court could fundamentally alter the 
deliberations of a body that has grown all too stuffy 
and conservative in its old age. The problem of the 
Burger Court when dealing with women's issues has 
always been the unwillingness of the justices to sec 
women as a distinct social class, victimized by 
establishment institutions. There are legal pcobkms 
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peculiar to women, and understood best by women 
themselves, especially since much of our culture 
stresses that women have a particular social role as 
mothers and homemakers that preclude giving them 
equal access to many opportunities afforded men 

Under our system of laws it is generally 
acknowledged that men have the right to a certain 
degree of self-determination. The Burger court has 
never taken the opportunity to extend to women the 
same degree of rights. In two recent highly 
publicized cases involving women and the drafi, " 
and divcnrced wives and their ex-husbands' military 
pensions, the court showed its willingness to defer 
to the interests of the male estahlishment at the 
expense of women's rights. 

Even the court's 1973 decision to ovcrtuni 
existing laws prohibiting abortion during the first 
trimester did little to broaden the scope of women's 
rights. In his majority opinion Justice Harry 
Blackmun showed more deforcnce to the testimony 
of male doctors than, to feminists' arguments about 
the right of women to control their own bodies. 

Sandra O'Conner's input should be vital lo 
the court, but libCTals should be cautious in our 
optimism about any immecfiate impact she might 
have. Her judicial experience has all been at the 
state level, and it might take her an inordinate 
amount of time to influence the more experienced 
justices. 

She Biay also discover she is a voice crying in the 
wilderness about women's rights, particularly if she 
finds hersdf the only woman among Reagan's 
appointees. Blacks, it should be remembered, have 
not progressed economically and socially 
anyone's satisfaction since Thurgood Marshall, the 
nation's first black justice, was named to the court 
in 1967. Martial! has been a steiuly supporter of 
black rights, but moie often than not he has found 
himself in the minority. 

Marshall, however, isn't a great justice m 
anyone's book. Heis nie(&>cre at best. O'Conner 
has already proven her leadership abilities by 
becoming the first woman majority leader in t^^ 
Arizona legislature. She has also drawn support 
from senators as politicaUy ^polarized as Barry 

Goldwater and Ted kflpnedy. 

O'Conner will be coming under sharp attach by 
right-to-Iifers during her amfuination hearings 
Her mettle win be tested there for sure. 1 wish her 
luck, and agree with Arizona Congressman Morns 
Udall, who said: "She's about as moderate a 
Republican as yoaH ever find being appointed b) 
Roi^. If wen womm to have to have Reag^ 
appointees to the eomt, yon couldn't do jnucu 
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Wise up, Sam!

•'America cats her young!'* 

America cats her young. Kind of a catchy phrase isn't it? 
Thai slogan came out back in the early 70s, while the U S of 
A. was happily sending thousands of slightly posipubescent 
citizens off to play cannon-fodder in the jungles of Southeast 
Asia. It didn't really catch on, though, until after the 
murders at Kent State University, when the American 
military temporarily slipped off its mask of righteousness 
and lircd point-blank into a crowd of ....well, of its children. 

1 hmgs have changed a bit since those days. While there are 
rumblings of a renewed draft m the halls of Congress, and 
Ronald Reagan is quietly shopping around for a good 
second hand war down in Central America, America's 
children can. at least tor the moment, breath easy. America 
is no longer eating her young. 

America is, instead, eating the young of other nations. 

Not that l.ady l,ibcrty is indulging in some sort of bizarre 
international cannibalism. It's not quite that simple. What 
America — that is, American multi-national corporations

with the active support of the Reagan administration — is 
doing, is making vast fortunes by playing off the ignorance 
and poverty of third world peoples. .American businesses are 
going to underdeveloped nations, putting very little in, and 
taking a very great deal out. Enough profit remains in the 
hands of the local power brokers — governmental or 
Otherwise — to insure that the country being raped doesn't 
complain overly loudly. It's done ail over, in Latin America, 
Africa, the Mid-east, always very quietly, very subtly, very 
successfully. 

Until May. In May, the mask slipped. 

That month the United States became the only nation on 
the face of the earth to vote against a code of ethics that 
could prevent widespread poisoning of children. The Reagan 
administration voted against a World Health Organization 
cpde that would have placed restrictions on the sale of infant 
food formulas in third world nations, sales that all too often 
result in poisoned or severly malnourished infants. Such a 
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code, the Reagan administration claimed, would be 2q 
infringement on the rights of the w orld busi^es^ community 
To put it more bluntly. Reagan lold the world that oor 
profits are more important than their children. 

Such a blatantly arrogant public Matemeni can only be 
seen, by our allies and enemies alike, as a confirmation of 
our nation's fall from grace. America has become :hc land of 
the free (as long as they're our free) and the howx of the 
brave (as long as there's a profit in braverv) America, it 
seems, has abandoned even the pretense of desiring, ' liberiv 
and justice for all.'* 

The whole incident brings to mind a statement made by 
consumer advocate Ralph Nader when he visited Tallahajsee 
not long ago. "Ronald Reagan," Nader said, "is jusiacmd 
man hiding behind a friendly smile." 

Reagan can smile thoughout his term, and with Congress 
comfortably tucked in his back pocket, he probably will. But 
if he, and the American business community, continue 10 
display their murderous disregard tor the underprisileged 
people of the world, no mere smile will be able to disguise the 
cruelty hiding behind their masks. 



The black political party: what we want, what we beheve

We have begun the diffkidt yet necessary task of 
constnictii^ a Nittkmal Black Independent Politk»l Party. 
Two thousand dedicated sisters and brothers, from aU 
occupations and social groups, met in Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania four months ago to hold the founding 
convention for the party. 

Many people ask us: Why a black political party? Why not 
some multi-national or multi-ethnic political organization? 

Our reply is that both major political parties, the 
Democrats and the Republicans, were the products of white 
racism and oppression. Black people are exploited, first, 
because of race, and second, because of this country's 
.inherently unequal economic order, that traditionally places 
our needs last. This party is not a vanguard party, or a party 
of professional mihtants or agitators. The NBIPP is a mass- 
based party, comprised of people exactly like you — factory 
workers, postal workers, teachers and' many others. 

Some people ask us: Where does your money come from? 
Our response is brief and to the pcnnt: we are funded by 
black people only. 

Manv other people who look at the word 'Party' in the 
NBIPP ask, 'Who do you intend to run for office? Isn't 
getting black folks elected what a Black Party is all about?"

patrols as several Party members have done in Atlanta's 
Techwood Housmg Project, in order to protect our diildren.

David Tassinari , financial aid 
distribution supervisor, said the situation 
had improved tremendously since he 
arrived at FSU. 

"Students generally only have to wait 
about thirty minutes for their checks now,'* 
Tassinari said. "When I got here they were 
waiting as long as six hours." 

Tassinari said the process whereby 
students receive financial aid checks had 
been streamlined so that the wait was the 
shortest of any university that he knew of. 
"We try to improve every quarter," said 
Tassinari. "We break up the pick up times 
alphabetically so that some students pick up 
their checks ui the morning and some jHck 
them up m the afternoon. But when you 
handle 1,000 studoits a day the wait is 
unavoidable. There b a lot Of papor work 
involved to meet the fedml reqmreraents in 
giving their chedcs. We don't know how the 
process could be streamlined fiu-dier.

The student regent receives no pay for his or her work, no 
special exemptions at school . He or she does not have a staff, 
or even a secretary to help sort out the mail. 

Why. then, would any one chose to be a student regent in 
the first place? 

**You have to be committed," Sanchez said. "You have to 
believe in what you're doing, and believe that what you're 
doing will in some small way help to make things better. 

•*Pubhc service is both the greatest responsibility and the 
most rewarding aspect of citizenship. It's entirely fulfiUing. 
It's worth it." Sanchez said. 

Sanchez is currently a senior, majoring in history at the 
University of Horia. His term as regent will expire September 
I — and students are already lining up to take his place. 

The new regent will be named by Gov. Bob Graham. 
Ciraham is expected to name Sanchez' replacement in late 
August or early September, although there is no formal 
deadline for the appointment . 

So far, seven students have applied for the post, including 
a quartet from Florida State. Those students are: John 
Boudet. chairperson of FSU's student government Action 
party; Keith Clemens, president of FSU's student senate; 
Dan Costello, a University of West Florida student; C. 
Jeffery Mclnnes, from FSU; Paul Novack, from the 
University of Miami; Elijah Smiley, past president of FSU's 
Black Student Union; and Howard Tescher, from Florida 
international University. 

There is also a chance that Gerald Sanchez could become 
the first student regent to serve a second term. Sanchez has 
not apphed for a second term, but his application from last 
year is still on file. It is possible that Graham could review 
that application, and Sanchez' accomplishments over the last 
year, and ask Sanchez to serve a second term. 

Sanchez will be graduating soon, and is not sure what he 
will be doing in the future. For that reason, Sanchez said, he 
felt it would be unfair to apply for a second term. 

•'But if the governor were to call and ask me to serve 
again, I would find it difficult to say no," Sanchez said. 

When Graham does appoint the regent, he will make his 
choice based on the applicant's record, his resume, and any 
recommendations from groups hke the FSA the candidate 
may have received. 

But many people fami'iar with the BOR feel that there is 
another factor Graham will take into consideration — the 
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school an applicant attends. The regents post brings a certain 
amount of prestige to a university, and the governor knows 
that. With only a handful of such political plums to hand out 
during his term, a governor may decide to get as much milage 
from It as he can. That would mean giving the position to a 
student at one of the state's big three schools — the 
University of Florida, University of South Florida, or FSU. 

Of the four regents who have served so far, two came from 
UP, and two from LSF. 

"FSU's prime," said Steve Hall, interim director of the 
FSA. "I think there is an mformal rotation. 1 think they try 
to keep it spread out. 

"You look up and down that table (at a BOR meeting) and 
you see each one is sort of representing their university. If a 
student regent was lining up with another regent, I suppose it 
could lend credibility to a specific project," Hall said. 

A student's home university may have some effect on 
Graham's selection, according to Allen Stonecipher, 
Graham's executive assistant for appointments, but not 
a great deal. 

"Obviously, we wouldni want someone from the same 
university five years in a row ," Stonecipher said. "But there 
is no formal rotation. The governor does like to spread it 
around. 

"I wouldn't think it would have too much bearing 
this year," Stonecipher said. 

Regardless of how the selection is made, no one denies that 
it is a much-sought-after honor. 

"It would be a real honor for Florida State," said FSU 
vice president for student affairs Bob Leach."! hope that one 
of our students has the opportunity to hold such a respected 
position. 

"In recent years, they've had tremendous impact on the 
Board of Regents. I think the position is a very important 
one. The student regent can be very influential on student 
issues, or ever broader issues," Leach added. 

Parochialism has long been a charge leveled against the 
BOR: there is hardly a regent who has not been suspected of 
supporting a particular program because it would aid the 
school in his or her area. A student regent, who is after all 
still attending a particular university, is particularly 
vulnerable to such a charge. 

Still, student regents in the past have tried hard, and 
generally successfully, to avoid the charge of parochialism. 
Sanchez added a great deal to the student regents' image of 
impartiality with an episode that has become near legendary 
in BOR circles. 

The incident occured at a BOR meeting early this year. The 
BOR was discussing implementing block fees, a new fee 
system that many felt would have helped the larger 
institutions at the expense of the smaller. The idea was 



strongly supported by UF president Roben Marston I 
Sanchez spoke against block fees, Marston angnK rose 
feet and asked how Sanchez, a UF student, coukl 
oppose an idea that would so obviously benefit his scIk* 

"President Mamofi/* Sanchez calmly reri cj. y 
remember that when I am serving on the Board r 
am representing the students of all nine univetMUcs 
just the University of Florida.** 

Marston sat down. 

"The first responsibility of the student regcii: is - 
parochial," Sanchez explained. "That ^tudeni hi 
represent 120,000 students, and an additional lOmilhoe 
citizens. He has to view the state unuciMiy system ^ 
system, and not as seperate universities.*' 

Working as a student regent, Sanchez said, car : 
student an opportunity to promote some inmicn h-. 
might tee! are important. Sanchez himself, in ddc.:, 
keeping up with the day-to-day dui les o t a r cecm . v^orke: 
to promote more flexible admissions requiicmcniv. 
testing legislation, and the Florida Public lntcrc>i R-- 
Groups. Sanchez interest in those issues, and in ih. 
regency itself, is well explained by the advice he ^r.wx 
teave to his replacement.

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A new-fangled day care center that is working

While many state-supported child care 
centers struggle with reduced budgets and 
dwindling community support, one program 
operated through the Leon County Four-C 
Council seems sure to stay afloat. 

The program, a new-fangled version of 
extended family care, is called hamily Day 

Care. 

Rosa Mitchell, one of 19 family care 
providers participating in the program, cares 
for five children in her neat, wood frame 
home. From 7:30 a.m. until 5:30 in the 
evening, she is mother to the five infants and 
toddlers under her care. She provides 
carefully balanced meals and snacks, reads 
stories, plavs f inger games, paints, supervises 
toilet training, and fjerformes the hundreds 
of other routine tasks required of mothers. 

Said Mitchell, *'I come to think of these 
children as my own. I get them sometimes as 
young as three weeks. I love to watch them 
grow." 

Mitchell, the mother of two grown 
daughters, has been a Family Day Care 
surrogate mother for six years. Armie Smith, 
coordinator of the Four-C program, said 
there is a waiting line of young mothers who 
requested Mitchell to care for their children 
while they attend school, work, or look for 
employment. 

One three-year-old boy who has been 
under Mitchell's care most of his life is 
reluctant to leave. The program policy 
requires that children older than three be 
transferred to one of Four-C's child care 
centers. Only infants and toddlers are cared 
for in the Family Day Care program. 

"We've tried to explain to the mother why 
we need to transfer him to the center, but she 
is really adamant about him staying with 
Rosa," said Smith. "The family atmosphere 
provided in a home setting is good for the 
children." 

The six-year-old Family Day Care program 
provides homes for 85 children three and 
younger. The 19 women who participate in 
the program are carefully screened by Smith, 
and subjected to monthly workshops

"Family Day Care is less institutionalized 
than the day care centers," Smith said in the 
colorful nursery of Mitchell's home. "It is by 



detailing nutrition information, child 
development skills and activities, music, 
communication, first aid, and how to deal 
with dehavior problems. 

The care providers are paid a nominal 
salary for their ten-hour days, not enough to 
compensate for the many services they 
provide, according to Smith. In a grant 
proposal to be reviewed in August, 
additional funds have been requested to 
boost those salaries. Smith said the waiting 
line for Family Day Care is lengthy. 

The large majority of mothers served by 
the program are low-income single parents. 
Smith said those admitted to the program 
must be high on a priority list of financial 
need and currently enrolled in school or 
seeking employment. Care is provided on a 
sliding-scale basis. For many of the children. 
Family Day Care provides the much needed 
stable home atmosphere that poor single 
mothers have difficulty providing, said 
Smith.

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IRAN 

Blaming the imperialist powers

Once again, the United States is being 
Uamed for tragedy and disorder in Iran. 
Americans may shake their heads in 
disbelief at the apparent irrationality of the 
charge that U.S. agents planned the recent 
explosions at the headquarters of the 
Islamic Republic Party (IRP) which killed 
74 clerical leaders, including the powerful 
Ayatollah Mohammed Behesti. 

But, this attack should not be shrugged 
off as the empty raving of a gaggle of mad 
Iranian mullahs. It is, in fact, a calculated 
political move which reveals a great deal 
about the current state of politics in that 
volatile nation. 

In its handling of this crisis, the "Party 
of God" has firmly re-estabUshed its own 
authority in a very short time. The 
explosion was obviously designed to deliver 
a massive blow to the leadership of the 
Islamic Republic. Yet early indications are 
thai the effort failed, despite the number of 
IRP leaders who fell. There is a resiliency in 
the IRP which must be profoundly 
disturbing to the authors of the explosion. 

The event did not trigger a dvil war, nor 
did it serve as the spark for a public revolt 
against the remaining clerical leadership, as 
may have been hoped. On the contrary, the 
state mechanism has continued to function 
with ruthless efficiency, having had no 
ditticuliy in rounding up dozens of 
suspected terrorists, Uterally within hours, 
and executing them after sununary trials. 
Indeed, the shock waves of the explosion 
may have provided a hidden benefit for the 
IRP, effectively anesthetizing the public to 
the fact that other opponents, who could in 
no \\ay have had anything to do with the 
^^xplosion, were being quietly eliminated 
under the cover of its aftermath. 

The credit for bringing a critical situation 

quickly under control must once again be 
'aid at the feet of the Ayatollah Khomeini. 
In recent weeks he has shown signs of 
'^ebleness and confusion, but his facuUies 
are obviously clear enough to have settled 
on a course which adeptly turned this 
potential disaster to poHtical advantage. 

The key to understanding his strategy lies 
jn examining the events immediately 
lOlloNving the explosion. Khomeini first 
^ed "leftist forces" for the deed. When 
^l»c smoke cleared, however, he had 
**opied another tack. Suddenly it was the 



United States that was to blame, along with 
the Soviet Union. The focus turned 
immediately to powers external to Iran, as 
Khomeini ordered a manhunt for counter- 
revolutionary forces in order to "purge 
America's and Russia's leftovers from the 

islamic Republic." 

Americans who paid even the most 
superficial attention to the events of the 
hostage crisis appreciate that Iran's 
leadership has always been able to make 
political capital by blaming the great 
powers for their troubles. What many 
observers fail to realize is just how custom- 
made this simple ploy is for a population 
which has been subjected to the great 
powers' squeeze for nearly a century and a 
half. Even today there are some die-hards 
in Iran who believe that Great Britain is 
behind all the present turmoil, so deep is the 
reservoir of bitterness which remains from 
the incessant meddling in Iranian affairs 
during the British colonial era. 

Moreover, accounting the explosion to 
external forces has allowed Khomeini to 
raise the banners of the original revolution 
once again. If the IRP leaders had been 
killed by an internal group, the victims 
would only represent the carnage wrought 
by those who would destroy the 
'^government sanctioned by God" from 
within, a sordid testament to the dissolution 
of the Islamic RepubHc. 

But as victims of the external great 
powers, the deaths of the IRP leaders could 
be defined as martyrdom. One tangible 
benefit of this policy was a rally of at least a 
million people for the funeral of the 
explosion's victims— the largest public 
demonstration in favor of the clerics since 
the original revolution. 

The external focus of blame for this event 
constitutes another, more suWc politick 
move, as weU. In Iran througfaout tlib 
century, poUtics has consisted laffdy of 
attempts to seize control launclMd by 
opposition groups which have glared 
support ahndst exclusively through pointing 
out the weaknesses Ml crimes of those «i 
power. If the IRP leadership were to 
acknowledge that this enormous crime may 
have been masterminded by internally- 
inspired groups, thtt teiy accusation would 
give the internal opposition a public 
recognteiOii it needs to acquire popular 
support. In effect. , simply by

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POLITICAL RUPTURE 

Rift developing between David Stockman and the Defense Department

WASHINGTON. D.C. — With Congress about to 

oonader the faurfest mfltoy spcaduii packaie in U.S. 

history, little debate is emerging over the amount. The 

F^ouse, Senate and Administration are in nure agreement cm 

the $132 billion called for by the 1982 Defense Authorizatimi 

Bill. 

But a major controversy is brewing over the bill, 
nevertheless, and it may signal a political rupture of 
significant long-term consequences for the Reagan 
Administration. 

The rupture is not between Republicans and Democrats. It 
is between Secretary of Defense Caspar Weinberger and 
David Stockman's Office of Management and Budget 
(OMB) — which has openly sided with House Democrats as 
well as Republicans in opposing certain provisions in the bill 
At issue is the very way the money is to be spent. 

The Department of Defense (DOD) is asking for 
procedural changes which could weaken Congressional 
oversight and control of defense procurement, and establish 
more lenient rules for defense contracts than those which 
now bind other agencies. The purpose of these provisions, 
according to the DOD, is to reduce red tape and delay, and 
to achieve economy through longer term contracting. 

Both the House Government Operations Committee, 
whrch sets Federal procurement policy, and OMB, which 
carries out the policy for the executive branch, are on record 
opposing the provisions. 

Such a rift in Administration policy is highly unusual. In 
the Reagan Administration, as in past administrations, the 
OMB has served as a clearing house for policy statements, 
reviewing proposed Congressional testimony for consistency 



with total Administration policy directions. Reportedly, 
Weinberger submitted his supporting testimony on the 
defense procurement issues to OMB just five minute^ before 
he appeared befm the House Armed Services Committee on 
June 23. 

Many people on Capitol Hill think the differences 
betweem OMB and DOD on this issue reflect a dangerous 
trend. Said one Republican staffer in the House, who 
requested anonymity, "It raises a significant issue as to 
whether we will have one government or two — everyone else 
and then the Defense Department. ' * 

Jerome Ziesman, a former chief counsel to the House 
Judiciary Conunittee who now works on free trade and 
competition issues, feels President Eisenhower's 1960 
warning to "beware the military-industrial complex" needs 
to be re-aired. Said Ziesman, * 'These provisions open a hole 
in the Fecteral treasury. It is a license for the military- 
industrial complex to come and make deals with the 
Secretary of Defense. We're tightening social programs, but 
aUowing the Defense Department to have non-competitive 
procurement that will be more profitable to a few companies 
and more expensive for the rest of us. Unless the OMB 
position prevails, any pretense at belt-tightening by this 
Administration is a sham.*' 

At present, OMB is trying to unify Federal procurement 
policies, reducing the enormous burdens contractors face in 
877 different sets of procurement regulations, and over 4,000 
separate provisions of procurement law. 

This effort will be thwarted if the Defense Department, 
which accounts for 70 percent of all Federal procurements, 
succeeds in winning legislative exemptions from general 
procurement rules. 

For example, one provision of the Senate Defense

Authorization Bill which was passed overwhelmingly in May 
would exempt DOD from the Brooks Act, a law passed in 
1965 requiring competitive bidding on procurement of 
automatic data processing equipment and services, through 
the General Services Administration (GSA). 

Under the exempting provision, introduced by Sen. John 
Warner, R-Va., the former Navy Secretary, DOD would do 
its own contracting for computer equipment and services, 
eliminating any delays involved in going through GSA. 
Secretary Weinberger supports this change.

The strongest cniic of the exempting provisions of the 
Defense Authorization Bill is Congressman Jack Brooks, D- 
Tex., chairman of the House Government Operations 
Committee and author of the Brooks Act. His committee 
issued a report on the House version of the authorization bill 
Specifically objecting to many of the changes in procurement 
policy. Brooks will bring his objections before the whole 
House. If he succeeds in winning support for his position, a 
conference committee with the Senate will be arranged to 
iron out differences between the two bills. 

A Republican staffer who works with Brooks' committee 
noted, "Brooks is a tenacious and powerful guy. Someone 
else might have knuckled under (to the DOD), but he seems 
to revel in the challenge." 

The Congressional debate over the DOD exempting 
provisions is not partisan. Congressman Frank Horton (R- 
NY), the ranking Republican on the House Government 
Operations Ccnnmittee, agrees with Brooks on the pro- 
con^^etitive and overset issues. On the Senate Armed 
Services Committee, by contrast. Senator Warner was 



supported by committee I3emocrats m hi^ proposal to 
remove DOD from the strictures of the Brooks Act and other 
requirements. In fact, only one senator voted against the 
entire Defense .•\uthonzaiion Bill when it passed in 
May— Oregon Republican Mark Maiticid, who heads the 
Senate Appropriations Committee. 

Thus, despite overwhelming sentiment in Congress to 
bolster military spending, there is a growing difference of 
opinion on ways to monitor the enormous procurements 
which will be generated by the increased defense budget. As 
Caldwell Butler, R-Va., put it, in supporting the exempting 
provisions, "A tightly-reined horse provides a sense of 
security to the rider, but never wins any races.'* 

On the other side. Representative Henry Cionzales, D.- 
Tex., said, "I predict that with the increase in this 
procurement money, the American taxpayer will be gouged 
by at least 10 percent of this total in excess profit in war 
profiteering, and that amounts to many, many billions of 
dollars."

acknov^ledging the deed, the IRP could be 
sealing its own eventual fate, establishing 
tangible focus for internal opposition. 

Ihus, rather than recogni/e the forces of 
the Mujahadin-e Khalq and the leftist 
opposition groups as a true opposition, the 
leadership of the Islamic Republic has 
chosen to treat the arrests and executions ot 
their members as an act of moral 
**surgcry," excising those who cannot 
survive in the Islamic Republic because they 
are ethical blights on the body politic. In 
ihis sense, the definition of government 
action toward them is not thai of battling 
the opposition— which would give them 
strength — but rather of eliminating those 
who are unredeemable. 

The distinction between combating 
opposition and purging cancerous growth is 
more than just a semantic nicety. The 
Ayatollah Khomeini seems willing to go to 
any length to preserve the institutions of the 
Islamic Republic intact. His own beliefs 
concerning government do not admit that 
there can be two opposing opinions, both 
of which could be correct. In the political 
state ordained by the law of God, there can 
only be one morally correct position. 
Differing interpretations of the law are 
resolved through the process of Islamic 
jurisprudence, and Khomeini is the chief 

judge. Therefore, to admit that a legitimate 
opposition exists within the Islamic 
Republic is tantamount to denying the 
reality of the state he has created. This is a 
logicad impossibility. 

Many Iranians feel that iChomdni may 
be caught in his own ideological trap. The 
Islamic Republic is not moving forward to- 
ward giving its citizens a better Ufe. It has cre- 
atedchaos, disorder anddanger for itscitizens 
and great uncertainty about the economic 
future. The clerics* dream that all things 
will run smoothly once the social cancer has 
been cut out and the population has been 



set on the right moral track represents an 
astounding, naive idealism. The fact is that 
a real opposition does exist. Regardless of 
the clerics' hopes, that opposition has its 
own martyrs now, and as in the original 
revolution, the more it is attacked, the 
greater will be its resistance. Reports from 
small towns and cities in Iran indi^te that 
the years of unrest have not failed to leave 
their mark on the student population, 
which is rapidly becoming politicized anew, 
thus assuring continuation of the present 
struggle into the next generation. One 
y ou ng student from a small town in southern 
Iran, who is now studying in the United 
States, reports: **A11 my sisters have 
become Marxists. When they arrested my 
cousin for passing out leaflets, my older 
sister announced that she would never 
marry but would devote her life to fighting 
the mullahs.** 

The execution of 12 school girls in 
Teheran in the last week of June— 11 of 
them under the age of 16 — for demonstrating 
against the ouster of former president 
Abolhassan Bani-Sadr offers grim evidence 
that this attitude had made inroads among 
the yoiing. Indeed, the tension between 
idealism and reality may be the principal 
threat to the leaders of the IRP, who are 
heavily dependent on public support of 
their rule. At the beginning of the 
revolution the cterical leaders promised the 
population that they would create heaven 
on earth. Islam shares with Christianity the 
story of the Garden of Eden— the original 
heaven on earth. But the Iranian 
population has Icmg since tasted the bitter 
fruit of reality and moral ambiguity. They 
understand that a return to the paradise of 
tegend is unattainable. 

Thus, the clerical leadership will soon 
have to face the fact that the Iranian 
population must learn to live with itself, in 
all of its conflicts and diversity. Blaming the 
Great Satan for one's plight may bring 
comfort in the short run, but it does not 
provide guidance along the ominous long- 
term path through the real world.

gj^ov^n - a strange sight for a Tuesday night. The line

idmission Some people were worried about their mental 
^nvacy. "Vou mean if I think he sucks, he can tell? He can

Kre^kin came on stage at 10:30 for his second show of the 
;j,nr C hairs were set up tightly around the stage and 
ovkded people stood in the corners of the bar, making for 
„ aimosphere of sweats anticipation. Every time anyone 
josscd the stage, the kids in the front row would yell "Yay 
kreskin!" The bar hummed with the last call before the 
.how started. Bouncers kept clearing a path for Kreskin to 
Aalk up the stage — and as soon as they'd turn around, the 
iisle would fill up again. People were getting restless for 
me supernatural entertainment. 

Krc kin's assistant finally came onstage to make sure all 

! Kreskin's supplies were ready: pencils for the audience, a 
minature digital clock, paper, a cardboard clipboard, and a 
onger pencil for Krcskm. 

f inallv, a voice boomed over the microphone "Ladies 
and ticnilemen, please welcome The Amazing Kreskin/'' and 
a shwhilv built man with small eyes and a huge smile 
zoomed onto the stage, wearing a black suit with a print 
shirt underneath. 

He banters about a few jokes, mostly polyester in 
qualitv. and seems to be sizing up the audience. They in 
turn arc sizing up this slight-statured man they've all seen 
on TV countless times. Everyone seems to be thinking the 
same thing: is it enough to smile? Do you have to send out 
triendly thoughts as well? 

Kreskin seeems to feel the audience is warmed up 
lunigh. He grabs the long pencil, and asks for three people 
10 lend him their rings for a trick. This is the straight magic 
pari of his act. It sets the mood of wonder. He returns a few 
ot the rings offered as too thin or too expensive, confiding 
that 11 took him eight years to learn this trick, and not only 
J(K^ it fail sometimes on him, but occasionally the rings in 
question get damaged. Sure, the audience seems to 
mutter. .. sounds risky, but go for it. 

He lines the three rings up on the pencil, and holds the 
pc[Kil up so all can see that the rings are solid and separate. 
W iih one motion of his hand over the rings, they become 
linked together. He takes the chain off the pencil, and holds 
It up. "See the chain?" He passes the chain to each of the 
donors to examine. Each are convinced the rings are linked. 
Kreskin then slips the chain back on the pencil, and pulls 
the first ring off, and hands it back to the donor. "Not 
broken or cracked, is it?" he asks. All the donors are

That gets a meaicr faugh, so he foes on. The audience is 

full of willing, eager particiiMUits, so finding two for the 
card routine is easy. Both grab six or seven ouds from 
Kreskin's hand; he puts the re^ of the cards down, and 
turns his back to the audience. The first volunteer 
misunderstands the directions, and mstead of phKmg each 
card as Kreskin guesses it face down on the stage, he keeps 
them in his hand. Kreskin is confused. "Are you putting 
each card as I call it out on the stage — I keep seeing the 
same cards..." 

Conversation ripples through the audience: how couU he 
have known that he was keeping the cards in his hand if he 
weren't rcaUy a mindreader? The next vduateer follows 
directions, as Kreskin guesses each card, she holds it up, 
and then places it face down on the sta^. He only made 
two mistakes, which he corrected quickly. He named every 
card in their hands. 

And he says he's no psychic. 

The last part of his p^ormaace is everyone's favorite. 
Kreskin passes out paper and paidls to the audience, and 
hands out ten or more envelopes. 

**I want you all to write down some date or number, place 
or person that means a lot to you. Write down something 
that happened to you as a child of five or a little older — 
something uncolored by the memories of your parents, 
something that happened to you. Make it.short, think of it, 
get a picture firmly in your mind. Write it down, fold up 
your paper, and put it in one of the envelopes.

Dallas waai't televinon's first prime-time soap opera; the 
phenomenal Peyton Place set all the rules for that genre long 
before myone ever heard of Southfork.

besictes sex and scandal, this drama about the professional 
lives of movie people featiured constant cameo appearances 
by real-life stars.

His power, he says lies in the simple fact that he has 
practiced being sensitive, being perceptive to other people 
all his life. As a blind man can often tell who enters a room 
by their smell or sound, through senses heightened to 
incredible power through need, so Kreskin feels he has 
simpK honed his sense of perception to a point beyond the 
capacity of most. 

Kreskin puts his powers in perspective with a Margaret 
Mead anecdote: "Margaret Mead told me that in all of the 
tribes she ever visited, there was always one person who 
seemed to be able to feel what others felt more keenly than 
the rest. ..they would usually have a relieving, easing touch, 
and the tribe came to this person with their troubles. 1 think 
the best asset one can possess is the ability to really 
empathi/e with another... that's mind power."

Everything We Had: A n Oral History of 
the Vietnam War by Thirty-Three 
American Soldiers Who Fought It, Al 
Santoli, Random House, 1981. $12.95.

For all intents and purposes there has 
been a major revision in the official line on 
United State's involvement in the Vietnam 
War. Reagan, Haig & Co. have made 
frequent speeches of late, both before and 
after the Inauguration, holding out our 12 
year affair in Southeast Asia as a noble 
effort, victimized primarily by a lack of 
commitment at home. 

It's a sharp turnabout from the Carter 
Administration, which more or less 
recognized Vietnam as a foreign policy 
blunder born of overconfidence and 
zealous adherence to the American Dream. 
We have gone from the War Powers Act of 
1974, which virtually assured that no 
president would ever have the authority to 
wage another undeclared war, to the Age of 
Reagan, where we find the president and his 
men seeking to dilute the War Powers Act 
expressly so they will be able to order 
another Vietnam if they feel the need. 

But any controversy over whether 
Vietnam was a good war of a noble cause 
cxi.Ms solely in the minds of the ignorant 
and the politicians. Fortunately there is a 
gri»wing body of work by writers who were 
in Southeast Asia in one capacity or 
another that goes a long way toward setting 
the record straight. 

The most recent is Everything We Had, 
by New York writer Al Santoli. The book 
builds on the work of other writers, diverse 
in their- approach and style, who have 
developed a Vietnam genre. These books 
aie critical of U.S. involvement there, but 
they are not simply anti-war in the style of 
work from the late 60s and early 70s.

the most vivid and horrifying to date. As 
such it is also a litt)e suspect, unless you 
instinctively believe, as I did when I first 
read the book, that Herr is telfing you the 
truth about this place. Herr was a 
profoundly different man when he returned 

from Vietnam. His Vietnam is a metaphor 
for death, or more accurately death by 
gangrene, and while it sctvcs an artistic end 
unequaled by other Vietnam writers, it is 
also better as the story of one man rather 
than a chronicle of our nation's 
invohrement there. It is too personal to be 
objective history. 

The same can be said for Phillip 
Caputo*s A Rumor of War, an 
autobiograhical account of a Marine Corps 
junior officer who arrived in Vktnam with 
the first waves of Marines. Csqnito returned 
as a correspondent, and was among the last 
to evacuate Saigon in 1975, so his 
impressions, which coincide with Herr's for 
the most part, are rooted in a loB^ and 
detailed involvement with that war. But 
Caputo*s story only gotes as far as his 
military involvement there, which ended 
with his indictment for the murder of two 
South Vietnamese men he suspected of 
being Viet Cong. 

So Caputo*s point of view is also suspect, 
since the book deals primarily with the 
injustice of the war and ultimately becomes 
an apologia for his actions. His is also a 
horror story of how Vietnam twisted the 
minds of those who were there to the point 
that the legalities of killing no 
longered mattered. In Vietnam, Caputo 
tells us there were only two kinds of people: 
those who were dead and those who 
weren't, and the difference between them 
was of little consequence. 

While the motives of both Herr and 
Caputo may be questioned in some 
quarters, they describe the war in essentially 
the same detail. It was a war lifted from an 
absurdist novel, a war with no "front lines" 
or "rear lines." There were only secured 
areas, tiny islands of relative safety, if a 
mortar attack can be considered safe; the 
rest belonged to the Viet Cong.

The Make Nine series of robots wot the stroniest and 
most iatefi^eiM creatures ever nuMte by auui— tbe highest 
achievemem of aaui's eagiaeering art, bis body growa from 
living tissue, hb braia constraded from aietal, and every 
neural pathway and learning pattern the exact dupficate of a 
brilliant but erratic eagiaeer aaaied Paisley. Paisley's 
imagination, memory, longings, experiences and his 
personality were recorded onto tapes that were stored, and 
then studied for duplication. Mack of the data was 
erased— the personal quaks (» nnich as could be detected) 
and useless memories — as much as could be deleted without 
harming the learning stored there.

Their view of Vietnam has some objective veracity because 
they su|)port one another independently. 

Both books are supported further by Everything We 
Hmi, an exo^ent book by Al SamoM, a Rifleman with the 
25th Infantry Division in Dau Tleng durii^ 1968-69. 

Everything We Had has few literary pretentions — it is 
an oral record of the escperieiices of 31 Vietnam vets, mudi 
of it in characteristic inilitary jargon. Readers should be 
aware that there is ii helpful ^o^ary at the end of the book. 
Unlike the two earlier books it is not one man's story. It is a 
fanly broad view of the war covering eyoits from the time 
the earnest "advisors** arrived there in 1962, through the 
Gulf of Tonkin incident and the Tet Offensive, 
Vietnaauzation and the fall of Saigon.Themen and women 
who made Everything We Had are not those who arrived 
home physically or emotionally handicapped. Most, in 
fact, have gone on to lead very productive lives. They have 
no particular axe to grind, and that is why their stories are 
so important: they lend further credence to the stories of 
those who do have an axe to grind. 

Imagine this: You have lived for months in a jungle 
clearing about 100 kilometers from the nearest city. Your 
job is to periodically move with your squad deep into the 
jungle, ostensibly searching for Viet Cong; only you never 
find any. In fact, you seldom see any. in fact, you are not 
there to fmd them at aU, you simply go deeper into the 
jungle until they find you. When you manage to draw thdr 
fire (but you still don't see them) you radio for air suinM>rt. 
Fighter jets then come in and bomb the VC. Only the VC 
are usually gone by the time the jets arrive. Even if they are 
not, you can only collect their bodies aind then return to 
your base. You have won nothing, except thdr dead 



bodies. You've captured no land, found no flMjor troop 
Mov q a c n ts, aothiof . You go back to yom base until the 
next time you must fo homing VC. 

That may not give you a very good idea of what it was 
like to be in Vietnam; it does not take imo account the 
omnipresent heat and fear and hunger that dogged these 
sokliers, but it is a fair iq^proximation of tactical objectives 
in a war of itftrkion. In Vietnam, the only- real objective 
was to break the will of the Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese, a peofrie unified by their nationalist spirit and 
hardened by 50 yews of guerilla war inmost the Japanese, 
French and Americans. It did not take us long to learn that 
the Viet Cong could be killed much easier than they could 
be defeated. The only way to stop them was to drive them 
from the jungle, and the only way to do that was to bum 
90^ of South Vietnam to the ground. 

Santoli tries to be objective in his book. His contributors 
cover the chstance of the war, they have differmg political 
orientations, different ethnic and racial backgrounds, they 
served in differem bnmd»s of the armed forces and they 
came from different ranks. Everythu^ We Had ateo has 
some women contributors, the first book to indude the 
equally alarming experiences of women in Vietnttn. 
Women undo- combat conditions develop many of the 
same violait emotions fdt by mra; induc&ig homidcfad 
rage and intense racial hatfed. 

Santoli's Vietnam, »a resiih is less vivid that Herr's or 
Caputo's because it is not the condensed expermce of an 
mdividual but the coltective view of the entire w»r. Bitt it is 
no less horrifying than Dispatches or A Rumor of War 
because it carries the same implied oiiessage: ^etnam was 
too foreign to our own national experience for us to ever 
fight an effective ww thrn. We involved oursdves in 
something we did not understand. We wm foofish and 
naive.

Mary Lou was the last unsterilized and unprogranuned 
female on earth. Born with a high IQ and an intolerance for 
the dorm schools that dealt out sopors for tension and 
marijuana for a maintenance high, and stressed solitude 
and pleasure above all else, Mary Lou ran away before her 
time for sterilization, and found refuge in the Bronx zoo in 
New York City. She lived on a bench outside of the House 
of Reptiles, undrugged, and stole sandwiches from the zoo 
maintenance robot for sustenance. She knew how to deal 
with unruly or bothersome robots — all robots up to the 
Make Nine were really quite stupid — and could silence even 
the most vociferous with a strong **Bug off robot*' that 
never failed to surprise or succeed. 

Paul meets Spofforth while he is Dean of NYU. Paul 
wants to teach reading. Realizing the illegality, Spofforth 
declines the offer, but gives Paul a job transcribing onto 
tape the words to a cache of silent movies from the early 
part of the 20th century that had just been found in the 
basement of the University library. As Paul becomes 
enmeshed in the world that was, he learns the habits and 
HcL'ins to yearn for the practices that were. He stops taking 
all his drugs (although free and readily available) so he can 
think better. He meets Mary Lou in the zoo, and as she also 
stopped taking all her drugs, they find eager 
companionship in one another. Frightened by the 
increasing number of public immolations 
occurring— drugged and de^fmteit youths setting 



themselves afire in groups everywiim. fron tiie itreeis to 
the booths at the Burner Chef — ftlafy Lou novo into the 
University with Paul, and soon learns to read. 

This is of course where all the trooMe Uuu. One man 
who can read is had. enough. Two people, in love, 
committing the further crime (tf cohahitation, that can read 
are threats to the welfare of society. 

Spofforth, as Make Nine perfection, and rakr of most 
humans he comes in contact with because of that 
superiority, upholds the laws of privacy and no reading. He 
sends Bentley off to prison, and keeps Mary Lou with him. 
The bulk of the novel has Paul working to get back to Mary 
Lou, and Spofforth trying to end Ins wretched existence. 

Walter Tevis is probably best known for his earlier novel 
The Man Who Fell to Earth, the basis for the cult movie that 
featured David Bowie in the title role. Mockingbird is 
currently being made into a PBS special movie to air 
sometime in the near future. Maybe when the work hits the 
screen, some of its problems can be worked out. Although 
Tevis' premise is quite intriguing, his execution sometimes 
flounders. In a future world bom of a man's imagination, 
the reader needs details to sustain him for the trip. Tevis 
has nn annoying problem with inconsistencies — how could 
people who still go to Burger Chef 
(for algaeburgers) have forgotten how to have 
pets? — that impede fuUbeUevability.He has taken the world 
we live in today, born of the *'Me generation,** and 
brought it away. He takes the grossest examples of what is 
and stretches it to the grotesque point of what could be. 

While Tevis* inconsistencies do annoy, his sense of 
humor aiul satire make up for them. It is not difficult to 
imagine our modem love of inebriation resulting in a 
culture where the deviant is the person who is sober. It is 
also not difficult to imagine the decline of the "useless" 
emotions and rituals we all hold so dear now becoming 
phased out as the emphasis on practicality becomes rigid. 

So, even though Mockingbird misses a few of its primest 
opportunities for satire, when it examines human flaws it 
succeeds in the best tradition of the science fiction genre. 
When we think about the way things could turn out, we're 
a lot more conscious of the way things go now. 

And that never hurts.

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Edwards' style redeems 'S.O.B.'

The story ki S.O.B. Isn't flmch. D»trai^ over bad 
reviews of his latest movie, fibn producer Felix Fanner 
(Ridiard Mnllian, of ABC's fails at k^ himsdf a 
few times bddiedecidhig to reshoot Us movie as an erotic 
fantasy. Much is then made of the fact that Sally Miles 
(Julie Andrews), his wife and the movie's star, will 
jeopardiae her virginal hnage by baring her bosom. The 
gi^ hung on this flimsy framework range fi-om a few very 
funny ones to many bad ones, with much of the humor of a 
rather childish variety. 

What redeems S,O.B. is that distinctive Edwards style. 
Sitting among ultra-modem decors or driving around in 
cowertible sports cars, the people in S.O.B. have only one 
thing to look forward to: that Edwards inevitability, a 
wild, raucous debauch. 

It's because of that Edwards style that you remain 
interested in the movie, that you ignore all the bad jokes. 
You can see it in an early scene. After one of Farmer's 
suicide attempts, his doctor (Robert Preston) and director 
(William Holden), along with two young hedonistic 
Califomians — complete with roller skates — sit around 
the counter in Farmer's kitchen. Edwards rests his camera a 
few feet away, to the back and at a slight angle, and shoots 
the scene in a long take, with a couple of close-ups cut in.

Nothmg really happens, the two men and two girls aren't 
talkmg aboirt anything important. But Edwards draws us 
into a fascinating image of bored rich lolling around the 
beach house, hoping something comes along for diversion. 
(That long tal» and immobile camera are typical of 
Edwtfds' comedic style, letting the scene bring itself to a 
skywboiL) 

Much of the problem with S.O.B. has to do with 
Mulligan, whose drugged stumbling through suicide 
attempts comprises much of the slapstick in the first part of 
the fihn. Mulligan, never very funny in Soap anyway, 
moves like a zombie through his giEigs, draining them of any 
Iramor they might have had. It's impossible not to think of 
Peter SeUers in this part, bringing to it the same kind of 
becahned absurdity that worked so well in The Party and 
Being There. Overbearing and embarassinjg. Mulligan's 
performance fairly screams for the understatement the late 
Sellers would have brought . 

Edwards pulls us into S,O.B. by starting off at a brisk 
pace, introducing over a dozen characters in the first 
minutes. By the time the movie's over, he's provided a huge 
cast of oddballs slightly reminiscent of an Altman film 
(ultimately including a guru played by Larry Storch — of F 
Troop!). Some of the performances are magnificent, 
especially Holden as the relaxed, sympathetic director, and 
Preston as the cynical, wise-cracking doctor. Other 
members of the large cast do well, too, including Loretta 
Swit as a gossip columnist, and Shelly Winters as an agent. 

S,0,B. has taken a pretty heavy drubbing at the .hands 
of the critics (including the one 

for Tallahassee's other paper). Most of the complaints have 
to do with the story — admittedly weak — and with what 
the critics see as overly cynical and even hypocritical flaws 
in Edwards' satire of the movie business. One reason for 
this short-sightedness: The same preoccupation, bordering 
on obsession, with interpreting everything as literal and 
autobiographical that resulted in so many assaults on 
Woody Allen's Stardust Memories. The other reason is the 
natural result of the first: If you're too busy "figuring out" 
the movie, there's hardly any way you can sit back and 
enjoy it.

It ail started a little less than 25 years ago in 
the sleepy. Gulf Coast communities of 
Clearwater and Largo. Within a stone's 
throw of each other, the two cities bask in the 
sun in an area steeped in baseball tradition. 
Every spring, dozens of major league ball 
teams invade the beaches «id year-round 
Baseball Is King. 

Fittingly enough, this story centers around 
the exploits of three pitchers — two brothers 
and a cousin — who grew up playing baseball 
with and against each other. They are the 
I. ed belters. 

Jeff, who shall hereafter be called 
Treetops, is the oldest and was the first to 
gain national recognition for his athletic 
prowess. Brother David soon followed in his 
footsteps, however, while cousin Jeff is 
patiently awaiting his chance for fame. All 
three are members of the Florida State 
baseball team. 

Treetops is a Seminole veteran who was 
drafted out of high school three years ago by 
the New York Yankees. He decided to wear 
the garnet and gold instead of the blue 
pinstripes. At 6-foot-2 and 210 pounds, he 
came to Tallahassee as an overpowering 
left handed pitcher, but it was a career that 
wasn't meant to be. 

In three years at FSU, he has earned a 
decision in only two games, emerging with a 
1-1 record and al5.8 ERA in ten appearances. 
It is not with his arm, but with his bat that he 
has carved his niche in the Seminole record 
books. As a pitcher/designated hitter in 
1979, Treetops blasted 13 homers and drove 
in 54 runs while hitting .351 and playing in 49 
games. 

In 1980, he earned a spot in the starting

line-up as the Seminole's first baseman and 
helped lead the club to a berth in the College 
World Series after winning the Metro 
Conference Championship and the South 
Regional. In his sophomore season, he belted 
19 home runs and drove in 73 runs. Playing 
in 63 games he compiled a .311 batting 
average and an impressive .987 fielding 
average. And the scouts began to take notice. 

Last season, the Business Administration 
major gave them plenty to talk about. ^e 
batted .333 while driving in an FSU record 95 
runs and hitting 23 homers and 19 doubles. 
He also led the club with 12 game-winning 
RBIs while helping FSU win a team record 56 
games and a second Metro Conference 
Championship. 

Drafted by the Montreal Expos in the 
fourth round this spring, he opted to play 
one more year with the Seminoles and will 



return to FSU in the fall. Presently, Treetops 
is honing his skills in the Alaska League 
while eyeing the NCAA career home run 
mark set this past season by teammate Mike 
Fuentes. Fuentes smashed 64 round-trippers 
over four years; Ledbetter has 55 in three 
seasons and the least he has hit in a single 
year is 13. 

Brother David promises to be just as good. 
A lanky 6-foot-5 (compared to Jeff's stocky 
6-2, 210 pounds), the junior was drafted by 
the Baltimore Orioles in the second round of 
the spring draft, but opted to remain in 
college. Thanks to his brother. 

"I told the scout 'If my brother signs, 1*11 
go. If not, I want to play with him for a 
year,' " David explained. "He understood.*' 

Lucky for the Seminoles, Treetops decided 
not to sign with the Expos and David joined 
his brother at FSU. While Jeff is enjoying an

"I know the other Jc 
pretty well. For the last three or four vear 
I've been mistaken for him. I guess I'm 
getting used to it now." 

Jeff, like his two cousins, will try to pitch 
for the Tribe. He has the size (6-foot-4. 20^ 
pounds), but is still a little rusty after no! 
playing for a year. So far this summer on the 
mound for the Coloneys, he's recorded a 
single win, beating Buckhead 5-4. 

"I just want a chance to pitch," he 
explained.

Claxton sat in a chair staring at the wall. 
He had just been released from Florida's River Jimction 
C orreciional Institute. 
Around him buzzed a dinner party thrown to celebrate his

C laxton was not happy to be out. 

He has been in and out of prisons for 33 years. Writing 
bad checks, being arrested, being convicted and imprisoned, 
getting paroled, and then beginning the cycle again. 

I iko the aborigines who were exposed to western culture 
' - uld not cope, Claxton was the representative of an 
' if^K different cuhure: prison. 

Jusi every cotton pickin' principle you can think of on 
he outside is the exact opposite in prison," said Claxton. 
^ou don't have friends. You dor>'t do things for people. 
All that is important is what can 1 do to you and what can 1 
get from you." 

Claxton is important in prison. He is a w»nt writer, a jail 
f^ouse lawyer. He is respected by other prisoners. On the 
^^uiside. he is a prisoner who must start at the bottom with 
tile or no experience. 

^ f months after his release, Claxton was arrested for 
nving while intoxicated. He returned to prison and is now 
TiUahassee Community Correction Institute. 
His friends on the outside say he probably can no kmi^ 
survive anywhere but in prison.

Augustus Turnbull 111 is moving up in the 

world. 

As of August 18 "(ius" Turnbull will 
become Florida Stale's newest \ ice presideiu 
for academic affairs, cappnii-' a nine-month 
search to fill the position vacated by Robert 
O. Law ton's death last October. 

Turnbull, 41 , who is currently an associate 
vice president for academic affairs and 
chairperson of the Department of Public 
Affairs, was selected from a field of about 
100 applicants nationwide. His was one of 
five names sent to President Bemie Sliger in 
May by a special search committee. At that 
time Turnbull received the endorsement of 
committee member and student body 
president Tim Meenan, who said Turnbull 
had displayed a special understanding of and 
concom for student problems. 

The final decision was Siiger's, who made 
TumbuU's selection public hot Thursday. 

"I believe Dr. Gus Turnbull meets aO the 
criteria for the top academic position at 
Florida State University/* Sliger said In a 
prepared statement. "He is a man of 
unquestioned iategpty, acadenuc ainfity and 
dedication." 

Turnbull has held various posts at FSU 
since coming here in 1971 from the University 
of Georgia.

•Fiorida's prisons are plagued with mismanagement, 
brutality, homosexuaJ rape, drug abuse, and numerous other 
serious deficiencies, according to a report prepared last year 
by a House subcommittee responsible for overseeing 
corrections. Almost every year the legislature publishes a 
report which concludes that Florida's prisons aren't 
working. 

•Florida imprisons more people, both per capita and 
absolute numbers, than almost any other state in the U.S. Its 
imprisonment rate, the number of prisoners per 100,000 
people, always ranks second, third or fourth in the nation. 

So we're spending a lot of money to imprison a lot of 
people, and the system doesn't seem to be working. 

This series is going to try to fmd out why Claxton can oiriy 
survive in prison. 

According to sociologists, criminologists, and other 
experts, there are at least ten fundamental problems with 
Florida's prison system. In the coming five weeks The 
Flambeau will look at each problem from the perspective of 
those in the system, the guards and prisoners. 

The ten problems incltide: 

IDLENESS/LACX OF raOGlABAS 

Only 10% of Florida's prison populatioa can participate in 
rchabttitative programs. The rest sit. 

On any given day, hdf isi the popiditfion of Florida State 
Prison is on total lodt down, in coiiq>lete Isolation. 

Boredom is ubiquitoiit in Florida prisons. 

As a result drugs and gambling have become the center of 
the prison social system according to prisoners interviewed 
and last year's Hoiue report. 

Security is the overriding concern of prison officials. To 
maintain security, strict regimentittkm is oiforced. This 
**total comiol** Mwely curtails indiviihial dedm 
leaving prisoners dq)enclent on the institution.

RAOSM/RACIAL TENSK>N 

Blacks make up about 14^ of Flmda's population. 
Forty-nine percent of all prisoners are black. 

About 90^9 of all Oepartment of Cmections personnel 
are white. Nearly all guards are white and are from the rural 
areas near prisons. 

Racial tension between prisoners and prisoners and 
between guards and prisoners causes many fights, and an 
occasional riot, according to researchers with the Florida 
Clearinghouse on Criminal Justice. 

CELIBACY/SEXUAL ASSAULT 
Celibacy is required in Florida's prisons. Even 

masturbation is frowned upon. (Recently a prisoner's parole 

was denied because of excessive masturbation.) 
Sexual desire finds outlets though. Sexual brutality is 

commonplace in some of Florida's prisons, according to last 

year ' s House subcommittee report . 
Big men protect and rape smaller men, acceding to 

Claxton. 

ISOLATION/LACK OF FAMILY TIES 

Almost half of the inmates' in major prisons are held in 
rural north Florida. All of Florida's major prisons, except 
Dade Correctional Institute, are in rural areas. 

Given that most prisoners come from urban areas and 
poor families, the placement of Florida prisons causes 
isolation. Family and friends from Miami can't afford to 
drive 400 miles to Raiford. Private social and religious 
organizations can't afford to send volunteers out into the 
country.

• This was a very important year, not only because ot the 
jnificant level of funding for the universities, but because 
I,! was the third year in a row there was a major emphasis on 
he^ education, " says House Appropriations chairperson 
I Herb Morgan of Tallahassee. 

Florida is the talk of the country in higher education 
Icirdes right now," Morgan said. "When our faculty and 
dfans go to national meetings, people are coming up to 
:hem and saying, 'What's happening in Florida? Tell me 
|at)ouiallthegood things I hear are going on in Florida.' " 
California's university system is generally considered the 
Ibe^' n the country, developed during the 1950's and 60's as 
i% echnical industry moved into the st \te. 
Legislative leaders and Gov. Bob Graham decided to 
-aich California's higher education achievement as Florida 
currently tries to broaden its economic base and attract big 
buMness and industry. 

We have a real opportunity to gain in that many other 
uates are not increasing their higher education funding or 
a-e cutting back, " says Duby Ausley of Tallahassee, 
chairperson of the Board of Regents. 

They're having a traumatic experience in Michigan and 
Ohio. Illinois and other states. It makes you feel real good 
about Florida," Ausley said. ''You see them going through 



a blood bath, while we have an opportunity to expand and 
improve our higher education system.** 

The basic university system appropriation for 1981-82 is 
$437.5 million, a $48 miUion increase over 1980-81. The 
Legislature also appropriated more than $90 million for 
construction, including money to establish a higher 
education facility for Broward County to be shared by two 
state universities and several community colleges. 

Legislators also expanded Florida International 
University in Miami to include freshman and sophomore 
programs and expanded statewide the engineering 
curriculum, including the establishment of an engineering 
school to be shared by Florida State and Florida A&M 
universities in Tallahassee. 

The Legislature did order a reduction in Chancellor 
Barbara Newell's central office staff, Hmit the number of 
university lobbyists and prohibit universities and colleges in 
assisting in any way groups promoting out- of- marriage sex, 
a prohibition most university officials see as 
an unconstitutional infringement on free speech and a 
dangerous precedent. 

But university system officials believe they made out like 
bandits overall. 

"It was one of the most significant sessions as it relates 
to higher education since I've been fcAowiof ^ 
Legislature," said Ausley. "Gov. Bob Graham and the 
regents got almost everything we asked for." 

Florida's university system, considered about average in 
terms of quality when the drive for improvement began, 
already is showing signs of significant achieveownt, 
Morgan says, even though **this is not s om et hin g you am 
accomplish in just a year or two.*' 

"We don't seem to be losing faculty like we were several 

years ago and we're recruiting some pretty strong peofile in 
several categories," he said. "I don't known of any state 
giving higher education the eiiq>hasis we've gben it in the 
last couple of years. Other states may be continuing their 
programs at a level similar to ours, but no state is doing as 
mudi new higlier education work as we are."

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Choice omissions 

In an editorial last May we complained bitterly about the conduct of 
Sen. James East, North CaroUna, who was chairing a special 
subcomnuttee on abortion. At issue was an anti-abortion bill before 
the subcommittee that would have defined human life as beginning at 
the paint oi cooeeption thus living a ielm the same constitutiona! 
rights as anyone else. 

As you may remember, East was stacking the testimony with 
"expert** witnesses who were opposed to abortion, and not allowing 
those committee members who were pro-choice to call their own 
witnesses. The subcommittee finally approved the bill Thursday, but 
only after East had caused so much embarassment to his colleagues — 
even those who supported his legislation — that it appears the bill will 
now languish in conunittee for the forseeable future. 

But the abortion controversy is far from over, and the Washington 
P6st has uncovered some of the evidoice suppressed during those 
hearings that really should make its way into the public record. 
Thanks to the Reagan administration, and Secretary of Health and 
Human Soiices Richard Schweiker specifically, that evidence may 
never be considered by the Senate. Schweiker's office decided to 
replace the report with another hastily prepared report that more 
accurately reflected the secretary's anti-abortion sentiments. 

Dr. Willard Gates Jr., chief of abortion surveillance at the Center 
for Disease Control in Atlanta, was to have read an 11-page report to 
the senators which outlined rather convincingly the positive effects of 
legalized abortion. Included in the report were data showing: 

•That abortion-related deaths and illnesses have fallen off sharply 
since the Supreme Court made early abortions legal in 1973. In 1965, 
the report says, aborticms accounted for 2(W% of all pregnancy-related 
deaths. In 1976, after abortioiis were legalized, there were only two 
aborticm-related deaths. 

•Advances in surgical methods have made abortions safer than 
childbearing for many women who suffer complications before or 
during delivery. Childbirth is now seven times as dangerous as having 
an abortion. 

•Legalized abortions have caused a sharp decline in the number of 
high-risk teenage marriages and out-of-wedlock births, which account 
for many of the unwanted and abused children in this country. 

•Legalized abcHtions have actually inmased the number of births 
to families with genetic risks. Amniocentesis — examination of the 
fetus during iMT^nancy — has made it possible for women to become 
pr^nant with the option erf abbrtii^ slKmld the fetus develop into 
what would be a deformed baby. 

Cates' condusion, based on the type of substantive evidence sorely 
lacking from the anti-abortion testimony, was that legalized abortion 
has made pregnancy safer, but that ourlawing abortions would create 
a new and serious health problem nationwide. 

As we said, the bitter controversy surrounding abortion is far from 
over, and Cates' findings should be studied closdy by those cm all sides 
of the divisive issue.

Driving down the road to ruin

The story ran in the Miami Henld, on the front 
page of the local section. It was during the 
Legishiture's fairly fruitless extended session, and 
Gkyv. Bob Graham, pushing for either a gasoline or 
sales tax increase to raise more transportation 
money, had spoit a day in Dade County as a 
commuter. The governor, it turned out, determined 
South Florida's highways were indeed lacking, 
almost intolerably so. Traffic was jammed, 
freeways were crowded and dangerous. And, in a 
'■ particularly touching statement, a Graham aide 
said the governor found the seats on the bus he 
transferred to a little unconrfortable. 

Along with public services like water and sewage, 
this country's roads, bridges, and transit systems 
are part of an infrastructure that is in trouble — 
agmg, ill-ptonned, ov^urdened. But if Florida is 
to ease its current tran^xMtation problems, and 
provide for future needs, simply hiking taxes to 
build new highways and fix up crumbling old ones 
won't do. 

For one thing, the highways will always be 
crumbling. TransportaticHi jn-oblems won't just go 
away once 1-95 is finished or this expressway is built 
or that road widened. Repairing highwaays is a 
never-endmg process, and as the U.S.'s sprawling 
highway system ages — most of it buflt in the hist 
two decades — the cost can <Mily go up. Federal 
studies show it will cost between $800 billion and 
$1.5 trillion over the next 15 years to keep the 
nation's interstate highway system — parts of 
which are ahready in disrepair — from 
disinte^fattng altogether. Boildmg new highways 
now only assures heavy fiscal burdens in the no^4o- 
distant fohue. 

What's worse, tlumgh. Is that to buiki moie 
highways is to tacitly endorse the private 
automobile — and this is where Graham, who 
singlehandedly made energy the dominant issue of 
the 1960 legislative session, should know better. 

Cars are second only to akplanes as dK least 
efficient transportation. Though the current, 
tempcnrary shortage may obscure it, the fact is fuel 
costs are bound to contuiue their inordinate spiral. 
The more the American economy dqiends on the 
automobile, the more mllation will conthnie, and 
the more we'll be at the OMfcy of the matshre 
multinational oil monopoly. 

No, if Florkla and the rest of the country are to 
solve their transportation proUems, it's goii^ to 
take nothing less than theoriire lertnaeltt^ of titt 
transportation system — and tft af 
abandoning the old approaches. 

That means spending highway money on 

County's Metro rapid transit, already beset widi 
cost delays and cost overruns, lest the system price 
its fares out of competiticm. it

upgrading bus systems in other areas, r.

And if Florida's transportation system reaii\ : 
the crisis Graham and others say it is, this couiuX 
a superb opportunity for Florida.

York-Boston route, the rail passenger systeni 
busiest. And in California, the Calitorr.i 
Department of Transportation helps fund higniv 
popular — and fast — rail service on the San Dieg^ 
Los Angeles-San Francisco corridor. Currenth 
California is in the midst of legal p^ocedur^ 
force disagreeable commercial railroads lo a:: 
more trains and routes; the trains they run now r. 
usually full. 

It's not hard to see the similarities between tlx 
California corridor and Florida.

printout. Instead of continuing to increase production, he 
orders a cutback. And, in classic movie tradition, the 
workers lose their doubts about his loyalties and make him 
a hero. The corporation is, predictably, ready to purge him. 

At this point, the narrative dissolves completely, loses all 
credibiUty, and begins to engage in stark reality. 

The workers make the move to set up their own brewery 
as a collective, but are frightened away by threats from 
management. Before comparison with the Polish union 
SoUdarity becomes too unavoidable, the film returns to 
being a movie again and a cathartic beer fight ensues with 
the result being an assumed victory for the happy workers. 

The film ends with emotional winners and losers, but 
gives no real indication of the physical outcome. Indeed, 
there is an intriguing ambiguity to the last minutes of the 
film that may well cause me to breeze past the hordes 
waiting to see Superman II and catch it again at the 
matinee. 

Some additional recommendations on summer movies: 
catch the double feature of Nightmare Alley and Out of the 
Past at Moore tonight and John Huston's The Maltese 
Falcon and The Asphalt Jungle on Tuesday. You can also 
waste a few hours by comparing Far Yaur Eyes Only wkh 
Raiders of the Lost Ark. It's fun to invent new titles like 
Raiders of the Lost Transmitter or Far Gad's Eyes Only. 
Did anyone catch the typo in the title of Clash af the 
Titans? As far as I can tell it was supposed to be Trash of 
the Cretans.

When it all broke oat. That moment. 
That instant. 

And an unforgettable shimmering 
flash of news catapulted an almost 
anonymous u|>-and-coming footbaU 
player into the consciousness of Florida 
State's student body as well as the entire 
naiK^na! media. 

Six Morida State football players were 
charged with aiding or abetting a former 
Seminole player in stealing $27,000 
worth of merchandise from the 
Tallahassee Maas Brottars department 
store. From that moment on, Riley was 
branded with shame, and fftoed wi^ a 
possible five-year jaU sentence and/ or a 
$5,000 tme. 

Now, two months later, after pleading 
no contest, being placed on probation, 
and buying the stolen merchandise at its 
regular cost, Riley is back on the 
gridiron and looking forward to a 
promising year as a Seminole wide 
receiver. 



But who is Eric Riley? What 
.happened to him during the most trying 
period of his teenage life? How did it 
happen? Where was he in our lives 
befcH-e it all broke out? It's a complex 
question, with no simile answer. 

**I began to have an interest in FSU 
back in the ninth grade when I saw them 
beat Florida," recalled Riley as he 
flipped through the pages of his pre- 
Seminole life. "And I just said to 
myself *God! I wonder if Td be good 
enough to get a scholarship at that 
school.' Then I learned about the rivaky 
and I b^an to like it even more." 

An all-rouml athlete at his Fort Myers 
high school, Riley's name was etched 
gloriously in newspapGC headlines aoross 
the state. Famed for his dual rde as a 
quarterback and a free safety, Riley won 
All-State, All Southern and All-America 
honors and participated in the 
prestigious North-South High School 
All-Star game before graduating in 
1980. 

Abo a heralded thinclad, Riley was 
the state's best 330-m^r intermediate 
hurdler. Such two-sport abilities left 
many a college scout drooling with 
desire and working diligoitly to bring 
Riley into his athletic f<rfd. But the 
Seminoles claimed the inside track in the 
battle to sign the high school standout, 
aided by FSU's impressive 37-9 trouncing 
of the Gators in 1977 and the continmng 
interest they showed in him. 




El Salvador: Who really killed the

WASHINGTON, D C. — Evidence b^ on 
first-hand accounts of the events surrounding the 
brutal murders last December of four American 
missionaries in El Salvador indicates that the murders 
may have been specifically ordered and carried out in a 
planned operation by El Salvador's U.S. -backed 

raihiary forces. 

The evidence includes an intercepted radio 
transmission between Salvadoran security forces 
staking out the San Salvador airport for an 
unidentified woman who some officials believe was 
one of the murdered missionaries. 

The evidence, based on interviews with Salvadoran 
and American officials and church* workers in El 
Salvador at the time of the murders, oooti'asts sharply 
>*^th the theory of the crime provided by U.S. 



govemmoit officials. That theory holds that the 
murders were spontaneous acts of violence and that 
niifitary personnel involved, if aHy, were enlisted men 
acting without h^er orders. 

MaryknoU sisters Ita Ford and Maura Clarke, 
Ursehne sister Dwothy Kazd and lay missionary Jean 
Donovan disappeared Dec. 2, 1980. after being last 
seen at El Salvador's international airport. Their 
burnt-out Toyota van was found atont' the airport 
road the next day, and the four women's boto were 
exhumed from a deep, unmarked common grave m a 

remote area on Dec . 4 . . • u 

The Salvadoran security forces were suspected in the 
women's deaths after it was learned that soldiers had 
been stoppii^ cars along the airport road the night of 
the murders and had been present at the women s 
burial. 



The U.S. government pressed publicly for a full 
investigation, six security force enUsted men were 
placed under "provisional arrest" in El Salvador on 

suspicion of participating in the crime. According to 
published reports citing U.S. and Salvadoran offtciak, 
four of the six men were manning the roadblock in the 
area where the crime was committed and two men were 
linked to the crime by fingerprint and ballistics 
evidence processed by FBI technicians helpmg in the 
case.The State Dcpartmcntofficially praised the arrests 

as ••progr«is..show(ing) the dctefmination of the 
government of El SaWador to act i^ainst wanton 
violence, whatever Its source."

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Religion prof rejects Moral Majority's 'Bibliocracy'

'7/ is time to investtgate the claims of the 
Mof^ M^foniy to see if a is due our respect 
emd reveremx or whether to be the immoral 
minority at this time is a ngn of honor and

So asserts William Jones, professor in the 
Florida State Department of Religion and 
former associate professor at YaJe Divmiiy 
School, in an essay in this quarter's Center 
for Participant Education catalogue. 
Tonight, Jones will discuss his analysis of the 
Moral Majority position in a program called 
"Use and Abuse of Religious Authority; 
'Questions to the Moral Majority.** 

Jones proposes that the Moral Majority is 
inconsistent in its deference to Biblical 
authority, selectively choosing passages from 
the Bible that support its position and 
disregarding those contrary to it . 

"People fear that if you attack the Moral 
Majority it will be implied that you are 
immoral,*' said Jones yesterday. "If we 
began to talk about the morality of the 
majority rather than the Moral Majority, 
those fears would be abated." The other 
problem, he said, pertains to politicians. 
"They want to win (votes), and therefore not 
w^ting to appear immoral or be on the side 
of the *queer minority.* ** 

Jones said he feels Moral Majority 
advocates "pick and choose" from Biblical 
texts to support their own position. 

"When you expose the inner logic of the 
Moral Majority position, particularly with 
respect to the Bible and what the Bible 
afflrms, most people simply are not going to 
accept it, and they have not accepted it,*' 
Jones said. "The same verse that says 
homosexuality is wrong also says that 
iKWiosexuab slKMiid be put to death. It*s 
right there. They are picking and choosing. 
There are also passages that say you

shouldn't engage in usery — that means 
getting interest on your money. 

**But the one about divorce...! simply 
want them to explain to me how they can be 
silent about Ronald Reagan's divorce and 
competency for political office once they 
have said what they have said about 
homosexuality with respect to public 
officials. The text is clear cut. One of the Ten 
Commandments is that*'Thou shalt not 
commit adultery.' " 

In his critique of the Moral Majority, 
Jones emphasized, he is not attacking 
religion or religious institutions. He is a 
Unitarian minister, and calls himself "a 
religious humanist." At Yale, he taught 
liberation theology, black theology, feminist 
theology, and Third World theology, as well 



as humanism as a religious alternative to 
theism. 

*'As a humanist, I don't want people to 
conclude that this is somehow an attack on 
religion," he said. "It is an attack on a 
particular interpretation and practice of 
religion, not on reUgion per se. The same 
kind of critiques I am making from a 
humanist side, others within the Christian 
denomination are making from a theistic side 
particularly about the authority of the Bible. 

**I question the premise put forward by the 
Moral Majority that the Bible is the 
fundamental God and Supreme Court for 
deciding right and wrong, good and bad, in a 
sort of global or universal way. The Bible 
simply cannot support that kind of status and 
authority. Even if it could, the Moral 
Majority uses the Bible in a self-serving, 
inconsistent, and what I call hypocritical 
way." 

To demonstrate his point, Jones referred 
to Biblical text not adhered to by the Moral 
Majority such as the commandment that a 
child who curses his/her parents shall be put 
to death. Despite the assertion of the Moral 
Majority that the Bible is "the word of 
God," that commandment is not one wbdck 
that group has chosen to enforce. 

"They are picking and choosing," he 
explained. 

"There is a very radical theory in the Old 
Testament called the Jubilee Year, practiced 
at certain times in Jewish history every 50th 
year," Jones ocmtiniied. "During the Jubilee 
Year, debts were forgive. If your land or 
som^hing ym taken or you had to sdl it, it 



was returned to you. Slaves were rcicas? 
during that period. 

"That's a rather radical piece of hv- 
legislation. Just think of the consequences r 
that is what the Moral Majoni\ d.^e-- 
rather than something else. Jesus tdl> ihe • « 
man to sell all he has and give it to ihe ^v• 
We wouldn't need welfare if that son o 
principle were at work." 

Jones said he does not see the Wo-. 
Majority having any major impact on trx 
religious and theological level, but haMns^ 
"substantial impact at the social, econoniiv 
and political level by their endorsememuv 
certain right-wing and reactionary policies 

He calls the Moral Majority a "threat to 
religious pluralism" by creating a 
"Bibliocracy." 

"I'm not trying to say that the Bibleha^n: 
authority. I'm not trying to say it should nr 
be a guide. I am trying to say if you try : 
make it the absolute guide in a universal wa\ 
it simply does not have that capacity be.aj 
of the many things it does not address. For 
instance, what is the Biblical position c 
nuclear power and nuclear armaments? 

"As a humanist, I criticize humanists »i 
make the same sort of errors I think ih. 
Moral Majority makes," Jones said. "1 thin, 
there are hiimanists who assign to Reasor 
and to science the same kind of authority aiiu 
validity the Moral Majority assigns to the 
Bible, and I think they are both in cnor - 
that regard. Reason is not omni-compeien 
and infallible. Neither is science — and i 
would say neither is the Bible. 

"It*s the omni-competence and infallibilii) 
of it I am critiquing. " 



O.C. Allen counter-sues his accusers in FSA rip-off saga

O.C. Allen, the former 

assistant director of the 

Florida Student Association 

now being sued by the FSA 

for misappropriation of 

funds, has filed a counter-suit 
against two former officers 
of the FSA. 

In his counter-suit, Allen 
charges that William 
Wallace, executive director of 
the FSA when Allen allegedly 
misappropriated the funds 
was aware and had approved 
Allen's usage of the funds. O.d AUeit 

The suit requests that the Circuit Court dismiss the FSA 
suit aga.rist Allen, and order both Auslander and WaSce 
to pay Allen SlO.OOOeach in damages. ^^ce 
Allen charges that Wallace 

and then FSA chairperson and Florida State student body 
president Rob Auslander, - . . .did practice a scheme to cover- 
up said legitimate action of Allen. " 

The FSA suit against Allen, who was once a student 
senator at FSU and Florida A«&M simultaneously, stems 
from FSA charges that Allen withdrew $550 from Industrial 
National Bank on January 1, 1980 . Allen placed $50 into a 
new account in Industrial National, and took the remaining 
$500 with him. Allen later told the FSA Board of Directors 
that he spent the money on tickets to a fund-raising dinner 
for state Sen. Dempsey Ba ron, Democrat-Panama City. No 
record of such purchase could be found. 



AUen acted without the knowledge or pemussifm <^ the 
FSA m withdrawing the $550, according to then-dii«ctc»- 
Wallace. In addition, the FSA has charged, Allai dioukl not 
have been able to withdraw money in the first place. The 
FSA's account with Industrial National mcfaides specific 
mstructions that no FSA check be cashed unless signed by 
^vo FSA officers. Allen's check for $550 was agned for 
Allen alone. 

That made Industrial National liable in the case, according 
to FSA lawyer Jerry Traynham. Traynham tried to have both 
AUen and Industrial National return the money without court 
actioii. Ndtber Allen or the bank would return the money 
and late last year, the FSA filed suit against Allen and' 
Industrial National, requesting that they be forced to return 
the $500. plus cover AeFSA^s legal fees. Industrial National 
m turn filed suit against Allen, requesting he pay all damages 
accrued by the bank. 

Auslander and Wallace have both denied any attenqH to 
cover up" any prior knowledge of Allen's use of the 
money. 

«H!ieone want to cover-up a legitimate 
action? That's ridiculous," Auslander said. 

It would not have been possible for him to have pnor 
knowledge of Allen's actions, Auslander said. Auslander did 
not become chairperson of the FSA until two months after 
Alien withdrew the money.

''^^tiravclling down the road (of the nuns' van) as an 
Lfortiorun a roadblock..." 

Two months of locating and mterviewmg persons with 
Agta knowledge ol ihe events surrounding the women's 
Ztfders however, has produced evidence of foreknowledge 
^Jntonning that runs counter to such a theory of the crime. 

Perhaps the most suggestive evidence was provided by 
former U.S. Ambassador to El Salvador Robert White, who 
lyas fired by the Reagan Administration in January after 
iMMttng the investigation for the first month. In a recent 
interview, White revealed that several weeks after the 
Biarders,' "a high-ranking Christian Democrat in the 
Salvadoran government" came to him with a radio 
transmission intercepted the day of the murders. The 
tfaasmission had been provided to the government official 
by a military source opposed to the rampant violence by the 
security forces. The transmission, said White, was a 
conversation between two security force units in the area of 
the international airport several hours before MaryknoU 
sisters Ford and Clarke are known to have arrived on a flight 
from Managua, Nicaragua. It contained the sentence, "No, 
she didn't arrive on that flight; we'll have to wait for the 
next." 

White declined to give further details, but said it is a 
"legitimate inference" that the message refers to Ita Ford, 
who he reasoned may have been singled out for execution 
because of her work distributing food and medicine and 
protecting refugees in the radicalized Chalatenango province 
north of San Salvador. 

White said the intercepted message is *'only one report," 
but is important as a lead because if more than one military 
unit was involved in capturing and executing the women, it 
woukl indicate a military operation under the control of a 
superior officer or officers. 

White became convinced that the Salvadoran military, 
despite promises of a full investigation, was stonewalling on 
the case to protect superior officers. "If all the case involved 
was... savage enlisted men acting on their own," he said, 
"there would have been no problem from the beginning (in 
punishing them). The message we were getting (from the 
Salvadoran officials) was that this would crack the military 
wide open, it could even cause the government to fall." 

White contends he has reported all he knows in cables to 
ihc Stale Department, and that it is now up to the 
department to release information or use it in the 
invest I k.'aiiv)n. 

An 1 Bl official assigned to the investigation, who 
reqiicsied anonymity, said that he has never been informed 
about the intercepted message by the State Department.

The radio message fits m with other events at the airr>ort 
that day. The Maryknoll order had four sisters assigned to E! 
Salvador, including the two who were killed, lia Ford and 
Maura Clarke. All four had gone to a week-long Maryknoll 
regional meeting held in Managua and were due to arrive 
back in El Salvador Dec. 2. Arrangements had been made 
that they would be picked up by Dorothy Kazel and Jean 
Donovan, who lived in the airport area and had a 12-seater 
Toyota mini-bus. 

Ford and Clarke were unable to get reservations on the 
TACA night 318, the first flight into El Salvador. Their two 
colleagues. Sisters Madeline Dorsey and Theresa Alexander, 
did get seats on the flight and went ahead, arriving at the 
Salvadoran airport about 4:45 FfA. They were picked up by 
Donovan and Kazel and driven to the nearby town of La 
Libertad, where they had left their jeep. Donovan and Kazel 
then returned to the airport to await the later flight. 

Also on the first TACA flight was Sister Marie 
Rieckelman, a Maryknoll psychiatrist who had attended the 
Managua meeting and was continuing on to Miami. In an 
interview in Washington, she said she and nine other in- 
transit passengers were made to remain on board during the 
40-minute layover, and during the wait three unifonned 
Salvadoran soldiers boarded the plane to ask about -tlie 
passengers' destinations — a highly unusual oocurrenoe evea 
m Latin American countries ruled by military governments. 

Rieckebnan said she was the only American wooum on tdie 
plane and that the soUliers scrutinized her closely and 
instructed the stewardess to questkm her twice about where 
she was going. 

Ford sod Clarke had meanwhile taken a later flight and 
arrived in El Salvador about .7 pan., acccMrding to airport 
workers who remember seeing them get into the Toyota bus 
with the two other women. According to former 
Ambassador White, the mtercepted radio transniKsion took 
place m the interval between the arrival of the two flints 
from Managua. 

Travelers from the airport to San Salvador that evemag 
reported their cars were stopped by a nuhtary roadblock md 
searched. At about 10:30 p.m., peasants near the village of 
Santiago Nonuakxi, about a half-hour's drive from the 
airport in the opposite direction from San Sahrador, saw a 
white Toyota bus pass their houses on the rough road. They 
then heard a short burst of machine gun fire, followed by 
three or four single, shots. They saw the van drive back the 
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oomiMt tlK ^ of 
the Mnkn dwee hours to the north ia CtalaicMOiO. 
Mwykaolin Ford and Clarke luid Uvcd there in a parish 
hoiise that doubled as a wmlKiiise for tile food and 

supplies they distrteicd to refugees. 

Fr. Efiaiii Lop«. the pmsh priest with wkom the two 
nuns worked, had grown up in Chalaienengo province and 
began orgaakiag peasant cooperatives therein 1964. **The 
govcrancBt aad the laadowncrs called us cooMnunists 
because wc WKle the people aware of their rights so ihey 
coukln*t be so easily nuuupidated/* Lopez told this reporter. 
He wttMMd the process by which peasants organized into 
popular oi^uizatiooi which eveatualfy nwrfed into the 
guerrilla novenent. 

When lU Ford arrived in Chatofcnango in April. 1980. 
and Mttira Oarke five months later, many of the villages had 
been stripped of young people, Fr. Lopez said. They had 
either joined the guerrillas, become refugees in order to Ma\ 
neutral, or been killed by the government-linked death 
squads seeking potential guerrillas. 

**Oui guideline was to help whoever was in need, without 
considering whether they were of the right ot the left." said 
Fr. Lopez, now inexile in the U.S. But there had been threats 
On Nov. 3, a sign appeared on the parish door proclaiming. 
**Anyone who enters this house will die. We know they arc 
all communists." The message was signed by the Maiiruio 
Borganovo Anti-Communist Brigade, named aticr a 
Salvadoran foreign minister assassinated by leftists m 1977. 

Several weeks later, another strong indication of military 
and para military interest in the religious workers at 
Chalatenango occurred at the presidential palace in San 
Salvador. Carlos Paredes. then the deputy minister of 
planning (now in exile), recalled in a recent inter\iew that 
during a meeting in the Blue Room at the palace he listened 
to a half-hour presentation by Salvadoran Defense Minister 
Guillermo Garcia. The talk, which included the testimony of 
a weeping 10 year -old boy, was intended to prove that the 
nuns and priests in Chalatenango were collaborating with the 
leftist guerrillas and encouraging people to join them. 

No evidence has ever been produced that v^ould lend to 
corroborate these denunciations against the nuns. Informed 
Salvadoran and U.S. officials interviewed for this report, 
including the Slate Department's James Cheek, who handles 
the case from Washington, and Bishop Arturo Rivera y 
Damas, under whose auspices the Chalatenango food 
distribution and refugee work was organized, said they are 
satisfied that the murdered women wwe not pditicai activists. 

But, said Cheek, "What we would consider tQ be

On the front page of today's paper is a report from Pacific News 
Service reporter John Dinges concerning El Salvador which threatens 
to create a new wave of controversy over the murder late last year of 
four American misnoiiaries in that war-torn Central American 
ooiMpryft« 

Dii^ses, as you nay recall, is the rqx>rter primarily credited with 
rippkig the cover off the State Dqiartment's White Papor on arms 
sales and international support of the revohition in Ek Salvador. Much 
of Dinges work was used by Doonesbury cartoonist Gary Tnideau 

when he recently satirize the Reagan administration's attempt to 
depict El Salvador as a country literally crawling with Cuban 
commandos and Nicaraguan Sandinistas. 

When the murders of three nuns and one lay worker were 
discovered, the United States pushed El Salvador for an investigation 
and resolution of the case. The junta in San Salvador was obliged to 
cooperate, and six Seciurity Guard enlisted men were arrested for the 
murders. 

Secretary of State Alexander Haig was obviously satisfied wkh 
tfiese results when he told a congressional hearing in March that the 
deaths had been an accident caused by the overreaction of nervous 

soldiers who '^misread the mere travelling down the road (of the nuns* 
van) as an effort to run a roadblock." 

Dinges has since turned up the existence of a radio transmission 
forwarded to Robert White, the former U.S. Ambassador to El 
Salvador fired by the Reagan administration in January. That leads 
White to conclude the security forces were actually waiting along the 
airport road with the intention of seizing and executing at least one of 
the nuns: According to a priest working with two of the nuns, their 
names also appeared on a death list made known to the priest the day 
of the murders. 

According to White, he made the radio transcript available to the 
State Department. But the FBI, which was called in to aid the 
Salvadoran government during the investigation, says the State 
Department never told them of the transmission. The FBI also claims 
its agents were not fully involved in the investigation, and the agency 
cannot say for certain whether it was a good investigation or a bad 
one. 

It appears that America may not be as fully api»aised of theU.S.- 
supported Salvadoran government's involveriioit in the murders as 
Secretary Ha^ wouki have us bdieve. Pwhi^ it is too much to expect 
iCither govermnent to thoroughly investigate the ^ameful abuse and 
murder of the women. After all, two weeks prior to the murder the 
Salvadoran defense minister 'was charging that the American 
missionaries were in collusion with rebel Marxists in the vicinity of 
their mission. There's no proof to back up the defense minister's 
claims, but then Al Haig has never required any real proof when it 
comes to El Salvador. 

But it's high time someone found out the truth.We would like to see 
some outside observer — say, Anmesty Intonational — investigate 
the sad situation in El Salvador. 

Quite obviously, the junta isn't going to tell us mudi ^hovx die 
death of nms. And the. Reagan WMe House doesn't seem willing to 
even ask.

American 
hospitals are treatii^ more abortk>n compfioOioBs now 
than before the legdization of slKMtion-OD-demand in miy 
states. In 1969, America hospitals treated 11,000 women 
for abortion complieittioas, ii^*in 1979, 35,000 women 
received such treatment.

UMie b no evidence that teenagers are 
any oKjre'prone to abusing tlieir duUren than any other age 
group. Pmrthcr, there is no .co rr elatio n between tlieao^aie^ 
'^unwanted" vrrtnwnrr wad dfld alNne. Abused fhiklrcn 
ne normaBy very much '*#aiiled" before bifth. To toot 
iriwrtion asa sohition to the prob i emt of child abuse is an 
absurcfity since abortion is crfitself tbe cnieieit form of 
abuse of young defensdeas infuif.

The A|ml arrests of the six Salvadoran security force 
men is still somewhat of a mystery, according to thr FBI, 
The FBI agents, who had been brought into the 
investigation at Washington's urging, said thdr work was 
rai»dly cbncumscribed in El SalvadcM" to purely technical 
analysis of fingerprints and ballistics tests. *'Th^e is no 
way we can say this was a good or a bad invesligatimi," 
said an FBI source assigned to the case. 

Two FBI ofnckris s»d they did not know what evidence 
led 4o the .arrest of the ^ men. In fact, the suspects' 
Hngerprints and ballistics information from the men's rifles 
were not submitted to the FBI for comparison tem ^mtil at 
least a week afto- publk disclosure of the arrests. 

Only then was it established that one of the men's 
fingerprints matched prints found on the burnt Toyota bus 
and that another man's rifle produced ballistics data 
matching cartridges found near the burial site. 

The men are in mformal barracks arrest, according to 
news accounts from H Salvador, and a Salvadoran judge is 
examining the evidmce to see if they can be charged. 

Formo- Ambassackir White ccmtends that Salvadoran 
«ithorities knew from a few days after the murders who 
was manning the airport roadblock and could have arrested 
the men immediaitely. He told this reporter he does not 
doubt that some of the men in custody might have been 
involved m the miurders, but he is convinced that the 
soldiers will not be puniadied for fear they will reveal who 
else was involved. 

'^I seriously doubt that there* are cmfy six guardsmen 
invoked.

WIS The Howling, a phiyful tr^tment of 
werewolf mythologies that appeared this 
spring, a few weeks ahead of the big 
studio's simimer season. (Avco-Embassy 
shrewdly times its releases to come between 
the imu^ Hollywood rushes; thuc. Escape 
from Ywk coming out between the 
first and second waves of summer movies.) 
Written by John Sayles, writer-director of 
the aging rad-libber's hit Return of the ' 
Secaucus Seven, The Howling was a quirky, 
odd sort of film in which everything seemed 
to happen just a little ahead or behind the 
beat. The narrative unfolded slowly and* 
almost like an accident, rather than out of 
any perceivable scheme of cause and effect. 
Practically all the principles in The Howling 
were young (with the exception of the 
durable S!im Pickens) and they all went 
about things in an offhand way, as if 
neither their roles nor the fihn itself were of 
any great consequence. Even the special 
effects were more funny than scaiy. The 
result was a movie that left you never quite 
sure of its intention, but a thoroughly 
enjoyable, idiosyncratic movie nonetheless, 
suggestive of a kind of classy Cormanism. 

The current Avco-Embassy release. Take 
Tins Job and Shove It, is equally as strange, 
though not nearly as satisfying. Perhaps 
the redneck film isn't as closed a form as 
the horror movie yet, and therefore mwe 
difficult to sustain. 

But even if Take this Job and Shove It is 
lacking aesthetically, it looks to be ^ 
financially successful. With releases like 
Take This Job and The Howling, Avco- 
F^mbassy seems to have found a niche 
outside the big-money calculations of the 
major companies. That movies don't have 
to be cold to make money, they've got the 
profits to prove. 

Which brings us to Paramount 's Raiders 
of the l ost Ark. Much flak resulted from 
the rex lew ot that movie that appeared two 
weeks ago. coming both from friends and 
from strangers whose letters appeared in the 
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Flambeau. 

It was never my intention to (ihsiiiiss 
M^H^rs- af' ika Losi Ark only on the 
grounds it was mindly escapism. Lord 
knows I don't subscribe to a standard that 
all **Iow*' art is aad always will be 
inhemtly inferior. I've seen "km-art" that 
was exceptkmaily good, and **high-art'* 
that was very, very bad. Bat Raiders of the 
Lost Mk isn't even good low art. There's 
not rhythm, the action never rises or falls, 
but just barrels idiead, ind the effect is 
more ttke enduring a sUft In a textile mill 
than watching an action-adventure picture. 
And Raiders of the Lost Ark is by no means 
a B-grade movie. No B-grade movie ever 
had a multi-million dollar promotional 
budget. 

There's something that should, never be 
forgotten about movies like Star Wars, 
Superman, and Raiders of the Lost Ark: 
The fihn isn't an end pto^ancX in itself, but 
instead only one part of a huge line of 
products. In fact the fihns ttonselves 
serve much like two-hour conunercials for 
tiM goods that go along with them: 
H^nr; toys, Supmian sints. To the giant 
conglomerates that produce them, the 
movie itself is important only for its role 9& 
amHher one of the commodities. 

Steven Spielberg is a closet Kcher, to 
paraphrase James Monaco. The film's 
imperial mythcHogy clearly isn't put there as 
intenticmal propaganda; it just "naturally" 
goes with the territory. And it seQs the 
movie. Treating it with a smse of humcH- 
and irony, as in Raiders of the Lost Ark, 
only makes it that much more palatable, 
that much more invisible. 

But it's the incredible critical and pc^mlar 
success of movies like Raiders of the Lost 
Ark, the saturation coverage that it and 
films like it receive in the mass media, that 
should worry people who care about 
movies. As Stuart Byron and Pimline Kad 
have pointed out, it's gotten to the point 
where it's not so much the quality of a fifan 
as the success of its marketing that counts. 
And, unfortunately, critics and 
entertainment editors — including both 
those for Time and NewsY/eek and those for 
daily newspapers ^ seem all to willing to go 
along with the program. More andmore Ing 
companies like Paramount and Warner 
Bros. {Superman If^ wiU produce the 
movies that are easiest to market, as long as 
critics are so aquiescing, there will be 
nothing to stop them. Before long, the 
difference between a profit^le fihn and a 
good one will be forgotten, and the notion 
that the most exciting but mindless* nioyies 
are the best movies will become further 
entrenched. Then, the insidious corporate 
commoditizaticm of the cinema will be 
complete. 

For all their talk about how much they 
like the movies, peof^ like George Lucas 
and Steven Spielberg are doing them a great 
deal of harm.

"1 came to Florida Sute because it was the first school 
whose coaches started talking to me/* explained Riley, who 
is still a freshman. "And when it came time to sign, they were 
the only team that said I could also run track." 

That was important to Riley, since most schoob wiU not 
allow dual participation because of track's inlcrfcniioe nith 
important spring football drilb. 

But there was also another difference, one that the other 
fchools couldn't equal: Head coach Bobby Bowden. 

**He was probably the main reason why I came," noted 
the fleet, 165-pound six-footer. "He told me thin^ that I 
felt. 1 really feh inside me that the school and the team had 
guys I liked being around. He told my mother that, too. But I 
kept telling her I didn't need anyone to tell me that. I felt it." 

But Riley's desire to play for the garnet and gold was 
dampened somewhat during his first week in town. His 
familiar duties of tossing the pigskin were realigned; he 
began catching it instead. It was a minor disappointment, 
but he soon put it behind him. 

"In highschool, 1 liked the way FSU threw the ball," 
Riley said explaining his adjustment. "I just put it in my 
mind that FSU didn't run the type ot ottense tbat I'm a 
quarterback for. 

**Also, I didn't have much confidence in myself throwng 
the ball and was ready for a change. 1 never played receiver in 
my Ufe but I was ready to try it." 

But it wasn't going to be easy. Making matters worse 
during his first week, Riley broke his finger and faced a 
prompt operation which placed a metal pin inside his finger 
for a month. Jumping out of the starting blocks late due to his 
injury and lack of knowledge at his new position, Riley saw 
only limited action throughout the 1980 season. 

However, limited action didn't mean that Riley did not 

have a fieeting flash of glory during the Seminole's national 

notoriety. 

**The high, or the play of the season, for me, came in the 
Memphis Sate game" he said. *'I threw a block for 
(runningback) Darrish Davis, who gained three yards on the 
play . It wasn't a good block because I just got in the guys 
way. But my name was announced on regional TV for 
throwing a good block. The people back home heard it and 
they called me up and told me that everyone back home had 
heard it." 

Although his freshman football revue was not as rave as he 
might have dreamed of while watching the Seminoles in the 
ninth grade, Riley still feels pleased. 

*'I was very satisfied with my first year. My goal was to 
make the traveling team and I completed my goal. I got a bad 
start and still completed my goal. I remember when I first got 
here. 1 was so glad to be here and just be coached by Coach 
Bowden. During the Orange Bowl 1 was just glad to be one of 
them out there." 

After the heart-rending 18-17 loss to Oklahoma, the rest 
of the team had time to sit back and relive the glories of a 10- 
2 season. But not Riley. He was off to the cinders to fulfill 
his high school dream of running collegiate track.

•'Track went great; I was hesitant about going out at first 
because I didn't know if I could actually compete against 
those college guys or if Coach Bowden would actually let 
me," he noted. 'Then 1 said to myself that 1 would never 
know if I didn't try." 

After acquiring the correct disposition for the track 
challenge, Riley found out that Bowden's words at his Fort 
Myers home were not empty promises when he sought 
permission to skip spring drills . 

"When 1 asked him he told me just what he said at my 
ilouse. He said that he thought that I should stay in spring 
practice because I was moved to another new position and I 
needed to show the coaches something. But I could definitely 
run track.** sidd Riley, who was moved to safety because of 
the Slminoles vast depth at receiver and the desperate need 
for speed in thedefensive secondary. 

And when Riley said track went great for him, he wasn't 
caneiatfaig. Starting out in his fust collegiate meet at LSU, 
Rfley took third in the 60-yard hurdles and finished third, 
behind two of his Scmuioiefcammatft, in the 440>yanirmi. 

"Coach (Dick) Roberts was surpmed because he thought 
tet I was a mediocre runner. I was suipris ed I did so weQ 
n^seif," adndtted Riley. 

Before long he was prooMied to the Se n i in oic ^ t recoffd-

it," he said. While working out with guys like McCoy I said 
to myself *I know that my high school coach would not 
believe that I'm working out with he guys that he was always 
talking about.* " 

**As scared as I was, track came somewhat easy. All I had to 
do was hold my ground. In high school I used to be the fastest 
guy on my relay team. Now I was the slowest. I'm the guy 
that everyone pulls for to do his job. And if I did my job well 
we won. Those guys really helped me out. They made me feel 
like a part of it all." 

THE FALL FROM GLORY 
Running second on the relay team, Riley was instrumental 
in maintaining Seminole mile relay tradition and settmg 

several school and meet records. But after finally getting 
notoriety for his abilities and experiencing the thrill of 
national prestige as a Seminole, the young freshman saw his 
honorability dwindle to disgrace in the time it took the Maas 
Brother's newsflash to travel across the country. 

**I wasn't shocked at first. I didn't really understand what 
was going on. I really didn't think about the consequences. I 
didn't think about anything. I didn't even think about how 
bad it was about what we did," said Riley about the first 
thought that went through his mind while talking to 
McDowell. "Then I said 'dang we got caught.' Coach 
McDowell told me that Harris told on everybody and we had 
to go down and turn the stuff in. I guess he then said some- 
thing about us being arrested, but I don't know, at the time I 
was spaced out. I was trying to think to myself what ytms 
happening. 'Was I in trouble or not?' It was a trip." 

Explaining his relationship with Robert Harris, the former 
FSU player who allegedly sold the stolen goods to Riley, Ron 
Simmons, Sam Piatt Ken Lanier, Herbert Harp and Tommy 
Young, Riley told how he got involved in the entire matter. 

•*I knew him. I really thought he was an exceptionally nice 
guy. For some reason I still do. I think he's a nice leader. I 
wasn't that close to him but I'd always talk to him when I saw 
him," said Riley, who bought a television set from Harris. **I 
had asked my dad for money for a track suit because I only 
had a gym suit. So he sent my $100 by wire. My roommate 
told me when the money came and started kirf<<inf me about 
getting money every time I called. 

"Then Robert came in and he was his old nice self, and 
asked if we wanted to buy a TV." 
Ironically, Harris offered to sell the TV set for $100. 
•*I didn't think about anything. I always wanted a TV and 
here he was offering me a 19-inch color TV for $100. My 
roommate (Prince Matt) had just gotten a new stereo and 
everything in the apartment is his. When people come in and 
ask *Whose is that?' all I can say is *Well. that's my 
roommate's.' 

"Here was my chance to get a TV for myself, so I did it." 

With the incident now the meat of everyone's 
conversation, the speculation of whether the players 
actually knew they were receiving stolen goods was debated. 
Billed as an organized theft ring by the press, rumors went as 
far as claiming the players went up to Maas Brother's loading 
dock in the middle of the night and knowingly loaded the 
stolen merchandise into their cars. It wasn't nearly as 
sinister. 

"When we asked it it was stolen, he just said not to worry 
about it. I wasn't even thinking about the trouble we were 
getting into. So I bought it at the package delivery area. Right 
in front <rf the store, about 6 o'clock daylight, people 
working, dhivBig past. It was funny, one lady even pulled up 
by mt MMkwas getting or bringing back a TV while he was 
giving it to me. Bat al I had in my mind was that I had me a 
TV « 

lot he wdiddn*! h^^ it for long. Harris was arrested for 



trafficking in stolen property and soon the names 
former teammates surfaced. Asked if he felt bitter: 
Harris, Riley's answer was a bit surprising 

"There were a lot of stories about what he mc 
heard that he had to tell. So 1 didn't feel that he hac - 
on us, I felt he had to. Almost anyone would have done 

"Later on I heard that they tricked him Then i ht 
he actually pimped on us. But that doesn't matter t^i> 
got myself in trouble. If I would have used judgcmcn 
of stupidity then it wouldn't have happened to nt 
blame him?" 

Riley was not treated like a common criminal throip 
the incident. His wrist never felt the discomfor 
Tallahassee Police Department's connecting bncdri 
didn't have to spend a brief interval in one of thei 
lodge rooms. And he turned in the TV set without mi 
luxury of their light-fluhing limosine service. But he ' 
an unerasable experience while being booked iflo un 
himself in. 

"After I turned in the TV, I still could not beb 
was in deep trouble. I got finger printed and suno; 
remember how we used to play like we were lettiDg 
printed and arrested in the fifth grade. " 

But Riley was stung by the shock of reility whciht 
photographed — not for the 1981 football pimfk 
for the police files. 

"That's what did it to me. Just to hear that dw 
behind me. I said to myself *Hey, I'm k jail.' That's 
knew it was for real. ' ' 

PICKING UP THE PIECES 
From obscurity to fame and then to national shame n 
hard pill for any teenager to swallow. Through it al 
somehow managed to stay cabn. Though at times it *- 
easy. 

*I felt like everyone was looking at me. 1 was sarr: 
walk outside, I was crying all night, and, the next mm 
peeped out and grabbed the next door neighbor's pape 
see it. And there it was, my picture was right across 
paper." 

But Riley did have some humorous instants ctarinf 
time. At least they are listed as humorous now. 

"I had to take an English test and this guy who I knr» 
English lab thought I was (Seminole defensive back) Lr 
Harris. So he said 'Man I'm sure glad that didn't hapftf 
you." I was freaked out. I keep looking at hiraaiu * " 
an3rthing. Then he realized that it was me. " 
The mistaken chap later apologized, Riley said 
Though it is all over now, Riley faces the hardest ujI 
the six — ridding himself of the imaginary Scarlet X ob 
back. He was not a graduating senior, as were Pi^ 
Simmons, and Lanier, who do not have to deal *it*' * 
impact of the incident daily as students. He was an *^ 
coming star who will undoubtably be posed w>t^ 
questions dealing with the issue. And he was the 
freshman, and in essence, will be the last of the *Setr 
Six' to graduate.

But govermnent sources said it was now 
unlikdy that they will meet again with the eight 
hung^ strikers. 




Irish Prime Minister Garret FiizGcrald 
praised tl^ police for their handling of the 
riot outside the British Embassy in Dublin 
during which republican militants armed with 
iron bars and bricks tried to stofm the 
mission. 

Police beat back the attiurk with repeated 
baton charges. 

FitzGerald said the disturbance, the worst 
in the Irish Republic in recent years, "had 
been provoked by people who were working 
not for a settlement of the hunger strike, but 
for a heightening of tension and violoice 
throughout Ireland." 

One police spokesman said the street 
fighting **was the worst violence directed at 
police in the history of the Republic." 

In Dublin, supporters of the hunger 
strikers met to map plans for another 
demonstration next Saturday and 
govemment sources said the army might be 
called out to help police protect the British 
Embassy.

-He called us 
vi^tes.- says Pitts. "Now he calls us 
soup: we canH hurt, but we can 

help." 

Pitts explains Mayor Koch's chanfc to

EsscntialK. the (iuardian Angels are a 
**voluntary, non-profit organi/ation,'* 
designed fo help prevent crime in the large 
ciiiev Angels do not get paid, nor do they 
perst)nally accept donations. Only for the 
past six months has the organi/ation itself 
accepted donations. And. in spile ot the 
fact that in Ncv. >'ork ( ity alone, the 
Ahl'cIs are responsible tor over 1,000 
apprehensions leading to arrest, ihey are 
stiii treated with ambivalence. 

"They lake us, the Ciuardian Angels, for 
a joke," laments Pitts. "In New York they 
call us kids with tennis shoes. In 
IMiiladelphia they call us a paramilitary 
organization (because of our dress code).'* 

Mostly, he adds, the police have a "sit- 
back-and-wait attitude. A lot of ihem like 
us, and a lot of them don't.** 

The legal power of the Ciuardian Angels 
is contingent on their right to perform 
citizen's arrests, "with all the authority we 
need to step in and hurl anyone who is 
trying to hurt someone else," adds Pitts. 

Arrests can be forceful, if the threat of 
bodily hartn is necessary to subdue an 
offender, especially one with a weapon. 

The Angels are geared mostly toward 
preventing the completion of purse 
snatching, muggings, chain snatching, and 
rape. Their official policy is not to get 
involved with the enforcement of drug 
laws, as political power and organized 
crime are often related. 

"What we propose to do is to cut this 
(crime rate) in half to help the police In any 
way we can. We want to prevent crime; we 
are not too scared to get involved to stop 



crime." says Pitts. 

Pitts believes that the Guardian Angels 
can succeed in preventing crime, in as much 
as criminals feed off fear. "The people live 
in fear around here, ^everyone does, and 
that's the criminal's greatest weapon. The 
basic element down here is fear.*' 

Training of Guardian Angel volunteers 
includes lessons in self defense and 
apprehension, physical fitness, and rhenial 
"harassment training" and self criticism. 
Pitts says fhat "the only weapon that an 
Angel carries is his head and his hands. .And 
he uses his head more than he uses his 
hands." 

Guardian Angels are not always a "he." 
Of the more than 500 volunteers in New 
York, perhaps 150 are women. The 
National Coordinator for the organization, 
Lisa Evers, is a woman; she is a member of 
the original 13. 

Says Pitts; "An Angel is not a man, a 
woman, black, or white. An Angel is an 
Angel, and all Angels are equal. We respect 
each other. We work in a unity thing; we 
believe in brotherhood. We believe in 
helping each other out whenever we can." 

Any Angel will simply be dismissed for 
making a racial slur, he added. 

Like most of his colleagues, Pitts feels 
that it is his responsibility to help prevent 
crime. He notes that most offenders in 
Miami are between the ages of 12 and 16, 
and says that "the young population is the 
cause of the problem. It's got to be the young 
population that pulls us out." 

He also said he feels that Americans in 
general can learn a valuable lesson from the 
Guardian Angels: "The people will see us 
working together as a team, and maybe it 
will start pulling the people back together.

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Reagan and Thatcher 

Last week noted civil rights activist and former U.S. Ambassador to 
the United Nations Andrew Young UM a group of black leaders 
gathered in Baltimore tet he did not expect a "long, hot mmncr of 
vk>lence here in America." 

Unlike England, where unemployed youths have gone on an 
extended rampage. Young said he believed the United States would be 
spared such a tragedy because black leaders here know that violence 
helps no one, and ends up hurling minorities worse than any other 
group. 

Young's reassuring words are no doubt welcome news at the 
Reagan White House, whose economic policies are strikingly similar 
to British Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher's. 

Since Thatcher implemented her fiscally conservative, supply-side 
policies, unemi^oynieBt in England has ris^; productivity has not 
k^t pace. Yet Thatcter, like Reagan, trimmed the federal budget, 
cuttii^ out many social programs that, in the past, helped shore upthe 
shiggish British ecommiy. 

Reagan's likeness to Thatcher economically has many in this 
country predicting similar results: increasing unemployment coupled 
with rising inflation, idle youth with little hope of finding decent work 
and, worst of all, a deepening alienation that is the prime mover 
behind most domestic riots. 

Of course, there are differences between the economy Reagan has 
inherited and the gasping British economy of three years ago. 

First, inflation and unemployment were much higher in England 
when Thatcher took charge; here they are a problem, but one not yet 
out of ccmtrol. And Thatcher, witk hor arch-conservative free-market 
policies,faced a prcHracted and brutal battle against a^uasi-socialist 
government finnly entrenched in England; Reagan's sailed through a 

friendly Senate and disrupted House in a matter of months. 

So Reagan may have a better chance than Thatcher did; direct 
comparisons between the two economies are not really fair. 

And yes, Andy Young could be right; riots may be averted this 
summer. But what about the long, hot summers of *82 and *83, when 
the full effect of Reagonomics will be felt? 

Wlwre Reagan may be a tad better off out of the starting blocks 
than was his friend in England, we still believe that, in the long run, 
his massive tax cuts and inflated military spending will wreak havoc 
here. 

Reagan says he and his economic advisors teive established a 
"safety net" under disadvantaged groups; we don't think it is nearly 
wide enough to offset the damage his supply-side policies will cause. 

How will an embattled Ronald Reagan react? Will he be cold and 
inflexible, like his English doppleganger? Or , will he show a touch of 
compassion? Right now, it's impossible to say.

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Reagan's ^new federalism'

It is called Thirteenth Night and it is very 
cute and clever — a combination of The 
Wizard of Oz^ndh^beth. 

A virtuous sociaUst b beaten up by fascist 
youth and dreams of taking over Britain by 
murder and intrigue, triun^ihing for a while 
but fmally destroyed by his own people. He 
wakes up murmuring vmt version of 
"There's no place like home." No. the play 
is not a comedy. 

The theittre ain't what it wed to be. 
Walking in the West End, you thread your 
way throu^ endless Nod Coward revivab, 
thrillers, overblown extravaganzas for 
tourists and the mentally deficient like 
Bamum or Oklahoma! , and bizarre horrors 
such as Hmk Williams — the Show He 
Never Gave. 

Yet in the midst of this drama junk food 
jungle, a few organically grown peaches are 
to be found. Accidental Death of an

PIRG goes 
to the BOR

Once again, it s do it or die time for the Florida Public 
Interest Research Groups. 

Advocates of the student-funded, student-run consumer 
advocacy group have been trying to establish the State 
University System's first PIRG at FSU for more than a year. 
They will face the last hurdle on their road to becoming a 
reality tomorrow morning, when the state Board of Regents 
votes on a controversial rule chai^ that would allow PlRG's 
proposed funding system. 

The BOR had been scheduled to vote on PIRG at their 
May meeting, but the matter was tabled by student regent 
and PIRG supporter Gerald Sanchez. Sanchez had 
previously passed an amendment to the proposed rule change 
that he hoped would nuike it more palatable to skeptical 
regents. 

Tabling the rule change, Sanchez said, would give the 
rcgenis and their advisory conunittees time to consider the 

revised I ule. 

Under F'IRG's original proposal, students at a university 
with a PIRG chapter would be required to pay a $2.50 PIRG 
tcf along with their tuition. If the student did not wish to 
support i'lRG, he or she could indicate such on their fee 
pavmeni card. Their S2.50 vvQgl^ be refunded within two 
weeks. 

A majority of FSU students approved PIRG, and the 
refund system, in a petition drive run in Fall Quarter 1980, 
and Winter Quarter of 1981. PIRG's plans also include a 
recourse lor students who might decide against PIRG in the 
tuture — if fewer than 50»7o of the student body agreed to 
pay the PIRG fee two semesters in a row, PIRG would lose 
the right to collect fees on campus. 

PIRG critics, notably University of Florida President 
Robert Mar si on, charged that the fee system still forced 
students to pay a tax they might not want. 

Sanchez, hoping to defuse Marston's criticisms, amended 
the rule to grant each university president the right to reject

Heart of Hatred 

Hell freezes a

Horrible sepukher, bloody moon, 
doudinn Man's last hour: Be secret. Be 
terrible. Hell freezes over at your 
passu lie. 

The man who brought the Ku Klux 
Klan to Florida in 1868 rode into a field 
near the Northwest Florida town of 
Milton and chanted these ominous 
words to a group of 12 veterans of the 
Confederacy. That marked the first 
appearance of the KKK hi Flortda. 

Today the Klan is very much alive in 
Florida, especially in the Panhandle and 
Big Bend areas. 

"Whenever there is a time of need in 
this country, or the threat of outside 
intervention, the Klan will always rise," 
according to one of Florida's ranking 
Kiansnien, a Pensacola man who will 
only give his name as The Alabama 
Whopper. The Whopper is a Klaiiff of 
the Invisible Empire Knighls of the Ku 
Klux Klan, second only to a Grand 
dragon in Klan hierarchy. 

There are currently four different Kkui 
organizations working in Florida: the 
fnvisiWe Empire Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan, the United Klans of America, the 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, and the 
Independent Gulf Coast Klan. 

**Many people think that the Klan has 
split,'* said the Alabama Whopper. 
'We have not split. It is just like 
different church denominations; there 
are different ways of worship, but it is 
all for the same goal. " 

Klan chapters are usually referred to 
as Klaverns. "What is done is the Klan 
will Ret up enough publicity to organize 
a Klavern or meeting place. The 
Klansmen will weed out the sincere and 
most dedicated from the lot and go 
underground," said the Whopper. 
**There are nine Klaverns in Northwest 
Florida that are known to the public, 
and they are in and around the 
Fensacolaarea. 

•*There are Other underground 
Klaverns in Milton, Fort Walton, 
Crestview, Port St. Joe, Panama City 
and at least two Klan organizations in 
the capital, city. It takes anywhere from 
25 to 75 members to start a Klavern." 

Another anonymous source in the 
Klan claims there are also Klan 
organizations in Jacksonville. Daytona, 
Tampa, St. Petersburg, and *'a very large 
Klan group in Miami.*' 

'The mainobiectiveof the Klan today 
is to put as many conservative people in 
power as possible; not necessarily all 
R«PiiWicaiis,** according to the Alabama 
Whopper. "Every man should be able 
to enjoy the fruits of his labor, and 
make his own decisions on where his 
money will be spent. Another goal of the 
Klan is to maintain constant readiness 
and be prepared for the eventual 
dow.ifall of the government." 

The Klan has other publicized goals in 
the pohtical arena; including putting 



more criminals behind bars and kicking 
corrupt officials out of office. 

But the Klan isn't resUy known for its 
law and order stances or its doctrinaire 

conservatism. Racism and burning 
crosses have been the staple of Klan diet 
for generations, and no matter how 
some Klansmen may try to soft sell their 
white ethic, the public continues to think 
Klan when they think of overt racism. 

**I don't believe the races should mix. 
1 believe a man should have the right to 
live wherever he may want. I work with 
black people every day but I don't want 
to live next to one," explained the 
Klaniff. "There should be institutions 
for black people, white people, and both 
groups of people. The Klan is not the 
enemy of the black man. The enemies of 
the black man are the liberal, social, and 
communist people. There are white 
niggers as well as black niggers; black 
honkies as well as white. Seventy-five 
percent of the blacks in this country are 
niggers, and 51% of the whites In this 
country are niggers." 

The Klan has been in existence among 
the woods and hills of Northwest 
Florida for over a century and a half. 
The man who brought the Klan to 
Florida was Capt. James Fitzhugh, 
Grand Field Cyclops, White Order of 
Tennessee, a man closely related to the 
mysterious begiiming of the Invisible 
Empire according to many historians of 
Klan activity. 

In talking to Klan lead^s like the 
Alabama Whopper, it seems like the 
Klan today is not much different than 
the Klan of years past. They still take 
what they can get and claim it as a 
victory for their cause. In recent years 
the Klan has appeared to take a more 
nonviolent position than in years past. 
Some people have even started labeling 
today's members the "Three-iMecc suit 
Klansmen .^' 

^t no matter how clean cut or well 
dressed a Klmisman may be, he is still 
a part of the Ku Klux Klan, and Joseph 
Lowery, national president of the 
Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference, is no happier with the new 
Klan than he was with the old. 

*'Many Klansmen have traded their 
robes in for three-piece suits, but they 
have not traded their heart of hittred in 
for a heart of justice," said Lowery, 
whose SCLC was founded and led by 
Martin Luther King Jr. until his 
assassination. In a telephone interview 
from his Atlanta office Lowery went on 
to say: "The purpose of the Klan is to 
terrorize and intimidate blacks; and to 
instill hatred in the hearts of white 
people and to intimidate the whites who 
don't agree with their philosophy." 

Lowery speaks from personal 
experience. In May, 1979, in the small 
town of Decatur, Alabama, a place 
where Northwest Flodda Klansmen are 
known to fMUtkipaie in various marches 
ami other Klan activities, 100 Klansmen 




Klansman in Pensacola wraps himself in 
attacked a march protesting the 
conviction of a retarded black man in 
the rape of a white woman. ^'They tried 
fo kill me that day," says Lowery. 
"They shot four people in the head: two 
whites and two blacks . " 

Despite incidents like the one in 
Decatur, most civil rights leaders concur 
that black people are no longer afraid of 
the Klan. 

"Black people aren't afraid of the 
KKK," said Lowery. "Most blacks pity the 
Klan and poor white people who let the 
Klan use them. In the future people are 
going to insist that the Klansmen be 
prosecuted." 

"The main purpose of the Klan is to 
keep the black people dow n as servants, 
and to create an image of blacks as being 
no more than domestic animals»"

The government's report yesterday that real Gross 
saMonal Product fell in the second i|uarter by an annM 
I 9*5^ after a remarkably robust 8.61b growth rate in 
first quarter reflected one of the most dramatic 
.^onomic reversal in U.S. history. 

What s going on has been engineered by the Federal 
ieseT\e and the turnaround is the residr of sustained tight 
wucy policy," AHen Snuu, senior economist at Dau 
Resources Inc. . an economic consulting firm. 

"The bottom line/' he said, *'is that the Fed's tight 
money policy has propelled the U.S. economy into mother 
'(xcssion.** 

Sinai predicted the GNP also wouki decline ki the current 
hird quarter, by 0.5% to 1 .0%, wUch would make the two 
onsecutive quarters of decline needed to qualify 

lechnicaiiy as a recession, although probably a nnld one. 
"That is the cost of fighting inflation w^ tins tight 

money policy," said Sinai. 
It would be the second recesaon in a year's time. During 

the second quarter of I960, Gl^ plummeted 9.9%, which 

was largely attributed to Fed policy and the miposition of 
rcdit controls. 

William C. Dunkelberg, economist for the National 
f ederation of Independent Business, agreed the economy 
could still be sluggish through the siumner. 

"High interest rates are keeiHOg evenrbody from 
moving," he said. "Consumers are waiting, big fhrms are 
waiting and smaU firms are waiting." 

At Congressional hearings Tuesdi^ and yesterday. Fed 
Chairperson Paul Vokker said if the administration 
steadily reduces the federal deficit, continuing to slow the 
growth of the money supply should brag a redtictimi in 
both inflation and interest rates. 

When pressed, Volcker said both should occur "within ai 



year" although he repeatedly said imeresi r^e predictions 

cannot be made with ceriamts 

Wharion Econometrics Forecasting Associates is 
predicimg a I.5n growth rate in the third quarter, but 
economist Allen Gutheim says this figure probably wiU be 
revised downward because of the high imerest rates and 
because "exports have been dropping a bit more rapidiv 
than expected" due to the strength of the U.S. doUar and 
sluggish European economies. 

Nonetheless, most economists feel economic activity will 
start to pick up significantly late this year under the 
expectation that interest rales will be at least somewhat 

lower and the adminisiraiion's proposed tax cuu will be 

effective. 

Supply-side economist Michael K. Evans, however, said 
various economic figures for June alone, such as the 
increase in industrial production, indicated the beginning 
already of an upturn in economic activity. He predicted a 
lV©-2^o growth rate in the current quarter and a much- 
improved growth rate of 3%-4% in the fourth quarter. 

The disappointing GNP figure for the April-June period 
may help the Reagan administration push its economic 
program through Congress. 

In Washington, White House deputy press se:retaiy Larry 
Speakes called for quick Congressional passage of the 
president's economic program, which he said would help 
the economy improve by year's end. 

The one bright spot in yesterday's government report was 
that prices, as measured by the GNP, rose at an annual rate 
of only 6^. 

"That does show that if we're willing to take some pain, 
we are getting some progress on inflation," Sinai said. 
"And if the recession got no worse and inflation rates 
moved down to the six to seven percent range by the end of 
the year, then we'd all probably have to say it's been worth 
it.^'

For the third time in as many mmiths organizers of the Florida 
Public Interest Research Group are waiting to see if the Board of 
Regents will approve a rule change allowing them to collect funds 

from students. The original fee plan sparlced so much controversy that 
twice before Regent Gerald Sanchez, a PIRG supporter, has had to 
pull the proposal before it could be smothered by opponents. 

The PIRG advocates decided to compromise, and they've now 
included language that their detractors insisted must be there. But 
behind-the-scenes forces in the State University System, the r^ents' 
staff aiid on the board itself are still making last minute efforts to 
snuff PIRG permanently. The same forces, many of them, who earlier 
said they would support the compromise language. 

It seems the fee structure has never been at the heart of the problem, 
that place is reserved tor the very concept of PIRG, which would be a 
siudcnt-funded and controlled consumer interest group. PIRG 
threatens the vested interests of many opponents, or so they feel. 
Educators and elected officials have been generally supportive of 
PIRG, while corporate moguls and their lawyers have exposed it> You 
can smell their fear as they contemplate what public research of 
phosphate mines and bottling companies might accomplish. That's 
the best reason we can think of for supporting PIRG. 



Global Resources 

We are a consumer society. What we consume are natural 
resources, more than half of them from Third World nations. When 
multinational corporations moved in to fill the void created by the 
decline of European Imperialism, it was hoped that this new world 
economic order of the twentieth century would succeed where the 
empires had failed, in helping poor nations out of their poverty. Aside 
from a few Middle £astem oil countries, the twentieth century has 
been a failure in that regard. 

In the wake of World War 11 there has been a wave of tragic and 
costly revolutions and civil wars moving through much of the Third 
World.

American citizens help formulate foreign policy at the voting booth, 
which means we have a responsibility to study the impact of our 
current policies. A good way to begin is to show up at Room 240 
Union tonight at 8 for a screening of Sharing Global Resources: 
Toward a New Economic Order, a filmstrip presentation from the 
American Friends Service Committee. The film clearly and objectively 
defines many of the questions and challenges that we, as an 
industrialized nation, will have to face sooner or later. It's presented 
by the Center for Participant Educatkm. We heartily recommend it.

The Israeli warplanes struck Beirut a little before 
11 last Friday morning. For twenty minutes they 
pounded a residential neighborhood and 
surrounding refugee camps with American-made 
rockets and incendiary bombs. After six passes the 
jets disappeared to the south, leaving the streets in 
a chaos of rubble and dead, dying and injured 
civilians and refugees. One Israeli target — the 
headquarter of the Democratic Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine — was damaged by bombs. 
Down the street a seven-story apartment building 
was flattened. One hundred and twenty-three 
people were killed and more than 550 wounded in 
simultaneous Israeli raids in Lebanon that 
morning. The great majority were civilians — men, 
women and children whose only role in the conflict 
was as casualties. 

The raid on Beirut was the culmination of a week 
of escalating violence in the Middle East. Once 
again Israel was the clear aggressor in these 
conflicts, striking Palestinian camps without prior 
provocation on five of seven days last week. The 
raids began July 10 and went unanswered for five 
days, when the Palestinians struck back with a 
rocket attack that killed three Israelis and injured 
27. Massive Israeli retaliation followed. By Monday 
of this week the death toll stood at 407 Palestimam 
and Lebanese, 4 Israelis. '*We will not let up on the 
enemy until we put an end to his bloodthirstiness*' 
said Israers Menachem Begin after the Beirut raid. 
"Under no circumstances will we tolerate these 
attacks." Talk about a sense of proportion. 

A half-week after the Beirut raid I spent an hour 
trying to find out what students at Florida State 
knew about the situation. Sadly, perhaps 
predictably, about half of the students didn't 
know, didn't care or had only a vague idea about 
the violence. Two black men said they didn't care 
about the Middle East. A student with angry eyes 
called the raid "ridicukNis unprovoked." A 
woman who normally supported Israel said the 
destruction she has seen on the TV news made her 
angry. A Jewish woman voiced articulate sui^XMt 
for Israel, but said that the raids were wrong and 
that the use of violence might destroy Israel in the 
long run. No one felt that the raids were justified. 

The latest tragic violence in the Middle East 
cannot possibly benefit the people of Israel.

^ut fac^^ The tacts are these: Nestle, a Swiss-(noi 
^ican) based >ompany, began successfully marketing 
'infant formula in third world countries. This led to 
bJcms especially when the illiterate mother and 
burner' could not read the label and used the substitute 
^ ihumicrilized bottles or with unclean water. This turned 
infant formula into a lethal carrier of bacteria, causing 
di Wdcath from infantile diarrhea or from gastro-enteritis. 
(The formula alone is not, as claimed in the article, 
ooisonous.) The problem became so critical that Papua 
^Guinea introduced stringent laws curbing the artificial 
fee<|ing of babies. 

However, the remainder of the third world countries, 
jccordingio Mr. McClelland, lay in the pockets of the

"A matter that is tabled is automatically considered at 
the next meeting," Ausley explained. *'I didn't even need 
to agenda it, it's gong to come back up automatically." 

If PIRG is not voted on at tomorrow's meeting, PIRG 
advocates, fear, the issue may die completely. Regent 
Sanchez' term expires after this meeting.

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Lola Stewart: 
retiring after 

36 years 



She's worried about FAMU

Lola Stewart is wcnried about Florida AAM Umvenoty, 
the school she has called home for the past 36 years. 

Stewart, who retired ftooL the FAMU faculty last 
spring, says the once in-oud iffliversity is beginning to 
falter. 

'Troni my observation, FAMU is beconung very weak," 
said Stewart, who is moving to Califomia to be with her 
family. **l see it deteriorating more and more becmise of 
the lack of money the L^i^ture and Board of Regents 
aBocatestoFAMU." 

Stewart, 62, first came to FAMU as a nursing student in 
I944« wHen William Gray was preadent. After receivii^ her 
undergraduate degree she took a job as a cKetidan 9X 
FAMU's hospital, the only black hospital in the state. 

Housed in what is now the Foot-Hilyer admii^tration 
buikting, the hospital, which was soon dismantled, was weO 
equipped and well furnished, Stewart said. 

'*! think basically why it dki not remain a hospital was 
because no one was interested anymore, and no one really 
saw a need for it," the 6'2" Stewwt said. "It Parted going 
down when the city took it over. 

**Even though FAMU needed a new administration 
building, the Tallahassee community felt there was a need 
for the hospital to remain," said Stewart

Stewart, who finislMd her career in the Home Eccmomics 
Department, has worked for six different in-eddents. As fcM* 
the current admnystratkHi headed by Walter &nith, she is, 
at best, ambivalent. 

'*Tli^e is so much dshonesty and politics on this 
campus,'* sbe said. *'In an institution, especially a 
piedbmmantly black InstHutkm, we have got to have some 
sort of integrity." 

Though merger talk has always aroused strong 
opposition from FAMU supporters, Stewart thinks it is 
inevitable. 

*'I really tlunk that in the near future, all of this will be 
FSU— A^ caa^MK," ^ smd. "I feel that if Dr. Smith 
decides to retire or resign, there will not be another black 
president at FAMU.

Bagiey makes drinks, and sells wine^ 
contraband He says guards don't mind as 
long as he doesn't leave his cell and doesn*i 
cause a disturbance. If hassles start, if 
contraband starts causing murders, then 
guards will move in and bust prisoners. 

Guards carry no guns. They carry no billy 
clubs, no weapons of any kind. 

"You go into a fight with a ciuo and 
you're likely to get killed," said Bagiey. 
Guards use uniforms, mobility, 
psychology, and numbers to maintain 
control. 

Freemen, special guards who run certain 
work programs like textile plant or wood 
shop, maintain control at 3 p.m. when 
break is called on the jobs. 

You get 1 5 minutes, or however long the 
freeman says. 

Work is usually over by 4:30 p.m. Time 
to march, double file, to chow. (You don't 
go to breakfast, lunch, or dirmer. You just 
go to chow.) 

If you don't march double file, you 
sometimes will get a DR, a disciplinary 
report. DR's can cause loss of privileges 
and even "lock down." When you are on 
lock down you lose all privileges, all 
mobility, all contact with others. 

Prisoners not on lock down are sent to 
their wings after dinner. Then they go to 
various "programs" or are locked in the 
day room to watch television. 

Evening programs include things like 
Alcoholics Anonymous, Christian Study 
Group, Jaycees, gym or yard (athletics), 
and school. Prisoners are assigned to these 
programs. They can not choose and often 
availability of space determines a prisoner's 
assignment. 

"Programs" are not popular. If they 
were only lO^^'o of Florida's prisoners could 
participate, according to figures from the 
Department of Correction. 

People who do not participate in 
programs are locked in their cells or the day 
room at 7:30 p.m. At 9 p.m., when the 
programs adjourn, all prisoners are locked 
in their cells to "stand by for count." 

After count, if there is no trouble, 
prisoners are let out of their cells to 
socialize in their wing until 1 1 p.m.

The Florida Sta^ School of Theatre hail 
assembled a delightful summer repertory 
package for presentatiofl from inly 23 to 
August 1. Themalically entitled 
''Characters and Confessioos,'* the 
production consists of six one-act plays by 
Sam Shepard, Lanford Wilson, Tom Eyen, 
Michael Weller, Leonard Melfi, and A.R. 
Gurney, Jr. Ranging from the surreal to the 
subtime, the plays are free to FSU students 
— a bargain not to be taken lightly. 

In Michael Wete's Tira Tdis Everything 
There Is To Know About Herself, Cheryl 
Cook is the lonely Tira, who compellingly 
relates from a bare city bench the 
sometunes amusing, sometimes sad story of 
her experiences with men. David Bates 
undergoes five wonderful transformatiods 
as Tira*s men, ranging from a boring 
businessman to a boorish construction 
worker; consistently the perfect foil to 
Cook's treatment of the dustmoppish, 
unhappy Tira. 

More fine interplay of characters occurs in 
Eyen's Why Manna's Skirt Won't Stay 
Down. Not quite as boisterous as he could 
be. Clay Rivers nonetheless sets the tone as 
the barker in front of a Coney Island Fun 
House where we meet Hanna, an aging 
movie-house ticket-lady who gets her kicks 
from standing over breeze-holes and 
meeting vacuous young men. Cheryl 
Papsidera is the brassy Hanna; Kevin K. 
Lacke is one such young man, a lonely 
narcissist named Arizona. As they reveal 
their lives and near-loves the audience is 
treated to fun tempered with insight. 

Unquestionably the most humorous of 
all the plays is A.R. Gurney, Jr.*s The 
Golden Fleece. An average married couple, 
Betty and Bill inform the audience that they 
have rented the theatre for the evenmg in 
order to present the fabled couple Jason 
and Medea, and the Golden Fleece. (Bill 
sailed with Jason, and Betty happens to 
take pottery classes with Medea). But as we 
await the arrival of the featured guests, 
Betty, Bill and the whole audience begin to 
find themselves witnesses to and 



participants in the tragk unfolding of Jascm 
and Medea's archetypal struggle. Donna 
McCarvey as Betty and Stan Hvold at Bffl 
are perfectly matdied as husband and wife; 
they have an exc^ent rapport with one 
another, fbw ttnmig, said play theai^ieiice 
weii. The most aukaring charactersof tl^ 
series, McCwy's Betty and Harold's Bill 
are a d^iltt to watch. 

Sain Shepard's Mckk in B-Ftm is a play 
that doesn't know whether to be a myst^- 
thriller, farce, or psychodrama. It can and 
should be all of these ~ it is the surrealistic 
exploration of the psyche of a jazz 
musician, mysteriously murdered. 
Unfortunately, such matorial is as diffkult 
for an audience to follow as it is for players 
to support; a diffknilty that v^Bgats Htm 
production. As with all of the six plays, set, 
costuming, and lighting are handled to 
great advantage, but in this case the 
intensity of characterization falters, 
undermining a wonderful play. Joe Everett 
and Daniel Olds portray detectives 
investigating the murdo* of hfiles, the jazz- 
man. They are at their be^ m offering their 
respective theories in the crime, thus 
providing important clues to subsequent 
action, bm seem to go flat soon after ~- 
puppets in the absurdist twists that fc^ow. 
Martm Onttenplan is perfectly hyped as a 
smacked-out sax irfayer, but his heebie- 
jeebies are sometimes distracting in the 
presence of the less-iittense detectives. D. 
Douglas O'Dell is convincing as the 
shadowy Niles, tormented by personas 
from his past, but the lack of sensitivity 
betwem characters creates a dissonance 
that forces the tone of the interaction and 
obstructs the flow of the play, a flow 
ahready capricious by des^. Yet, as all of 
these plays will be performed four times, it 
is just possible that things will click so(m 
enough. 

With Lanford Wilson's The Madness of 
Lady Bright and Leonard Melfi's Birdbath 
taut combinations of set, limiting, and 
characterization yield two highly 
entertaining and probing explorations into 
the nature of loneliness, tangible and 
intangible. In Wilson's work, Tim Claussen 
is the middle-aged Leslie Bri^t, a man 
haunted to the edge of insanity by tht 
limited life he has led. In Birdbath Michael 
LaSorsa and NeUe Stokes become Frankie 
Basta and Velma Sparrow, two young New 
York City dwellers, whose lives reveal 
something of londiness, love, hate, and 
murder. 

Offering a wide range of studies in 
alienation. the Theatre School's 
'^Characters and Confessions" is a 
production well worth the outing.

TRov, legendary Jamaican "toaster 
(a DJ -styled reggae rapper) and Rastafarian 
mystic, looks like he wandered down from 
the hills, a refugee from some Old 
Testament book of prophecy. Dreadlocks, 
knotty and natty, hang low around his 
shoulders. Garbed in a loose-fitting robe, 
right hand clenched around an imposing 
taft. he could give John the Baptist a run 
;.ir his money. 

And when U Roy scats into one of his 
red e\cd, ganja-stoked raps, crooning and 
jianimg that it's "armigideon ty-yime,'* 
time to "pack up your baggage and mek we 
leave out of Babylon," you get the feeling 
that he*s tapping into something more than 
the Rasta jargon and herb hymns common 
to virtually every reggae album. 

U Roy's sound may be deeply rooted in 
the rawest, gut-throbbing reggae, but he 
sings with the conviction of a man with 
unearthly wisdom; like he was dropped into 
the Jamaican mountains from outer space. 

On his latest album,, Jah Son of Africa 
(on Virgin's front Line Label), there's 
plenty of gospel fervor, sweetly graceful 
irrangemcnts, rock steady rhythm and 
percolating percussion, all tied together, 
then echoed and reverbed to the mocm and 
by a strictly dub-wise production. A 
team of top reggae sessionmen (including 
Sly Dunbar's and Robbie SOiakespeare's 
Dynamic Duo) lay down a rumbling 
rocker's beat for U Roy's startling, trance- 
bke vocal workouts. 

U Roy isn't a smooth soul groover like 
Toots Hibbert or Leroy Sibbles of the 
Heptones; he doesn't have the dark, 
anthemic baritone of Peter Tosh or Linton 
•^^esi Johnson. Rather his voice shapes 
*^ords in a thick, smoky patois, then shakes 
fiem free in a ftarry of a rap. Doing so. he 
pushes his voice above the snaky, 
subversive flow of the band, achieving 
something close to tongues. The affect h 
^plitting, ecstatic in the way singers like 
'"''^on Rodney of Burning Spets^or rock 
and rollers like Van Morriscm and Patti 
h are when they bend and stretch a 
niuMcal t\ rni. push it to new limits, and 
^^^ak tree into somethii^ else altogether.

clear: "I got to say goodbye/I'm moving 
right on out of this world." 

You'll notice I'm not quoting a lot of 
lyrics; most of this album is still 
unintelligible. "Rivers of Babylon," is 
familiar enough, but U-Roy uses melody 
and sheet lyrics as a reference point, a place 
to leap from and occasionally check back 
to. Out of nowhere he'll let loose with a 
deep throaty WHOOOOAHH, and then 
start chanting for maybe a minute in a 
dialect you can't possibly hope to 
understand (though from Aose sprinklings 
of "peace, love an' unity," the 
sentiment's pretty clear), then suddenly 
conclude with a bracing "YEAH, right 'awn 
y' all "as a guitar Kck spirals off into dub- 
land aiui a ghostly pi»o t&ikles faintly 
somewhere off in the mix. 

With Peter To^ soimdbig Kke a would- 
be Teddy Pmkigrass, it's great to hear 
"cultural" roots reggae being n»de by 
prolific, but obscure (to Western ears) 
mastars. It's haid to get a grip on a voice 
like U Roy's — much easi^ to simply 
surrender to the beat and 1^ it grip you. 

Unfortunatdy, U Roy's albums aren't aU 
that available in the U.S.. being limited td 
import sales and a rare stitfeside release. 
I^iaybe somecme will work up a 'boasters" 
compilation similar to the King Kong 
Compihitimt just out from Mango Records. 
Fdituring classic r^gae songs from 1%7- 
70, King Kong covers the period when a lot 
of Jamaican music was still considered a 
novelty. But tWs stuff is masterful. All- 
produced by the guiding hand of Kingston 
studio iHnz Leslie Kong, these are some of 
the most memorable and engaging moments 
of the form. Included are classics by 
Desmond Dekker, Toots Hibbert, Ken 
Bootheand Delroy Wilson, as well as Bruce 
Riffin's sweet, soulful "Bitterness of Life," 
and Ansell Collins' ska version of 
•♦Sentimental Journey." 

Why bother with the specials when you 
can get the real thing?

For some coaches a new season signals pressure to fulfill 
expectations spurred by a successful past ^afv4^or others, a 
new season brings the rcKcf of being able to start anew. 

Florida State basketball coach Joe Williams would 
probably place the coming season in the latter category. 

Following a better-than^pected 1979-SO campaign in 
which the Tribe won 22 games before bowing out to 
Kentucky in the NCAA playoffs, the Noles suffered Oirough 
a disappointing 17-1 1 campaign last year. The hallmark of 
the team was inconsistracy, beating Missouri and then 
Georgia to win the Cotton States Classic in Athutta eariy in 
the season, yet failing to make the Metro Conference finals 
for the first time in four years. 

Although the Seminoles returned three starters, they could 
not compensate for the loss of point guard Tony Jackson. 
Mickey Dillard and Bobby Parks, both fine shootii^ guards, 
were forced to play the point, an unfamiliar postion. The 
result was turnovers. 

**We probably made as many turnovers last year as any 
team I have ever coached," lamented Williams, who is 
entering his fourth season at the hebn of the Semmoles. 

But despite the disappointment of last season, and the loss 
of starters Bobby Parks, Kris Anderson, Elvis Rolle, and 
Mickey Dillard to graduation and the departure of crowd- 
pleaser Rodney Arnold for his hometown of Kingsport. 
Tenfiessee, the Tribe mentor feels that next year's bailclub 
will be good — but still **a year away*' from being playoff 
caliber. 

Returning to give next year's team a measure of experience 
are seniors James Bozeman and Pernell Tookes, junior Ed 
Young, and sophomore Oren Giimore. Bozeman, a steady 
player and good Outside shooter, is expected to play a big 
role for the team next season. Williams admitted he has 
thoughts of moving him from forward to guard, a position 
where he played in limited duty last year.

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Regents OK 
PIRG plan

ORLANDO — Yes, Virgiiiia, there is a Florkbi Public 
interest Resevch Group. 

PIRG advocates claimed victc»ry in their year-long battle to 
bring a student-funded, studoit-directed consumer research 
group to Florida Friday morning when the state Board of 
Regents passed a rule change authorizing collection of funds 
for a PIRG. 

The rule passed by the BOR fell short of what PIRG 
advocates had requested, but was still described by many 
dated supporters as a victory for the students of Florida. 

PIRG supporters had asked the BOR to approve a 
mandatory refundable fee system. Under the refundable 
system, students would be required to pay $2.50 to PIRG 
along with their tuition payment. 

If a student did not wish to pay the fee, he or she could 
indicate it on the fee card, and would receive a refund within 
the next two weeks. PIRG supporters felt the mandatory 
refundable fee would provide than with the best possible 
financial support base. 

Several regents, however, balked at the idea of a 
"mandatory" fee. At the urgings of Tampa Regent Terrell 
Sessums, the BOR amended the rule to authorize only a 
discretionary fee. The discretionary fee will allow a student to 
decide if he or she wishes to donate to PIRG at the time they 
pav tuition. The discretionary fee will do away with the 
ret u rid process entirely. 

The BOR passed the amended rule by a vote of 7-3. 

"It will be harder to get it started (with the discretionary 
fee) but with the co-operation of the administration it should 
prose to be nearly as good a fee as the refundable," said 
Florida State PIRG organizer Neil Friedman. 

There are numerous PIRG chapters in the United States 
operating successfully under a discretionary fee system, 
Friedman said. 

The discretionary fee passed by the BOR did have one 
bonus for the PIRG chapter. If the mandatory fee had been 
approved, PIRG groups would have been required to 
maintain 50<^o support level from the student body to remain 
in operation. While PIRG will have to maintain a support 
level under the discretionary fee, that level is expected to be

Last year, in his first season as starting quarterback. Rick 
Stockstill completed 60<^o of his passes, threw 15 
touchdowns and led the fifth-ranked Seminoles to a second 
consecutive Orange Bowl appearance.

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Prison rape: racial anger and systematic fear

done by three independent doctors 
investigating health problems in prison for a 
federal district court. 

•••Brutality in the form of physical 
attacks, many homosexual, is commonplace 
in some of Florida's prisons," concludes a 
1980 study done by the Florida House 
Subccmunittce on Mam^iaant Oversight. 
••Additionally, it is the comentkm of this 
Subconunittee that there appears to be an 
unwritten Department rule which condmies 
homosexuality in some cases for use as a 
management tool. "

Guards will transfer a fuck boy into a

jprisoners interviewed at FSP. Sometimes 
jguards make the sugar daddy a ••house 
man/' the person responsible for ffa^w^ a 
I cell block . House men can have easy access to 
their fudc boys^ various times during the 
I day. 

The rapist/victim relationship is unique in 
'prison, according to Eusi Mioto, who was 
released two years ago from Florida State 
Prison after serving a seven-and-a-half year 
sentence. The rapist is ^nerally respected 
I and accepted in prison, according to Mioto 
land other prisoners. The victim is seen as a 
'* fuck boy," a faggot. 

'Every week the new meat arrives and 
people stand around seeing who looks 
Igood," said one ex-inmate of Florida State 
I Prison. "The new boys are usuaUy locked in

a secure wing, but they have to come out 
eventually.** 

Findings of the Subcommittee on 
Management Oversight support this 
contention. 

'The chances of a young man avoiding 
rape at Union (Correctional Institute), 
according to a guard testifying to the 
subcommittee, are 'ahnost zero, untess he*s 
wiQing to stick somebody with a knife and 
fortunate enough to have one... he'll get 
raped within, the first 24-48 hours," said the 
Subcommittee report. "That's about 
standard." 

Rape happens in virtually every prison, 
according to Claxton Davis, who has been in 
and out of prisons for 33 years, and who has 
been in many of FlcMrida's maximum and 
minimum security instituticms. Rape is more 
common in the big, maximum security 
institutions, he added. 

"I would guess 30-50 percent of FSP 
(Florida State Prison) are faggots," said 
Davis. 

Not every prisoner participates, Davis 
pomted out. Most accept the fact that it 
happens and don't get involved as long as it 
doesn't itffect them, dda* ivisoners, those 
above 30, and "tough cookies," those who 
can and will fight, are not a part of the rape 
subculture, said Davis and other prisoners. 
Whonqjes? 

''The inmate \s usually young and black, 
and may operate alone or with others who 
are also young and black," according to last 
year's subcommittee rq^^ **The way such 
an inmate cqimtes may be as folk^: a 
group (two or more) of young black inmates 
will approach a young white inmate, 
demanding, for example, that be 'give up the 
pussy, Cracko".' The perpetrators may rely 
on verbal scare tactics or th^ may use 
weapons..." 

Rapes are not sexually motivated, 
according to the subcommittee and 
specialists in rape psychology. 

"The perpetrators of rape appear generally 
to be reacting to the pervasive racism of the 
(correctional) system," said the 
subcommittee. 

Blacks, who seem to commit most rapes in 
prison, jcact to the racial prejudice of the 
system's white, rural guards by attacking 
young white prisoners, said the 
subconunittee. 

"Rape of a white inmate by a black 
inmate is one way this internalized anger is 
expressed," concluded the subcommittee 
rep<Ht. 
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Who gets raped? 

"A young, dim, slender kid, probably his 
first time in an institution fike that, after he's 
been there two or three days, he's bound to 
get nqied," said a guard testifying last year to 
the subcoimRitfeee. 

Victims fear retaliation if they xepon 
rapto, according to the subcommittee and 
several prisoners interviewed by the 
Flambeau. If victims do report the rape, they 
are punished, sent to protective custody in a 
single cell. Victims are soon returned to the 
general pc^xdation.

Once enslaved a man may be sold 
and used by whomever is strong enough to 
defend the man as his property, or to buy the 
man's safety with money, goods, or 
services."

Jay, Hilaman's colleagues remembered him as a 
derator between sometimes bitterly opposed 
imissioncrs. 

Vfr. Hilaman was always the model of graciousness on 
[he city commission/* said City Manager Dan Kleman. "I 
hink particularly in his year as mayor he played the role of 
bnnging the conmiission together. He believed in bdng open 
rith his fellow commis^oners and with the public." 
Said current Nfayor Hurley Rudd, a longtime friend of 
Hilaman: **He was a stabilizing influence on the commission. 
We're going to miss him." 

City officials said Hilan^an's seat will be filled in a special 
election February, when a regular election for Rudd's seat is 
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Shad Hilaman 



scheduled. In the meantime, according to Kleman, the 
commission has 10 days to appoint a tonporary replacement. 
Under the city's charter. Governor Bob Graham will make 
the appointment if the commission can't deckle upon a 
replaceoMnt in that time. 

No candidates for that appointment had emerged 
yesterday. According to Comimsaoner Carol Bdlamy^it's 
just too early.

Those issues include the 
city budget; then a projected five-year capital investment 
plan; and a response to the recent state Supreme Court 
decision giving the Public Service Commission authority over 
cities' utihiy surcharge rates. 

It is also unlikely the commission will use the temporary 
vacancy to launch an exercise in affirmative action. Rudd said 
conunission vacancies are traditionally filled with a former 
conunissioner to take advantage of previous experience. 

Hilaman first came to Tallahassee as an FSU student in 
1947. He played varsity basketball and upon graduation 
accepted a coaching position with the Leon County school 
system. He later beoune principal of the Carcrfine Brevard 
Elementary School.

It woidd be easy to 
load up the typewriters 
and let loose with a 
volley of pot shots aimed 

at Prince Charles and his 
royal bride-to-be, Lady 
Diana Spencer. What 
with all of Britain torn 
by protracted rioting, 
this week's royal 
wedding could be taken 
as a glittering symbol of 
the class divide in 
England: the pathetic 
gasp of an antiquated 
society on its way out, 
collapsing under the 
weight of its own 
injustice. 

That's much too simple though. The wedding is, if anything, 
coming just in the nick of time in England. As in the past, the 
appearance of the Royal Family has prompted renewed feelings of 
nationalism in the Island country. Just the sort of nationalistic pride 
England needs if it is^ deal with the seennngly insurmoiintaiUe social 
and economic problems besetting the naticm. 

*'In times of crisis there is a drive to bring out the monarchy," 
explained one British sociologist. **It*s a rallying point." 

Americans delight in a sort of reverse snobbery when it comes to the 
Royal Family. Nancy Reagan's refusal to curtsy before the Queen is a 
perfect example; she is carrying the banner of American egalitarians, 
showing our distaste for class divisions. 

Bunk. America is no more a classless society than England; our 
royalty is not as high profile or as honest about its position, but we 
shouldn't let Nancy ifeeagan's^sture to the ccmtrary obscure that 
fact. 

And yes, while Brixton bums the British government is spoiding 
more than $1 miffion on the Royal Wedding. But for the BdMi 
mon^ — not to nation British tourism — it may be a million dollars 
well spent. 

As for Lady Di, who could ask for a better PR person? Much more 
effective than our Nancy, who, once again, has shown herself to be 
without peer in perpetuating tackiness. 

Begin ' s intransigence 

Israeli Prime Minister Menachem Begin's shrill cry of preemption 
starting to wear a little thin. Though Israd claims its acticms i^ainst 
other Middle East nations are bmie out of self defense — those 
actions include last month's raid <m an Iraqi nudear react(»', and 
Saturday's dmck on Betntt, Lebanon whidi lolled over 300 people 
— the defiance of Israel's rhetoric and the ferociousness of its attacks 
leave no doubt Israel has become the aggressor in the Middle East. 

There's also something lopsided in the casualties the latest outbreak 
of fighting has produced. Those 300 people died in a raid that Israel 
said was retaliation for a Palestinian shelling of Israeli settlements; 
that Palestinian attack had killed three.

It couldn't happen here

OXFOW, EiVfauMl — To! you it probably 
sounds as if the whde country is in flames. To us in 
Britain the inddents are iisolated and generaUy 
remote but still terrifying. Everyone says it can't 
happen here, not in England's green and pleasant 
land, not on this sceptered isle — but it is 
happening. 

Bristol, Coventry, Liverpool, London: these dtks 
are not used to large-scale violence or much 
violence of any sort. The crime rate in urban 
Britain is still far below the U.S. This isn't Bdfast. 
The people of Belfast are used to mobs, used to 
water cannons, guns, snipers, broken windows, tear 
gas. But in Belfast tho'e is a clearly visible reason 
for a little war. 

So when the dties erupted, a domino effect from 
Liverpool southward, the shock was tremendous. 
No one could see why. No one does yet. All anyone 
knows is that they're still cleaning up the broken 
glass in central Liverpool, the shops in the King's 
Road and Knightsbridge in London are boarded 
up, and no one goes out after dark in Brixton 
anymore. 

Despite some American news reports, we don't 
seem to be dealing with race riots here. That's too 
easy an explanation. Doubtless race tensions have 
something to do with it. Britain's Blacks and Asians 
have always suffered from harassment by the police 
and everyone else. But there are too many white 
working and lower-middle-class kids involved. 
When the Liverpool shopping areas were knocked 
over, everybody looted together like brothers. 

So is it all, as Pravda gleefully claimed, a 
workers' economic revolution, caused by the 11% 
unemployment, appalling inflation, class 
oppression and bad-news-for-the-lower-orders 
stuff like that? Well, maybe. Though I seriously 
doubt that the 12-to- 18-year-olds who break most of 
the windows and carry off most of the stereos 
verbalize it in quite that way. 

Maybe it's the heat. There's a drought in England 
at the moment. Maybe it's Royal Wedding ennui. 
Or maybe it's the sununertime blues carried to 
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guerilla warfare extremes. Whatever, people at 
scared knowing that it can, at last, happen here. 

Thou^ the general feeling is usually that k 
rk>ts are in the next town or the next street a«i) 
and therefore distant, rumors abound. We heard 
one glorious sunny Saturday in rose deckrc 
Oxford, that a gang of skinheads and other fascist 
were planmng to riot there. Here among the 
dreaming spires. Police were seen with riot shields 
Everyone took taxis home from parties that nigh: 
just to be safe. Nothing materialized but the tensior 
was oppressive. We resented having to be careful ir 
streets where normally women can walk at three 
a.m. with remnabie confidence. 

This is only part of the ugliness of it ail Ma;:: 
Thatcher's Cabinet are discussing new riot laws a 
supposedly speed up judicial process so thai noter^ 
can be thrown into the oubliette faster and cheaper 
The Riot Act would also ban appeals to hiehr 
courts. And the police get more extensive po*ea 
more guns, an easier time entering someone's 
house. 

The riots won't last That kind of energy ncvff 
does. Maybe this time next year we'll even kn.^ 
why they happened. Shops will take the boards 
the windows, dark Oxford streets wii! not fc« » 
worry anymore, and boys in black leather jackfts 
will be merdy comical. What will last is ihc ^ 
Riot Act. .

That way 
you can laugh at your less imaginative 
friends when the next utility bill comes. 

There arc of course the more accepted 
ways to cool off outside, such as the 
beaches, lakes, rivers, sinkholes, and 
swimming pools, but there are other ways 
to keep cool outside even when the 
temperature exceeds 100.

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One such plan is the creation of an FSU School of 
Engineering. Funds to plan and develop the new school 
were appropriated in this year's Legislature. 

"FSU already has very good schools of theoretical 
science and now we need to focus on applied science," 
Turnbuil said. "Engineering is a fundamental applied 
science which will add tmlance to this campus. " 

According to Tumbull's sUtistics, 20% of college 
students are interested in studying engineering. By 
providing a School of Engineering, FSU may attract 
students who have traditionally opted to attend elsewhere. 

Also in the development stages are plans to construct a 
Science Library, a new Law building and a new Business 
building. These facilities are sorely needed, Turnbuil said, 
especially in the case of the Business school. It is his 
responsibility to oversee the development and 
implementation of these plans, as well as to solicit the 
necessary financial support. 

"I am committed to President (Bonie) SUger's goal to 
move as many university departments as possible to the 
upper echelon," Turnbuil said. "That means I have to 
find additioiial funding for these programs." 

Not only is money needed to fund construction, but for 
the acquisition of additional faculty as well. The total 
faculty has not increased at FS^ despite expansion of the 
departments, according to Turnbuil. With still greater 
expansion, more and more faculty will be needed to keep 
pace with university growth. 

Turnbuil said he will actively pursue support for such 
programs as the Eminent Scholars Program and the 
Distinguished Faculty Endowment established bv President 
Sliger, which rely on private contributions (such as the Burt 
Reynolds endowment) and matching State funds. Turnbuil 
said the Theatre and Business departments have been 
successful thus far in obtaining such funding and he hopes 
to extend that success to other university departments. 

Asked if the Athletic Department would be solicited for a 
contribution, Turnbuil said it is not obfiged to si^port 
academic programs. Until this year. State funds have not 
been allocated to the Athletic DqMrtmoit. Its budget and 
the university budget, be said, are "separate pockets." 

When Dean of Faculties and acting vice-president for 
Academic Affairs Daisy Flory vacates the vice president's 
office, Turnbuil will inherit programs already undannfay 
such as semester conversion and qpiality improvement. The 
semester convenion process, he said, is virtually complete,

much lower than 50%. The support level required, as well 
as the financial details of the PIRG/university 
relationship, will be worked out through annual 
contractual agreemenu between the university president 

and its PIRG. 

The BOR vote will immediately affect only Florida State 
University, whose student body endorsed the formation of 
a PIRG through a petition drive held Winter Quarter. But 
the ruling opens the door for the formation of PIRG 
chapters at other universities, and PIRG organizers expect 
to see petition drives begun in the near future. 

Contract negotiations with FSU president Bemie Sliger 
will begin as soon as Sliger returns from vacation, 
Friedman said, and FSU students should have the 
opportunity to support PIRG when Uiey pay tiieir faU 
tuition. 

FSU PIRG will sponsor an election for the PIRG board 
of directors early fall Semester. Once elected, the board 
will hire a professional staff, and will decide which 
consumer issues to address. Those issues will probably be 
restricted to short-term, local interest issues, such as 
medical, insurance, or apartment consumer guides, or 
university safety issues. The PIRG will take on more long- 
term issues after it is firmly established on campus, 
Friedman said. 

The PIRG question was described by one regent as **the 



with a handbook distributed and a catalogue ready for 
release. While he does not predict major problems in 
switching to the semester system, he said, **In terms of 
faculty concentrating on that process in lieu of something 
else, it has probably cost hundreds of thousands, even 
milHons, of dollars.'* 

In the midst of the transition, the registration process has 
been looked at by Associate Vice President for Academic 
Affairs Paul EUiot and will probably be modified, Turnbuil 
said. He said the process would be more efficient if 
computer terminals were installed in the departments, and 
if money becomes available he would consider that course 
of action. 

Quality improvement plans underway include 
recruitment of distinguished faculty, raising salaries, and 
increasing budgets for supplies and additional scientific and 
technical equipment. 

"The quality improvement process will continue," 
Turnbuil said. **I am concentrating on making those 
improvements extend to almost all the university 
departments at all levels, not only to the areas of 
concentration." Those areas are Natural Sciences, Policy 
Sciences, Fine and Performing Arts, and the Humanities. 

Turnbuil, while new to the vice presidency, is not new to 
FSU administration or policy. He served as assistant VP for 
Academic Affairs under President Stanley Marshall until 
the position was changed to fit the provost system. Turning 
down the Planning and Budget provost position, he turned 
to teaching Public Administration for two years. 

Taking a leave of absence for 18 months, TumbuU served 
two sessions on the State Education Commmittee helping 
to develop Florida's basic skills and accountalnlity po&aes. 
In 1976, he returned to FSU to chair the department of 
Pubfic Administration. 

Under the late Robert Lawton, Turnbuil was appointed 
associate vice president for Academic Affairs to direct 
public service, including coordinating off-campus student 
affairs, directing the Center for Professional Development, 
and doing research in the Institute for Science and Public 
Affmrs, and the Florida Resources and Environmental 
Analysis Conunission. 

A native of Georgia, Turnbuil earned his degree in 
poHtical science at the University of Georgia, and his Ph.D. 
in government at the University of Virginia. He chose to 
pursue a career in "the administrative side of government 
rather than the elected office" and accepted a position as 
assistant press secretary under former Georgia Gov. Carl 
Sanders before coming to Tallahassee.

"1 do not think we should give a president the power to 
make such a bad choice," York said. 

"I think (York) was the best argument for us." Friedman 
later commented.

It's a huge step forward for him; for once you 
yae/t DePalma's got something cm his naind besides 
hemovic itself. A lot, it turns out. 
Within its political-thriller framework, Blow Out 
manages to hit upon things as diverse as Watergitte, 
and the elusive nature of reality even in the age of such 
reality-producing devices as tape recorders and 
jameras. But mostly Blow Out deals with the heart of 
corruption at the center of the American dream, so 
malignant it threatens to eat out everything from 
Aiihin, leaving only the surface. 
The film is set in Philadelphia during a holiday 
:alled Liberty Day and throughout flags and emblems 
nsistently intrude in the frame — at one point they 
even inspire a grisly sex mutilation. And the 
corruption is everywhere: a busy urban market, 
Philadelphia's 30th Street Station, a high-class 
political affair are all places where people 'practice 
murder, prostitution, extortion. True to this dark 
Mbion, pleasant newsman unwittingly relate a false 
account of an accident, and the truth — that the 
accident was really a murder — never gets out. Even in 
one inspired bit of detail, the murder-conspirator 
speaks in a kind of G. Gonlon Liddy*Nix<m cow-iq) 
ublespeak.

of a phot<^raiiher who thinks he has witnessed a 
murder, go beyond the title. In Blow Out, movie 
soundman Jack Terry (John Travolta) is in a park 

taping sound effects when he records a car crash in a 
creek in which a presidential contender is drowned. 
Like David Hemmings in Blow- Up, Travolta goes 
back to his shop and, using the tools of his trade, 
processes and shapes his tape in an effort to find out 
what really happened in the park. DePalma uses these 
sequmces as a chance to devote considerable time to 
the cutting, iq>licing, dissecting and assembling that 
are the very nature of his professicm. 

Of course, DePalma conveys all of this with 
beautifully crafted fihnmaking. The most oft^ieard 
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criticism of DePataia« other than the one rocmioncd 
before, is that he probably has some fine, original 
movies to make, if only he'd quit mimicking 
Hitchcock. Bhiw Out stiU shows tlKMC Httd^ock 
liftings: ooneras mo^ everywhere, twoting to follow 
a character through a room, then halting to follow a 
conversation through an office window; overhead 
shots and long cranes abound. Bui here lhc> don'i 
seem so studious and self-conscious as in last year's 
Dressed lo Kill; they're subjugated to the rest of the 
film rather than the other way around. IX^^alm. in 
control of his style now, he seems to have learned 
when to pull out all the stops when it's called for: a 
quick change to red in a subway station, a repeated 
360-degree pan of Travolta's wcn^kroom after a break- 
in, sweeping us along in his disorientation. 

For once, DePalma has made a movie with 
characters we seem involved in, and a lot of that's due 
to Travoha and Nancy Allen as Sally, the woman 
Travolta rescues from the dead politician's car. 
Travolta shines in his most mature role to Jatc. his 
strong, working-class features appropriate to his 
anonymous, average-man role. Travolta starts off 
subdued but then builds to an almost desperate drne 
as his resignation turns to commitment, only to be 
shot down again. Allen at first seems shallow, almost 
a bunbo, but then we see that underneath there was 
somediing watting to be sparked, and that the bimbo 
role was only a covw. 

One of the more obvious Hitchcock associations in 
Biow Out is the use of national monuments like the 
Hall of Libmy and the Liberty Bell. DePalma uses 
these locaticms as a further ironic comment on the 
distance between what this society seems on the 
outside and the real malevolence within. The same 
kind of irony works in Pino Donaggio's score — 
mawkish, almost maudlin. 

By the time Blow Out is over, the truth is never 
revealed and Jack Terry kills the murderer but loses 
Sally, left only with a tape of her murder. Back at his 
job in the movie studio, he uses her screams to 
complete a scnuidtrack he*s working on. It's a fuial 
ironic moment in a film whose whole substance is one 
of inmy.

Tonight brings another entry in the continuing noir 
series at Moore Auditorium this summer — Jules Dassin's 
1950 production Night and the City. 

Set in London, the film's main focus is Harry Fabian 
(wonderfully portrayed by Richard Widmark), an 
ambitious huckster who constantly indulges in dreams of 
wealth through ne'er-do-well money-making schemes. 
••One break," he reckons, "I'm out of the garbage cans for 
Ufe." At the film's start he is in the hire of the ominously 
bulky Phil Noseros (Francis L. Sullivan), who is using him 
to lure unwary tourists into his gambling club. Fabian's 
fortune, liowever, soon changes. 

Hunting for prospective "suckers" in a wrestling arena, 
he waUcs into a »tuation he can't pass up. Overhearing an 
old ex-wrestler, Gregorius, complain about the sorry state 
erf modern wrestling, Fabian fast-talks him into allowing 
him to manage his son. Nicolas, an up-and-coming 
wrestler, in a series of old-fashioned bouts. Fabian initially 
succeeds at this enterprise, despite warnings from the 
gangster Kristo (Herbert Lorn), who has the local 
stranglehold on the sport. Fabian even manages to convince 
Noieros to provide backing for Ids wrestling enterprise, but 
one cawmDo prevails. Fabian nmst book as Nicolas' 
opponent a wrestler known as "Hie Stiangler" (the ever- 



popular Mike Mazurki), who Gregorius despises. 

At his hope's end, Fabian manages to badger "The 
Strangler" into following him to his wrestling arena. 
Gregorius reluctantly agrees to the bout, but as Fabian 
prepares the contract, things turn for the worst. Gregorius 
and **The Strangler" begin to exchange insults which lead 
them to engaging in a voilent impromptu wrestling match. 
Meanwhile, Kristo is informed of the whereabouts of 'The 
Strangler" and arrives at Fabian's arena as the heated 
bout nears its climax. Gregorius wins, but the exertion of 
the match proves too much for him. He dies of a stroke in 
the arms of his son. Fabian flees from the arena as the 

• enraged Kristo orders London's underworld to find and kill 

him. 

Night and the C/'O' succeeds because of its originality and 
the uncompromising bleakness of its vision. London makes 
a novel but appropriate setting for the story. Director 
Dassin converts the city into a terrifying no-man's land, the 
physical geography of which mirrors the inner desolation 
of its inhabitants. In his book Underworld U.S.A. Colin 
McArthur observes that "the London of Night and the City 
has no temporal or geographical location; it is Thomson's 
•city of dreadful night,' Warshow's 'dark, sad city of 
the imagination.* " 

And in this overwhelmingly grim, almost spectral locale a 
loser like Harry Fabian becomes, again in McArthur's 
words, "the archetypal modern man, running in terror 
through a dark city." Not enough can be said about 
RKhard Widmark's performance as Harry Fabian. He 
creates one of the most complete and fascinating characters 
in the entire noir cycle. 

The fikn itself, too, is one of the most well-developed and 
compdling of the/f/m noirs, creating a truly desolate post- 
war vision that is quintessential noir mood.

(Immensely popular, the Tarzan story sold 
over 5 million copies in its day; it first 
a|H)eared as a movie in 1917 and to date has 
seen over 26 renditions on the screen.) But 
Tarzan in this production is the story of 
Jane Parker, daughter of a world famous 
explorer (played by Richard Harris). She 
travels to Africa to meet Harris, who 
abandoned his family when Jane was quite 
young. After taking him to task for being a 
shabby father, the intrepid Jane joins him 
on his current adventure, searchmg for an 
elephant grave-yard. As Jane tortuously 
marches through the jungle swaddled in the 
guaze-ttke garb of the nineteen-teens, it 
becomes immediately evident why this 
movie was made: On every dock, at every 
river, at even tiiie hint of damp environs, Bo 
plunges into whatever the liquid may be and 
the intention of this flick becomes, as it 
were, transparent. 

In the course of the Parker expedition's 
ridiculous trek, we of course meet up with 
Tarzan, played by the brawny Miles 
O'Keefe. Small wonder that the Burroughs 
estate sought to stop production of this 
movie; Tarzan is portrayed as a dull-witted, 
lumbering, sexually-childish dolt. O'Keefe 
is perfectly suited for the part, flexing and 
pawing at Ms. Derek's talents. In fact, in a 
scene that unintentionally parodies the 
whole movie, the awe-struck Tarzan 
approaches Jane and begins to slosh 
handfuls of water on her blouse, while Jane 
timorously r<rils her eyes and gasps tawdry 
Kncs about her virginity. Truly the stuff of 
10-year-old masturbatory fantasy. 
Inevitably, Jane abandons civilization fc»r 
the jungle life. 

It m^t be nice to be abte to say thitt this 
new Tarzan rises to the levd of camp 
humor, but the element of sexploitation is 
so overwhelming it becomes inescapable. 
The Dereks have, I think, slit their own 
tbroats. After carefully cultivating the

Now that he's the starting signal caller for the Seminoles, 
and doesn't feel the pressure of having to prove his abilities 
all over again, Stockstill feels a little more relaxed and 
settled in.

The hit tore the 
ligaments away from his left knee and when the doctors 
looked at it in February, they informed Stockstill that it 
would take ten months for the wound to heal — if repaired 
surgically. He opted to let it heal on its own, rather than 
chance missing any games this fall. 

"I'm preparing harder this year than I have for any other 
because it might be the last year I ever play football," he 
related somewhat sadly. "But if the pros come. Til be 
ready. If that doesn't work out, I might go to Canada and 
play there. Otherwise, I'd like to go into collie coaching. 
I'd really Uke to become a college coach."

LONDON — Prince Charles brought one of the most 
romantic royal love stories to a happy ending yesterday by 
marrying amid great pageantry and nationwide rejoicing a 
beautiful voung woman who wanted to be a kindergarten 
leacher and is now Princess of Wales and future Queen of 

hngland. . , ^ r^- 

The 32-year-old heir to the throne and Lady Diana 
Spencer, 20, pledged their vows before a congregation of 
2,500 crowned heads and world statesmen in St. Paul's 
Cathedral as nearly 1 million people jammed the streets. 

Uter, clasping hands, the royal couple kissed on the 
balcony of Buckingham Palace to the cheers of more than 
hail a million well-wishers. 

The new princess, only a few days out of her teens and a 
lew months from her job in a kindergarten, could not stop 
smiling, as though in a fairy tale, the radiance of her smile 
infected the land, making Britons forget — for one 
storybook moment at least — their riots, their 
unemployment, the tragedy of Northern Ireland where two 
IRA hunger strikers slipped closer to death. 

Presiding over the marriage. Archbishop of Canterbury 
Rohert Runcie imparted words to the spirit of joy symbolized 
by the prince, resplendoit in his naval commander's uniform, 
and the bride, gowned in a voluminous ivory-shaded silk, a 
25-tooi train cascading from her shoulders. 

"Here is the stuff of which fairy tales are made — the 
prince and princess on their wedding day," he said. 

The Primate of the Church of England went on to remind 
ihc couple that "the real adventure is the royal task of 
creating each other and creating a more loving 
world specially true of this marriage in which so many 
hopes are placed." 

After a wedding breakfast at the palace, the prince and his

The Tallahassee City Commission 
yestenday chose a 58-year-okl savings and 
lotn |>re$Nlent to replace the late Shad 
Hilaman on the commisskm. 

Sam Teague. president of the Sun 
Federal Savings and Loan Association, was 
sworn in yesterday morning shortly after 
the commission decked unanimously to 
offer him the commission seat. Earlier, 
Teague assured the commission he had no 
intention of entering the February special 
electicm to fill the remaining two years of 
the commission term left vacant by 
HMaman't death fant Saturday.

Teague meets both criteria set by die 
commission as prerequisites for its 
appointee: as a former commissioner 
Teague should be familiar with the way the 
commission operates, the commission 
reasoned; and by ruling out camfidacy in 
the special election, Teague saved the 
commission the ani^emnce of making an 
endorsement in that race. 

In fact, yesterday marked Teague's third 
appointment to an interim commission 
seat. His first came in 1968, when he was 
appointed to fill the seat left vacant by the 
resignation of John Rudd, now a circuit 
court judge. Teague also filled in for 
Spurgeon Camp in 1971 when C«i^ 
resigned to run for a seat in the ieg^ture. 
Teague was originally elected to the 
commission in 1%2 and was a State senator 
betweenl966and 1967. 



Commtssiooer Kent Spnggs differed with 
his fellow commissioRers over the 
guidelines for the interim commtssibner 
search. To restrict tl^ search to former 
xommissioners would unfairly disqualify 
persons with a fak knowledge of current 
city issues, Spriggs said. However, Spriggs 
said Teague was a good choice for the 
position. "I look forward to working with 
(Teague),*' Spriggs said. 

Mayor Hurley Rudd, who set the 
guideUnes, persuaded commissioners Carol 
Bellamy and James Ford to go along, 
however. 

"I know of no other way to make an 
appointment without afienating some 
portions of the community,'' Rud#8aid. 
'^Any appointee which our cmnmission 
could have made would have caused 
prolriems, so we felt this was some sort of a 
non-political criterioa. It's worked wdl in 
the past." 

Rudd said several persons had contacted 
ium requesting the interim commission seat. 

' He wouki not identify those persons. 

"Many of them wm very sincere people. 
There's iK)thiiig wr<mg with what they were 
doing," he said. "But you can't please nine 
di^erenl pec^le or segments of the 
community at once. So I had to establish 
some sort ttf eritaia." 

Bellamy and Ford were both unavailable 
f (n; ccmunent. 

Teague endorsed the c€nnmission's 
. criteria. 

"I wanted to be sure die commission 
understood this would be only a temporary 
appointment," he said. "I said diat from 
the beginnii^ and I hope the community 
understands that. But I don't know how a 
person who had not served previously could 
learn enough to get a grasp (on the job) 
over a period like six montl^." 

Teague said his first task as interim 
comnussioaer win be to acquaint himself 
with the city's fioaaces and sewerage and 
drainage problems. Another priority, he 
said, is the energy issues. 

Ahhou^ he probably won't turn the 
commission away from its "no mtke" 
stance,' Teague said he wouldn't rule out 
nuclear energy as a potential fuel source. 

"Looking into the future, I see no 
alternative for our energy sources but 
nuclear ener^," he said. "At the same 
time, I'm not sure of the environmental 
problems (with midear energy). At least, 
we^re going to have to realize we have a 
problem aad get a plan ready."

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Righting a wrong 

What the Florida Bar lacks in sensitivity, it makes up in 
responsiveness. 

At least that seems to be the case in the recoit controversy 
surrounding the Florida Bar's decision to sponsor a vacation tour of 
South Africa. Finn the har sent out a glowing letter to its m«nba*s 
praising the racist nation. On receiving the letter, more than a few 
lawyers were shocked, then upset, finally madder than hell. 

One group of lawyers especially irked was the National Bar, an 
organization ol predominantly black lawyers who vigorously opposed 
the trip. 

When the Florida Bar's Board of Governors met last week, the 
National Bar, as a group, asked the Board to reconsider the ill- 
conceived vacation trip. The Board did, and, very wisely*, decided to 
back down. 

Foi their decision, the Board and the Florida Bar as a whole 
deserves a round of applause; as does the National Bar for refusing to 
sit quietly by. 

But it seems strange that a group of well-educated — lawyers are 
well-educated, aren't they? — adults could expect to traipse off to a 
country where racism is institutionalized, bolster its economy through 
the tourist trade, and have no one raise a sound in protest. 

Now when the Florida State University Alumni Association 
commits such an act, we aren't much surprised; that feebl^ninded 
organization has more than proven its wholesale insensitivity. 

When the jet carrying the FSU alums and their cash disaiH^eared 
over the horizon, on its way to Johannesburg, we were cB^ayed that 
they were allowed to taint the name of FSU. But we weren't surprised. 

The Florida Bar's original decision to sp(»isor a trip to South Africa 
surprised us, though; we thought better of it as an organization. With 
its decision to back out, it has regained some of our confidence. 



Waugh's 'Private Eye' 

For years Auberon Waugh's Private Eye has lampooned British 
politicians and royalty with unmatched nerve and wit; now the livdy 
rag is available locally, at Dubey's newstand downtown, and we hope 
its irreverant brand of journalism catches on here.

Brockman will receive a BA from Florida Siaie 
University this summer, where he majors in English 
Lit. with a concentration in creative writing (he won 
the English Department's fiction writing award his 
freshman year). He will receive a minor in American 
History. 

A native of Sarasota, Brockman attended 
Cardinal Mooney High School, where heexcclcdin 
all manner of extracurricular activities, none of 
which are interesting enough to mention here. 

He also worked at McDonalds and attended 
Mass regularly, but overcame those fauhs to win 
the editorship-anyway.

Budget compromise is Reagan flavored

WASHINGTON — House and Senate budget leaders 
hailed a "monumental" reversal in federal spending policy 
vesterday as they completed agreement on a compromise 
ihai meets most of the White House budget-cutting agenda. 

The bill, which will cut more than $35 billion from fiscal 
1982 spending, was expected to receive final approval by 
both houses tomorrow or Saturday. 

The budget is a compromise between House and Senate 
versions passed last month and was worked out by 
subcomittees of an unprecedented 2S0-member conference 
commiiiee. 

On the Senate floor, Republican leader Howard Baker of 

Tennessee said some 300 issues were worked out in about 
tv^o weeks, and called this ** unparalleled in recent 
legislative history." 

The bill includes reductions in virtually every area of 
domestic spending anc" legislative changes that will reshape 
hundreds of federal programs. 

It will bring the drastic rollback President Reagan 
wanted in programs like food stamps, which were cut by 
Si. 5 billion; child nutrition, $1.5 billion; public service 
jobs, which were eliminated; and health programs, cut 25 



percent. 

. But Reagan <lid not get his proposed termination of 
programs such as the Economic Development 
Administration or the Appalachian Regional Commission, 
which survived at much lower spending levels. 

The National Consumer Cooperative Bank also survived 
the admmhtnition's attempt to kill it. 

The president also did not get the firm legal cap he 
wanted to permanently hold down the federal cost of the 
Medicaid program. But the program was cut about $1 
billion, the same amount the cap would have achieved next 
year. 

The bill terminated the Social Security minimum 
monthly benefit of $122 for people who do not pay enough 
into the system to otherwise qualify for benefits. But there 
are rumblings in Congress that the decision will be reversed 
or at least modified after the August recess. 

Conferees crossed their last big hurdle Tuesday night 
when they rejected the Medicaid cap. Baker called Reagan 
to report "We've got a bill.** 

Foster care services, child welfare services or adoption 
assistance would remain separate programs.

Liverpool man dies after clash

LIVERPOOL. England — England's 
urban rioting claimed iu first life yesterdiQf 
but even in battle-scarred Liverpool five 
hours of overnight violence failed to 
dampen royal wedding celebrations. 

*'Most people here are having street 
parties, not street riots," a police 
spokesman said. 

Police quelled rioting by youths in the 
Toxteth area, the third strai^ltt night of 
disorder, then puUed back to station houses 
to join the rest of the nation in watching 
television to see Prince Charles marry Lady 
Diana Spencer. 

*'We are all watching the wedding and 
trying to forget the rest,** the spokesman 
said. During the rioting, a young num was 
struck by one of several polkx Land Rovm 
that raced among the youths in an attempt 
to prevent crowds from foiimi^. He itied 
later in a hospital. 

Police identified him as David Moore, 
22, who lived at a nearby housing 
development. They declined to give further 
details pending a corner*s inquest. 
Of 32 police officers treated for injuries. 



one was lified serious condition with a 
fractured ^ull. P«^ke smd they arreted 18 
people. 

Environment Minister Michael Heseltine 
currently is in Liverpool investigating 
causes of the riots. The government says 
hooliganism is the main cause, but has just 
announced a plan to give work experience 
to unemployed school dropouts. 

As m€Sk as unemploynient, bad housing 
and social conditions in the inner cities, 
racial tension and resentment over policing 
methods have been suggested as causes of 
the urban troubles. 

Toxteth, an area of shabby Victorian 
dw^ngs and modem municipal housing, 
was the scene of major rioting the first week 
of July that spread to many otho* Rritish 
citKS, inclttdmg London and Manchester. 

The rioters, both black and friiite, hurled 
stones, gasoline bombs and, in om 
instance, a pickaxe at the police crouching 
behind see-throi^ shklds. 

"They are throwing everything they can 
get,'* the spokesman said at the height of 
the fray that ended shortly before dawn.

Losing the Bar sponsorship may stop the 
tour entirely, according to Jill Larkin, vice- 
president of operations for Abercombie 
and Kent.

Costuming and technical arrangements 
complete the sparkle of the production:

For the love of a slasher

tLditor^s note: In the wake of what must be called the 
biggest wave of slash-em-up thrillers in recent memory. 
we*ve been wondering how the genre ever started, and just 
who was responsible for its murkish nurturing. We sent 
dneaste M iehad Ogden in search of answers, and he came 
back with what follows. Since Ogden is a rather 
temperamental bloke, we didn*t ask him to verify any of his 
facts, so we*ll draw the pictures, but the reader must decide 
— is it drugs or is it Memorex? 

In the critical uproar over the current crop of "slash-em- 
up" horror movies — beginning with the incredibly 
successful Friday the 13th and running to sucn lurid 
extremities as Sianiac and / Spit on Your Grave — the 
antecedents of the genre have been obscured to the point of 
non-visibility, i^lmost totally forgottdn is the ftalian film- 
maker who singlehandedly created the entire sab-genre — 
Cranio Mangiatore. From 1959 to 1971 he put his personal 
stamp on a baker*s half-dozen of gruesome celluloid 
thrillers that for sheer razor-sharp tension and visual 
audacity smtc unparalleled in the history of the cinema. 
However dubious his subject matter may have been, his 
film form and fdm sense were unmistakably brilliant. And 
in his later work there is even — amazingly enough — a 
rudimentaiy social consciousness and a growing concern 
with interpersonal relationships. Of course, there are more 



slashings per minute of film, also. 

Beginning in the rag-and-bone shop of Italian television, 
Mangiatore commanded attention from a bewildered 
public in the mid- and late-Fiftks with a startling series of 
documentary comedies on the mating and burial habits of a 
tribe of transplanted South Seas cannibals living in a 
houseboat on the Po River. His first theatrical feature was 
a low-budget screamer entitled The Devi/ *s Mascara (1959). 
Released fully half-a-year before Hitchcock's it 
was the first genuine cinematic depiction of the pmt- 
Romantic femm demonique embedded in the heretofore 
one-hundred percent male ego. As the tortured 
protagonist/antagonist/ Claude/Claudia, Pietro Petroni- 
wandered obtrusively through a modernist landscape of 
broken glass and rubber cement. His psyche hungered for a 
dream of spiritual unity that would not be split asunder by 
the flesh reality of sex/death. In hard, crisp black-and- 
white images Mangiatore exposed the feelings of this 
"underground" man/woman and chillingly portrayed the 
murder lust into which the character exploded when 
confronted by his/her own duality. 

The surprise success of The Devil's Mascara led to a 
teaming-up with prolific producer-promoter Dino Denaro, 
who engineered the financing for the next three 
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d-biaded cookie cutter — demonstrated 
at the exploration of childhood phobias 
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Murder became a socio-political 
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story of a personnel director at a large 
ie factory who cracks under the strain 
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erminating" (in a distinctly permanent 
j*3v) laid-off employees and various 
dismissed workers. Pictro Petroni (scarcely 
cognizable under the transfiguring layers 
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ught a rude feeling of quiet dignity and 
pression to his portrayal of the raanac. 
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ponde wig and set fire to a bottle of milk 
I n order to frighten the heroine out of 
concealment), did any trace of the 
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v^ai'ting (like Camoo's "Gentile") to be 
tamped into the ready press of conformity. 
"The abyss gapes," remarks one of the 
characters, "and we fly into its mouth like 
birds at a feast." 

Mangiatore's American films are much 
better remembered and perhaps deserve less 
attention. Psycho Plasma (1%8) revealed 
the jagged slit-edge of the spiraling hippie 
movement while remaining steadfastly 
within the bestial confines of the murder- 
cum-mystery format. And in Suburban 
Homes of the Living Dead (1969) the 
director proved (heroically) his ability to 
make any subject interesting — even the 
grim excretions of zombies and the endless 
exploding of small vehicles. His final 
project — interrupted only by untimely 
death (his) — would arguably have been the 
magnum opus of a troubled career, but in 
its present form — completed by another, 
less talented artist and released under the 
dubious title Revenge of the Psychotic 
Cannibal Children (1971) — it remains only 
fodder for speculation and the sad reminder 
of an unhappy time in the nation's history. 

Even more well-known than his dark 
psychopathic cinema were the behind-the- 
scenes eccentricities of Mangiatore's 
professicmal style. The critics' assertions of 
a strongly masochistic personahty seem to 
be born put by the knowledge that tl^ 
director would himself portray the victims 
in \m films, using a hand-held camera to 
achieve a subjective eye-level point-of-view. 
He would even go so far as to don the 
character's clothing, whether male or 
fmale. Other of Mangiatore's quirks are 
less yielding to analysis. He was notorious 
for never using the same technical crew 
twice. *'Men and mactunes," he would say. 
"Too many germs, too much diseases." 
But he always insisted on the same camera 
— an ancient model that had been 
hideously scordied in a studio fire. Some 
insiders reported that he talked to it at 
night, after the set was dark. 

Still, nothing in his bizarre life could top 
the manner of his dying — an event that 
might have been plagiarized from one of his 
own films. He was residing at the time in 
London in a mansion once owned by the 
Duke of Elfingham. The daily presses, 
learning of his violent demise, were 
predictably cruel in their reportage. HACK 
DIRECTOR HACKED TO DEATH, read 
one particularly unkind tabloid headline. It 
was rumored (but never confirmed) that a 
different part of his body was found in each 
room of the house. Never found, of course, 
was the culprit who cut off in its prime the 
stunning creativity of one of filmdom's 
greatest masteis of the art of shock ^d 
surprise. 

Rest in pieces, great cineaste. You gave 
the world your worst — now let them go 

and do likewise. 
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McDonald's sunbelt capitalism

In Condominium, John 
D. McDonald, the 
Sarasota- based writer of the 
Travts McClce detective 
series, depicts a world of 
total moral depletion. It's a 
bleak picture McDonald 
paints, one where greed and 
arrogance are the donrinant 
motives. In McDonald's 
bitter vision of Sunbelt 
capitalism, there's almost 
no one who isn't on the 
take, who isn't plotting 
some new financial power 
play or real estate swindle, 
or not bedding down with 
someone else's spouse. 
And while describing this 
intricate interweaving of 
sex, power, and money, 
McDonald makes clear the 
cost: the toll taken on Uves 
of those condo buyers, 
mostly retired and well- 
meaning, who flock to this 
troubled Florida paradise 
the irreparable damage 
wreaked on an environment 
both exquisite and fragile. 

McDonald is angry in this 
book — which fits his taut, 
direct pro^e. It's sparse, 
$56-a-day- plus-expenses 
writing, honed by 
McDonald through 
comitless McGee and non-* 
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Last Spring 'S amdo collapse when n/e imitates art? 
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McGee novels 'titles like Girl in the Plain'Brown Wrapper 
The Brass Cupcake). But for all the directness of his style, 
McDonald fills Condominium with a fascinating wealth of 
detail. Condominium brims with jargon and esoterica, 
often worked into the fast-paced dialogue, like the array of 
acronyms in a discussion about the complex working of a 
real estate investment trust. One of the residents of Golden 
Sands, the condo at the center of McDonald's plot, is a 
retired engineer, and so we get a lesson in reinforced- 
concrete construction. 

McDonald uses detail also to enliven his characters, a 
remarkable feat because there are so many pf them. Almost 
all the retirees have a background somewhere — they ran a 
hardware store in New York state, a farm in the Midwest. 
There's also a wide array of condo dwellers: McDonald 
perceptively includes an alcoholic widow (her son falls for 
an expensive young prostitute), and a man convinced of 
Rothschild-Zionist world conspiracy. A woman stands to 
speak at a tense condominium associi^on meeting, and 
she's described as "noted for swimming straight tmt into 
the gulf, out of sight." The sharp characterizations carry 
over into the real estate and construction people too: an 
Irish secretary to big-time condo builder Marty Liss, who 
makes love with him in his office and on the side buttds her 
own lucrative investment portfolio using inside advice. 

It's too easy to view Condominium's apocalyptic ending 



as some fantastic vengeance visited by nature on human 
beings no longer fit to live. The truth is, the way 
McDonald ends the novel — with a massive hurricane 
wiping out the growth-ridden coastal community and 
thousands dying — is a very real possibility, especially on 
Florida's crowded, fast-growing coasts, inhabitated by 
millions who have never lived through one of the storms. 
McDonald handles the cataclysmic ending adequately, but 
it's nowhere nearly as engrossing as all the intrigue and 
double-dealings that come before it. (Last year, the disaster 
aspect was used as the focus of a TV movie based on 
Condominium shown on ABC. The movie was dreadful — 
at one point, it even showed ^a map of Florida with Naples 
north of St. Petersburg and fictional Fiddler Key, situated 
by McDonald between Naples and Fort Myer$» where Fort 
Walton Beach is). 

Ultimatdy, McDonald, who himself hat spoken oat 
agnnst the immpant dcstmction of Florida'.s eimromnent, 
gives us a wdl-crafted, aoeiMc mdering of a Flbffda 
and an America rife with depravation, of a system that 
systematically endangers the emodonal and i^qrrical weB- 
bcing of its popglaee even as it refieves them of their

modernism. 

Eariy modernist writers like James Joyce made a yeater 
use of myth and symbol in their attempts lo detineate 
consciousness. As C Hugh Hobnaa writes in A Handbook 
to Literature, "...the tendencies of the modernist to 
construct intricate forms, to interweave symbols 
elaborately, to create works of art that, however much they 
oppose the established present order, create within 
themselves an ordered universe, have given way sina the 
1960's to a denial of order, to the presentation of highly 
fragmented universes in the created world of art. and to 
critical theories that are forms of phenomenology. Myth 
has given way to experiencing aesthetic surf aces... Writers 
like Robbe-Grillet, Pyncheon, Barthefane. and Pinter are 
post-modern in that they carry the philosophical 
assumptions of the modernist about the world into the very 
realm of art itself." 

The emphasis of the New Critics on text rather than 
biography is repudiated by the post-modernists. **At the 
time of the so-called New Criticism,'* says Kaelin, 
"modernist thought was brought to a head in literary 
criticism. The New Criticism itself was a rebellion against 
the common historical, bibliographical, and biographical 
work that people had been doing. These people are saying 
that the New Critical movement, although it taught us how 
to read, had burnt itself out. What the post-modernists are 
working against is an essentialist interpretation — the 
closedness of the significance of literary works — through 
the manifold ways in which one might interpret it. So the

TB Stalking state's Haitian refugees

BELLE BLADE — Six Haitians — including five small 
children — have been hospitalized with suspected 
tuberculosis in what health officials fear may be a major 
outbreak of the disease in the refugee conununity of this 
south Florida farm area. 

Two of the children, both infants, appear to have 
tuberculosis-meningitis, and another infant a form of the 
disease call ''miliary," said Palm Beach County Assistant 
Health Director Dr. Joan Barice. In both forms of the 
disease, tuberculosis has spread through the body, she said. 

"These cases have not been confirmed yet but evidence 
strongly indicates we have an outbreak. It is highly unusual 
to have this many people (suspected of TB) at this time. 

"We're assuming at this time there is TB and we're doing 
everything we can do to find it," she said. *'We have to &ct 
«ifwchaveTB out there." 

She said an outbreak among the estimated 2,000 Bdle 
Chdc refugees — some of whom she said were living 
^'"'Mned "50 to a room" in apartments — indicated 
"conditions that predispose tuberculosis: crowded living 
*«rters, malnutrition, general poor health." 

The two infants believed to have TB-meningitis are 10 
«<| 3 months old, she said. A child with miliary TB — in 
the disease spreads through the bloodstream and 
N*atic system in small grains that look like millet seeds 
- is 2'/2 years old. Another 3-month-old child is believed 
^Jiave standard tuberculosis, as does the father of one of 
i^KdiiUrcn. 



"TB ilsually affects the lungs. When it spreads to the 
brain, in TE>menkigitis, or around the body it is a v^ 
serimis thing," Dr. Barice said. 

"The two sickest cases, I wcmiW call them confirmed," 
Dr. Barice s»d. "Fve got enough evidence. Those two 
akme cooqme more than a usual number and qualify as an 
outlveak in the strict sense; meanmg more than the usual 

numbar of cases.'* 

All five diildrai and the man have been admitted to 
hosintals around the county in the past two weeks, and 
health officials have raffied into the Haitian community to 
give skin tests and attempt to track down a single source of 
the disease, if any. Dr. Barice said. Skin tests have been 
givoi to about 200 refugees, she said, and of 84 tests that 
had been "read" by WedncMlay, 81 showed positive — an 
indication that the person had been exposed to TB 
sometime m Us or her fife, though not necessarily that they 
have the disease now or even have been exposed to it
